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RESCUES A GIRL IN 
ICE-JAMMED RIVER 


Boatman Catohes Her Dress with 
a Boat Hook: 


Holds Her Until Police Walk Out on Ice 
Cakes to His Aid—Needlie Worker 
Was Discouraged. 


Crazed by overwork, Lena Antoss, twen- 
ty-one years old, an embroidery worker of 
2,920 Eighth Avenue, attempted to take her 
life yesterilay afternoon by jumping into 
the North River at One Hundred 
Twelfth Stret, the police say. She was res- 
cued by Dudley Trenifried, a boatman of 
One Hundred and Eighth Street and the 
North River, in a spectacular manner. The 
girl was taken a prisoner to the J. Hood 
Wright Hospital, chiirged with attempted 
suicide. 

For about 100 feet out from the shore at 
the point where the girl jumped in, ice 
cakes are jammed so that one may walk 
upon them. Trenifried was standing in front 
of a boathouse at One Hundred and Eighth 
Street when four blocks above he saw the 
girl walk out on the ice. He called to her, 
but she did not hear him. Trenifried feared 
that all was not well, and knowing that the 
ice was dangerous he picked up a boathook 


and ran along the bank until he was oppo- | 


site the girl and then went out on the ice. 

Again he called out, and this time the girl 
turned her head until she saw him. Then 
she started forward on a run. ‘Trenifried 
followed closely. In a second the girl came 
to an open space in the ice about five feet 
wide. Ten feet beyond it was the open 
river. She tried to leap over the space, but 
her jump was short and she fell into the 
water. Trenifried was close behind and 
caught her dress with the boathdok. Hold- 
ing her so that she could not go under the 
water, he shouted for help. 

The man had not long to wait. Patrolman 
Shayne of the West One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth Street Station and _ several 
men had witnessed the scene and were soon 
out on the ice. The weight of so many 
bodies, however, made it unsafe, and the 
ice began to sink. Shayne ordered the 
Others back, while he went out to help 
Trenifried. After working about ten min- 
utes they succeeded in getting the girl out 
of the water, 

To a boathouse at the foot of West One 
Hundred and Twelfth Street they carried 
her. She was unconscious, from shock and 
submersion, and stimulants were adminis- 
tered while an ambulance was on its way 
from the J. Hood Wright Hospital. The 
surgeon restored her to consciousness, and 
the young woman was taken to the West 
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One Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street Sta-> 


tion.

ODELL ON TH THE JUDICIARY. 


Says Judges Need Not Lose Interest in 
Politics—Thinks, However, That the 
Executive Ought Not to Name 
Justices. 


Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, Jan. 20.—Gov. Odell spoke to 
toast ‘The State of New York” at 
the banquet of the State Bar Association 
to-night. His remarks caused considerable 
stir as certain parts were taken as bearing 
directly upon the action of the Bar Asso- 
ciation to-day relative to the Justice Hooker 
charges. 

The Governor said that he disagreed with 
many lawyers in believing that because a 
r,an was elevated to the bench he should 
avoid ‘politics and lose all interest in the 
affairs of the country. But he added: 

“I believe that the judiciary should be 
intluence, and should 
manage its affairs entirely within itseif. 
‘here can be no greater danger to our 
country than political interference with 
the judiciary. I believe we should do all 
vithin our power, both laymen and mem- 
bers of the bar, to uphold the dignity of the 
juciciary of our State, and I assure you 
that*any recommendations you may make 
in that direction will receive the attention 
of the State Legislature.” 

The Governor said, further, that the des- 
ignation of Judges should be made by the 
courts and not by the Executive. 

He declared that the political pressure 
brought to bear in behalf of Judges and 
the importunities of Judges themselves 
made no bed of roses for the Executive, 
and so far as he was concerned (and he be- 
lieved he spoke for his successors) no Ex- 
ecutive cared to have anything to do with 
the ap are of Justices. 


MANY TRAINS SNOWED IN. 


Big Storm Up the State Ties Up ail- 
roads—Passengers Stailed and Fed 
byq Farmers.

UTICA, Jan. 20.—The Richland and 
Watertown Division of the Rome, Water- 
town and Ogdensburg Railroad experienced 
the worst snowstorm in its history to-day. 
Between Laconia and Mannsville the road 
runs along Lake Ontario. Snow drifted 
in places to a depth of thirty feet, stalling 
four passenger trains and six freight trains. 





the road open, also got stalled. About 
thirty engines are in the snowbanks, and 
the 250 passengers on the four trains, were 
fed to-day by farmers who managed to 
get to the stalled trains on snowshoes. 
Village fire departments came to the res- 
cue, but until the storm ceases, no progress 
can be made. A large amount of Canadian 
mail is on the south-bound trains, Only 
one train left this city for the Richland 
Division to-day. 


ITHACA, N. Y.- Jan. 20.—The Elmira, 
Cortland and Northern Division of, the Le- 
high Valley Railroad is cothpletely blocked 
by huge snow banks between this city and 
Canastota. Not a-train, has, been moved 
over the division in twenty-four hours, and 
it may be two days before the schedule 
will be resumed. The conditions are worse 
than they have been in thany years. 

Train No. 321, which left here last night 
for the East, got stuck in a dMft just be- 
yond’ Cortland, and has not yet been re- 
leased. Train No. 324, which left here at 8 
o'clock this morning, has been stalled all 
day near Varna, a few miles east of Ithaca 
The passengers had to wade through deep 
snow and seek food at the farmhouses. 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., Jan. 20.—The east- 
bound train on the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western Railroad leaving Syracuse at 
10 P. M. last night became stalled in the 
snow at Summit, and was unable to move 
until nearly noon to-day. The Auburn 
trains out of Syracuse were not started and 
the trolley line to Auburn was forced to 
suspend business. Heavy drifting snow 
paralyzes all the roads except the main line 
of the Central, where trains are very late. 


LAKE LINER CAUGHT IN ICE.

For over an hour they battled in vain with 
the ice, but could make no headway. 

At length a car ferryboat hove in sight 
from across the lake, and when it reached 
the tugs it took six of them in tow and 
brought them into port. The big tug Wel- 
come also went to their rescue aud towed 
the remaining three into safety. 

A blizzard struck Milwaukee at 10 o’clock 
to-night and traffic will surely be blocked 


by morning.

' ARMOUR SENDS WHEAT UP

May Produst 16 Cents Higher Than i 


Last Fall’s Average. 


He Holds 15,000,000 Bushels, with the 
Price at 92—Shorts Rush to Cover— 
Other Prices Rise with It. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 20.—May wheat touched 
a& new high mark--924%@924% cents—to-day, 
a net gain for the day of 24 cents, and 16 
cents higher than the average price last 
Fall. 

The local wheat situation as regards 
prices is highly artificial, as shawn by the 
character of the trade which caused so 
sharp a gain in prices. Armour is credited 
with a long line of 15,000,000 bushels, con- 
tracted for May delivery. Local contract 
stocks approximate only 2,000,000 bushels. 
This comparison, which agitated shorts 
yesterday, stirred them to excited activity 
to-day, but the best they could do for the 
most part was to shift the burden among 
themselves. 

Nothing that looked like Armour selling 
could be discovered. On the other hand, 
considerable commission house buying was 
credited to the pagemount interest. Pri- 
vate messages: received here t6-day indi- 
cate that a considerable quantity of the 
short wheat on the Armour books was put 
out by Eastern people. 

The leader of the bulls showed no sign of 
parting with his holdings, and in conse- 
quence smaller holders were encouraged 
to maintain a firm grip on what wheat 
they had. Offerings were on that account 
extremely light, and were eagerly sought 
by belated shorts. The demand was large- 
ly for the May delivery. In efforts to 
cover, shorts advanced prices rapidly. 
“$Stop-loss orders,’ coming out on the 
rise, accelerated the upward tendency. 

In the corn market pit there was a large 
volume of trading, with the principal de- 
mand coming from shorts. Higher cables, 
unfavorable weather for the movement, 
combined with the strength of wheat, were 
the buli factors. There was considerable 
realizing at times, but offerings were read- 
ily absorbed. 

The strength in wheat and corn 
tained oats, and prices made further gains. 
There was little inclination on the part 
of bears to sell, owing to the fact that 
the chief bull interest showed no disposi- 
tion to release his hold on his big line.

Mr. Bruce said that there was ‘no hope 
for a good and successful municipal gov- 
ernment unless it was non-partisan. After 
Tammany had been overthrown at the 
previous elestion so much reform was of- 
fered to the people that it became nauseat- 
ing to them, He predicted that the same 
forces which brought the reform movement 
into power in 1901 would again triumph 
and profit by their own mistakes. 

Mr. Blankenburg declared that the people 
of Philadelphia knew the truth, but that 
they wvuuld not listen to it. He said that 
public contracts had been awarded in his 
city not to the lowest responsible bidder, 
but to the highest responsible bidder. Hos- 
pitals had been compeled to pay 10 per cent. 
blackmail to political leaders of the districts 
order to obtain necessary appropria- 
Gamblers had paid money for the 
privilege of continuing. Elections were 
the merest farces. Thousands of names 
were fraudulently upon the voting lists; 
school teachers were compelled to pay 
money to obtain their positions.

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PROF. VON HOLST-I$ DEAD. 


Celebrated Historian Had Long Been on 
Leave of Absence from thé Uni- 
versity of Chicago. 

Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, Jan. 20.—A cablegram received 


this afternoon by Prof. Harper of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago announced the death of 


Prof. Hermann Eduard von Holst at his | 


residence in Freiberg, Germany, where for 
three years he had been on leave of absence 
from the university, seeking to regain his 
health. 

Prof. von Holst was the seventh in order 
of seniority ameng the 300 taculty mem- 
bers of the university. He was born ou 
June 19, 1841, at Fellin, in Livonia. In 1860 
he entered the University of Dorpat. After 
three years there and two at Heidelberg 
he received his Ph. D, degree from the lat- 
ter institution in 1865. In 1867 he published 
a pamphlet criticising pointedly the Rus- 
sian political system. Only by a timely 
warning did he escape from ending his days 
in Siberia by fleeing to the United States. 

Reaching New York, he was compelled to 
work for a time as a da laborer until he 
found tutoring and newspaper writing to do. 

In 1869 he was commissioned by three 
wealthy German merchants of New York to 
write for German readers in the Old World 
a series of articles upon American life and 
institutions. 

After the Franco-Prussian war von Holst 
was called to the Chair of American His- 
tory and Constitutional Law at the great 
university founded by Prince Bismarck at 
Strassburg. Before leaving America, in 
1872, he married Miss Annie Isabell Hatt, 
a graduate of Vassar. ~ 

In 1874 von Holst was appointed Professor 
Ordinarius of Modern History at the Uni- 
versity of Freiburg, which chair he held 
until he became first head of. the Depart- 
ment of History in the .University of Chi- 
cago, in 1892. 


WELL-KNOWN DOCTOR MISSING. 


Walter F. Hinckley Left Waterbury 
Home for New York. 


WATERBURY, Conn., Jan, 20.—Dr. Wal- 
ter F. Hinckley, a well-known physician of 
this city, is missing. He has not been 
heard from since he left home, Jan. 14, 
with the announced intention of making a 
business trip to New York City and re- 
turning the next day. 

It has been learned that he never reached 
his destination. Dr. Hinckley’s family is 
at a loss to account for his prolonged ab- 
sence. His domestic relations were happy, 
and there were no business troubles of a 
nature to warrant suicide. 

Dr, Hinckley was at one time Health Of- 
ficer of Naugatuck. He is fifty-six years 
of age, about six feet in height, and weighs 
over 200 pounds. He has iron gray hair'and 
a gray,pointed beard, 


UPHOLDS STATE “BULL PEN.” 


Judge Hallett Says’ Federal Courts Can- 
not Interfere in Colorada. 


DENVER, Col., Jan, 20.—Judge Moses 
Hallett, in the United States District Court 
to-day, after consideration wf the Sherman 
Parker habeas corpus case against the mili- 
tary authorities of Colorado, annouticed 
that the court was without jurisdiction in 
th’ mutter. Parker is a union miner of 
Cripple Creek, who is held in the military 
“bull pen "’ without warrant. In his opinion 
Judge Hallett says: 

“The Governor, as executive of the State, 
is authorized and required to enforce the 
law, and if in doing so he finds it neces- 
sary to call out the militia and use the 
power of the State he could do so. The 
matter of how the State should enforce the 
law is not for the Federal Government to 
state. When the authorities of the State 
are engaged in the execution of the 
laws of the State the courts of the United 
States have no authority to set them aside. 

“The people of the State are to be con- 
gratulated on having a Governor who will 
enforce the law. The court will not inter- 
fere with him in the execution of his 
duties.’"’

Ramapo’s Counsel in Aloany—Measure 
Gives Control Over State Water 
Supply -—Patronage Created.

ALBAWY, Jan. 20.—The presence in the 
city to-day of Edward Lauterbach, the at- 
torney for the Ramapo. Water Company, 
and the introduction in the Senate by Sen- 
ator Stewart of Ithaca of a Water Com- 
mission bill which, if enacted into law, 
would open up a way for the Ramapo 
Company to compel the City of New York 
to accept that company’s water- supply, 
may be a mere coincidence, but it was suf- 
ficient to draw thé attention of New York 
City members to Senator Stewart's bill, 
and their. study of it has given rise to grave 
apprehension. 

Senator Stewart's bill provides for a 
board of three Commissioners to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor. They are to serve 
five years at a salary of $8,000 a year. One 
of the Commissioners must be a competent 
civil and hydraulic engineer, and one a 
competent sanitary engineer and bacteriol- 


The board may appoint the required 
number of Inspectors and bacteriologists to 
make examinations of proposed water sup- 
plies, provided the salariés paid them do 


not exceed in the aggregate $15,000, and } 


may appoint as many erigineers and experts 
for temporary work as may be néeded, the 
whole cost of the commission being limited, 
however, to $75,000 a year. A chief clerk 
at 33,500 a year, a Secretary aft $3,500 a 
year, and a Marshal at $1,500 a year must 
be included in the $75,000 expenditure. 

“The commission is given absolute control 
over all improvements of water supplies, 
filtration systems, new sewerage systems, 
sewage disposak plants, in fact, everything 
which may affect the purity of the water 
supply of any city or town in the State. It 
is provided that no water supply or sew- 
erage system shall be established without 
the commission's approval, 

Moreover, if the commission finds that 
any water supply is a menace to the public 
health, it can -order the city dependent 
upon such water supply to find a new sup- 
ply. 

‘For the purpose of détéonsinins whether a 
water supply is a menace to the public 
health, the commission has the power to 
summon. witnesses, to compel attendance, 
and to administer oaths. If, for instance, 
the commission should find that the exist- 
ing water supply of New York City was 
not what it ought to be from the stand- 
point of health, it could compel the city 


‘either to putin new filtration plants or 


seek a new supply, as it might deem fit. 
The whole matter would bg, out of the juris- 
diction of the local authorities. 

Senator Stewart claims that. the proposed 
legislation is the Seca oF ‘the recent 
typhoid fever epidemic at Cornell College. 
That the bill was not made to apply to the 
water supply of Ithaca alone, Senator 
Stewart says, is due to the fact that he is 
desirous of protecting the health of the 
people of the whole State from the thjury 
likely to be done by impure water supplies. 
He has a letter from a reputed authority on 
the subject of epidemics and their ravages, 
which estimates the grand annual total of 


the cost of typhoid fever to the citizens of 
New York ete at over $10,775,000, and 
this, the ex adds, “in ite of the fact 
that typhoi fever is one of the most dis- 
tinctly preventable diséases known.’ 

astorney McNulty, .who is here repre- 
senting the Citizens’ Union, and Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Guy say that the bill is 
one of the broadest in its provisions intro- 
duced at this session.

TROLLEY COMPANY’S APOLOGY. 


Public Service Corporation Uses Two 
Columns of Advertising Space in 
Elizabeth (N. J.) Papers to 
Explain Matters.

ELIZABTH, N. J., Jan. 20.—Apologizing 
to the public for the bad trolley service 
in this part of New Jersey, the Public 
Service Corporation carried two columns 
of advertising matter in the columns of 
the local newspapers to-night in the form 
of a statement signed by President Thomas 
N. McCarter. 

He admits that the service is bad, but 
says this-is caused in part by changes nee- 
essary when the competing lines of North 
Jersey were merged, but more especially 
from the fact that the rolling stock ac- 
quired was in such @ miserable condition 
that in the recent cold snap there was 
hardly a car that did not give ouf in some 
essential part after one or two trips. 

No relief is promised until Spring, when 
open cars can be used and new cars being 
built will be delivered. After advising pa- 
tience, the address concludes with a para- 
graph that has caused considerable adverse 
comment. It is as follows: 

“The . Public Service Corporation has 
every disposition to comply with all reason- 
able demands of the public and regulations 
of municipal bodies. It cannot, however, 
thoroughly reorganize and largely re-equip 
an extensive street railroad system in a 
few months, 

‘* Unreasonable and vexations ordinances 
and impositions can only fesult in addi- 
tional delay in the efforts of the company 
to improve its system, and will, of course, 
be contested if enacted. The strike of last 
Summer followed by the flood and the / 
severity of the present Winter, have added 
considerably to the strain upon the facili- 
ties of this company to discharge its duties 
to the public. Besides, harsh and intem- 
perate criticism tends to demoralize dis- 
cipline and weaken the efficacy of the 


service.” L

South Carolina’s Governor Makes a Plea | 


for More Effective Measures. 


Special to The: New York Times. 

COLUMBIA, 8. C., Jan. 20.—In his annual 
message to the General Assembly of South 
Carolina Gov. Heyward. called attention to 
the frequent occurrence of lynchings in this 
State. The Legislature had been in sés- 
sion only a few.days, however, when a 
lynching: occurred at Reevesville. Gov, Hey- 
ward to-day sent the following special mes- 
sage to the General Assembly: 

‘“‘In my annual message to your honorable 
body reference was made to lawlessness in 
our State, the frequent occurrence of lynch- 
ings being dealt with particularly. You, 
the lawmakers, had not been assembled 
here a week when another evidence of this 
lawless spirit is given in the-lynching at 


Reeyesville. The Governor is popularly cred- | 


ited with the power to prevent or punish 
these outrages against the State. In reality 
he is practically powerless. When the crime 
has been committed his hands are prac- 
tically tied. The meagre rewards he has 
beén empowered to offer out of his con- 
tingent fund have proved ineffectual, and 
‘this is as far as he is permitted to go. In 
‘the meantime the spirit of lawlessness .is 
unchecked. 

‘Any band of lawless men may feel se- 
cure in taking the life of a fellow-being 
on ‘almost any’ pretext. This deplorable 
condition ought to be remedied. To compel 
the proper respect for the majesty of the 
law I recommend the enactment of spe- 
cial legislation in reference to lynching, 
that the great responsibility of officials 
directly charged with enforcing the law be 
brought home to them, and that more 
effectual measures be taken for the appre- 
in 
their own hands. In lieu of same such leg- 
islation, I suggest that the Governor be 
provided with an adequate fund for the 
purpose of suppressing lynching.”

SCHENECTADY, N. Y., Jan. 20.—Ift’ the’ 
plans now: being-made by. officials of the‘ 
New York Central Railroad are carried out, 
a train will before long be run by electric: 
power over a stretch of track between this 
city and Amsterdam at the rate of 125 mites - 
an hour. 

An electrical expert connected with the 
General Electric Company, and who was 
a member of a party of officials who vis- 


| ited the Central offices here to-day, said 
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this afternoon: 

“It is planned to equal and, if possible, ° 
better the showing made at Zossen, Ger- ‘ 
many, when, some time ago, a speed of 120 
miles an hour was made. This showing 
was made on a specially prepared roadbed, 
and that ‘is the secret of the feat. 

““If the Central destres'a high rate “of 
speed, it will have to provide a suitable 
roadbed. This, it is understood, is to” be 
done, so that we are pretty tearly certain 
that the result of the tests will be that ~ 
electric enginés capable of maintaining -a 
speed of 125 miles an Hour and more will ‘ 
be shipped to the Central for use at the 
New York terminal. The tracks upon which 
the preliminary tests are to be. made will 
be relaid upon a roadbed which is-‘suited 
to such a high rate’ of speed, and then ‘it~ 
will be a simple matter to secure the de-« 
sired: results. 

‘“When the contract for the eléctrical 
equipment of the New York terminal. was 
let it was not said that a high rate of 
speed was desired for the apparatus which 
was to be furnished, but now it appears 
that there has: been._a change in the plans 
and ,that the railroad company wants to 
help, solve the rapid transit problem, as- far 
as it applies to suburbs of the metropolis.” 

This afternoon a conference was held in 
this city between officials and electrical 
engineers of the Central and similar repre- 
sentatives of the General Electric Com- 
pany, and definite plans were outlined for 
the speed tests referred to. 

The General Electric Company several 
weeks ago received. the contract to equip 
the Central with apparatus to the amount 
of $1,250,000 for use at the New York 
terminal, and this has resulted In the pres- 
ence in New York of W. B. Potter, the en- 
gzineer in charge of thé railway construction 
department of: the. Generat Electric Com- 
pany, ever since. 

-Mr. Potter has represented. the electric 
company in. making the plans for the 
change in motive power of the railroad, 
and he arranged the trip to this city for 
the purpose of making further arrange- 
ments for the tests. 

On arriving here in a private car to-day 
the party, which included General Super- 
intendent A. H. Smith, C. F. Smith, Super- 
intendent of Passenger. Transportation; F. 
A. Harrington, .Superintendent of -the di- 
vision, and Trainmaster Dager, went di- 
rectly to the General Blectrie works, where 
the machines, which already have been 
started, were examined and. the drawings 
which are being made for the other equip- 
ment inspected. : 

‘The result of this part of. the visit--was 
satisfactory, and the members of the party’ 


; then boarded the’ private: car and were 


| taken over the tracks which have been 
settled upon for the experiments which are 
to be made. 

These comprise a stretch of about nine 
miles, between Schenectady and Hoffman's, 
made available for the purpose by reason of 
the building of a detour extending fforn 
the Central’s tracks at Athens Junction to 
those at Rotterdam Junction, across the 
Mohawk River from Hoffman's. 

This leaves the freight tracks between 
this city and the latter point available

The first shipment of apparatus is ex- 
pected to be made within a few weeks, at 
which. time. the first of the series of ex- 
periments will be made.

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RUSSIA ASKED FRANCE 
TO STATE HER POSITION 


And, It Is Said, Was Told France 
Would Remain Neutral. 


Long Conferences Being Held Between 
the Russian Ambassador at Paris 
and Foreign Minister Deicasse. 


BERLIN, Jan. 20.—The German Govern- 
ment has become privy to the fact that 
France declines to give Russia any assur- 
ances of armed help should war be the out- 
come of the Far Eastern differences, even 
should Great Britain aid Japan. 

It is understood here that Russia asked 
France to define her position in the con- 
tingency of Great Britain actively par- 
ticipating in a Japanese attack on Russia, 
and that the French Government replied 
that France must remain militarily neutral, 
as the Russian-French alliance was quite 
separate from such a question as that now 
pending. 

This decision of France, it is believed 
here, deeply affects not only the situation 
between Russia and Japan, but also the 
Franco-Russian alliance, 

PARIS, Jan. 20.—Although no official au- 
thority is obtainable for the statement, 
there is strong reason to believe that ex- 
changes of communications are now going 
on between France and Russia concerning 
the position Russia will finally adopt in re- 
sponse to the latest Japanese note. 

Long conferences between Foreign Min- 
ister Delcassé and M. Nelidoff, the Rus- 
sian Ambassador, are being held almost 
daily. Prior to these Russia had not con- 
sulted France, and M. Nelidoff went to 
Cannes for an extended stay, telling his 
diplomatic colleagues that he happily had 
no part in the Russo-Japanese negotia- 
tions, 

But, following the presentation of Japan's 
latest demands, M. Nelidoff gave up his 
vacation, and began frequent conferences 
with M. Delcassé. It is expected that the 
exchanges of views will exert a strong 


influenee in shaping the course Russia will 
adopt. 

The Temps publishes a leading article on 
the increasing importance of the réle of 
the United States in the Japanese-Russian 
situation. It reflects the growing French 
sentiment, which to some extent is shared 
in Government quarters, and says: 

“It cannot be disguised that the ap- 
pearance of the United States upon the 
scene is calculated to encourage Japan.” 


JAPAN KEEPS ON PREPARING.

RUSSIAN REPLY DELAYED. 


But It Is Again Reported That It Has 
Been Decided to Concede Japan’s 
Principal Demands, 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 20.—The first 
exchange of views between the Foreign 
Office, Viceroy Alexieff, and Baron de 
Rosen, +he Russian Minister to Japan, on 
the Japanese note has not resulted in a 
definite decision. 

Consequently Russia's answer will prob- 
ably be delayed a little longer than an- 
ticipated. 


LONDON, Jan. 21.—A dispatch to The 
Pall Mall Gazette from Berlin states that 
the correspondent is in a position to an- 
nounce positively that it has been decided 
at St. Petersburg that Japan’s wishes shall 


be met in such a way as to secure the 
maintenance of peace. 

The dispatch adds that the only question 
is whether Russia “shall declare her de- 
cision to Japan alone or to all the powers 
interested in the solution of the Far East- 
ern question.” ‘ 

The Foreign Office here has reason to be- 
lieve that Russia is willing to concede 
practically all Japan’s demands, but that 
she cannot see her way to make a treaty 
with Japan recognizing in black and white 
China's sovereignty over Manchuria. 

Russia has, it is sald, approached Great 
Britain to urge Japan to forego this stip- 
ulation and to accept in lieu thereof the 
assurances to the same end already given 
to the other powers. 

It is pointed out at the Forei Office 
that Great Britain, being such an interested 
party, is in a difficult position and can 
erarcsly recommend such a course to her 
=. or the moment the situation rests 
there. 

Whether or not Japan will insist to the 
bitter end on a treaty recognizing Chinese 
sovereignty over Manchuria the Foreign 


Office does not yet know. I¢€_thinks the

MORGUE WAGON A MAGNET. 


Vehicle Wrecked by Trolley Car At- 
tracts a Morbid Crowd. 


The wagon from the City Morgue, which 
was wrecked in a trolley car collision late 
Tuesday night, attracted a crowd of morbid 
men and women yesterday. They were of 
the opinion that there were bodies in the 
six coffins which lay for hours in the road- 
way at the scene of the wreck. Two police- 
men had all they could do to keep the crowd 
moving until a gang of laborers from the 
Morgue arrived and removed the wreckage. 

The policemen explained that the wagon 
Was on its way from the Fordham Hos- 
pital taking two bodies to the Morgue at 
the time it was hit by Trolley Car No. 139. 
Cne of the bodies was that of Thomas 
O’Brien of Worcester, Mass., who was 
crushed to death while at work on the 
elevated railroad tracks on Friday last. 
The other body was that of a child who had 
died at the hospital. Both bodies had 
been taken to the Morgue shortly after the 
collision on Tuesday night. 

Joseph M. Barnes, nineteen years old, of 
830 East One Hundred and Seventeenth 
Street. who was on the wagon at the time 
the car hit it, is in the Harlem Hospital 
suffering from a broken collar bone as a 
result of the accident. He had been unlucky 


in begging a ride from the driver of the 
wagon, he said, and had only been on the 
wagon a short time when the accident oc- 
curred, 


SAYS SOUTH FAVORS PARKER. 


Mayor of Savannah Declares That Chief 
Judge and Senator Gorman Are Most 
Acceptable fer Presidency. 


Mayor Herman Myers of Savannah, who 
has served several terms, discussing yes- 
terday political conditions in the South 
with relation to Presidential possibilities, 
Democratic and Republican, said: 

“Throughout the South the sentiment is 
for a Democrat who can win; one, at least, 
whose candidacy would give some assur- 
ance of success, We regard Bryan as a 
‘ sure-defeat ’ candidate. 

‘Parker or Gorman seem to us to be the 
two strongest candidates that could be 
named by the Democrats. Parker has 
made no enemies, and we do not believe 
he is controlled by Hill. Gorman, of 
course, would be opposed by some of the 
old-line Cleveland men, but next to the 
New York Judge we regard him as the 
most available candidate. We do not 
deny that Cleveland would be a sirong 
candidate, but of course we know that he 
would be opposed by many strong elements 
in his party. 

“It is ‘anything to beat Roosevelt’ with 
us. We want to see him beaten at all 
costs. That Senator Hanna is attempting 
to thwart the President in his desire for 
nomination seems more than reasonable, 
to judge from recent developments. Senator 
Hanna is personally very popular in Geor- 
gia, where he has been as a guest several 
times. So far as a Republican could get 
support in the South, Hanna would be very 


strong where President Roosevelt would 
not be in evidence at all.’’ 


FIGHT MAY HURT GORMAN. 


Opponents in Maryland Taking Advan- 
tage of Senatorial Contest.

ANNAPOLIS, Md., Jan. 20.—It is assert- 
ed to-night that Senator Gorman has the 
power to end the bitter fight in the Leg- 
islature over the election of a successor 
to Senator McComas. It is also apparent 
that if he does not soon exercise that 
power his influence as the head of his 
party in Maryland will be weakened. 

He and the other regular organization 
Tanagers are said to bave given their 
promise to ex-Governor Smith to make 
him Senatcr in return for his action in 
calling the extra session of the Legislature 
two years ago to pass an election law 
disfranchising thousands of negroes and 
assuring the election of a Legislature fa- 
vorable to Mr. Gorman’s election as Sen- 
ator. 

Apparently Mr. Gorman cannot seep the 
promise or wants to desert his old ally to 
elect Bernard Carter. Mr. Gorman’s son 
in the ballot to-day voted for Carter, as 
did another member from Mr. Gorman’s 
county. 

The battle, however, is really between 
Isidor Rayner and ex-Gov. Smith. In some of 
the counties the ‘-outs” have taken ad- 
vantage of the popularity of Mr. Rayner to 
array themselves behind him, with the ex- 
pectation that his defeat, if it comes, will 
so disgust the people that the succeeding 
primaries will sweep the dominant faction 
out of powen 

In to-day’s ballot Rayner had 388 votes, 
Simith 29, and Carter 11. and McComas, the

MACHINISTS READY TO STRIKE. 


International Association Anticipates 
General Cut in Wages and Pre- 
pares to Retaliate. 





It was learned yesterday that the union 
machinists throughout the. country are or- 
ganizing to strike against an impending cut 
in wages, which is expected to take place 
within the next two weeks. In some of the 
other trades notices have been posted in 
the shops of reductions in wages, the reason 
given being dullness of trade. 

George Preston, General Secretary of the 
International Association of Machinists, 


came to this city yesterday and had a con- 
ference with members of Local No. 15 of 
New York over some local matters. When 
seen regarding the rumored cut in wages 
he said: 

‘““We have pretty definite information 
that there is an intention to make a cut in 
wages in the various shops throughout the 
country, Every attempt will be resisted by 
the unions, and organizers of the Interna- 
tional Association have been sent to all the 
cities to organize the shops as thoroughly 
as possible so as to be prepared to fight 
any cut in wages.” 

The International Association of Ma- 
chinists has about 60,000 members through- 
out the country. 


Dying Prisoner Makes Confession. 


SALEM, N- J., Jan. 20.—Leroy Baylor, 
colored, charged with the murder of Oscar 
Hendrickson, also colored, during a quarrel 
over a girl several years ago, died in the 
county jail of consumption to-day, just as 
he had completed a confession to Supre 
Court Justice Hendrickson. After the kell 
ing Baylor disappeared, and was captured a 
few weeks ago at Caret, Va., and brought 
here. When he realized that he was about 
to die he confessed. The Grand Jury was 


considering indictment papers against the 
prisoner as he was dying.

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MRS. STRANAHAN SUES 
NEPHEW FOR $65,000 


Widow of Philanthropist Accuses 
Capt. Ely of Fraud. 


Large Land“Transaction in New Jersey 
Involved in Affairs She Complains 
Of—Charges Are Denied. 


Mrs, Clara H. Stranahan, the widow of 
James 8. T. Stranahan, the Brooklyn phijan- 
thropist, yesterday applied to Chancellor 
William J. Magie in Jersey City for an 
order to compel her nephew, Capt. Addison 
Ely, a well-known lawyer of Rutherford, 
N. J., to render an accounting in a trans- 
action involving about $65,000 belonging to 
the complainant, and also to restrain him 
from transferring or disposing of certain 
securities, stocks, bonds, and mortgages 
owned by his aunt. 

Mrs. Stranahan charges her nephew with 
fraud. In her affidavit sworn to before a 
notary in Brooklyn on Jan. 13 and sub- 
mitted before the Chancellor yesterday by 
her lawyers, Black & Drayton, she says: 

“Ely advised me to transfer to thé Bald- 
win Land Company certain securities valued 
at $417,096, and at the same time repre- 
sented to me that I as the only person in- 
terested In the capital stock of the com- 
pany. Believing him, I transferred all.the 
securities to the land company in considera- 
tion of the issuing to me of 1,000 shares of 
the company’s capital stock. 

“From time to time certain sales were 
made of the securities and properties in the 
name of the company, until at the present 
time the assets remaining in the hands of 
the company amount to only $325,859.36, ac- 
cording to a statement furnished by Ely to 
me.”’ 

Mrs. Stranahan’s effidavit goes on to 
state that after the land company was 
formed, she and her nephew entered into 
an agreement for the financing and build- 
ing of a gas works known as the Dover, 
Rockaway and Port Oram Gas Company, at 
Dover, N. J. Pursuant to this agreement, 
Mrs. Stranahan said, the Baldwin Land 
Company transferred to the gas company 
sums of money aggregating $73,000. Mrs. 
Stranahan goes on to say: 

“Ely, controlling the entire directorate of 
the land company, caused it to transfer to 
him bonds and mortgages belonging to the 
company, amounting to over $65,000, and 
then pledged them for his own personal 
use, realizing thereby $40,000 cash. This 
sum he paid into the gas company as his 
own personal contribution to the capital 
stock thereof."’ 

This transaction, Mrs. Stranahan charges, 
was resorted to by her nephew for the pur- 
pose of concealing his personal profits, and 
she says he represented to her that for 
convenience it would be better to let the 
same stand and remain in his own name, 
Mrs, Stranahan asserts that prior to April, 
1900, she furnished her nephew with va- 
rious sums of money for investment in 
certain bonds to be secured by first mort- 
gage on lands in New Jersey and Brooklyn, 
aggregating in value $165,000 and owned 
by the Baldwin Land and Investment Com- 
pany. In November, 1902, she also says 


she purchased six bonds of the American 
Lighting Paper Company, valued at $1,000 
each, and delivered them to Ely to be de- 
posited in a Brooklyn safe deposit com- 
pany for safekeeping. 

“Afterward I demanded from Ely the 
return of the bonds,” Mrs. Stranahan con- 
tinues, “‘but he claimed he had trans- 
ferred them to the Baldwin Land and In- 
vestment <qmupany. I charge, however, 
that Ely sold the bonds and used the pro- 
ceeds for his own benefit.” 

The Chancellor signed the orders and 
directed all parties to appear before Vice 
Chancellor Stevenson in Jersey City on 
Monday next. The accused man is one of 
the most prominent residents of Bergan 
County, N. J. He was a Captain in the 
New Jersey National Guard during the war 
with Spain, and, with his regiment, put in 
an application for service at the front. The 
regiment was not ordered out, however. 
Several years a he purchased a news- 
paper at Rutherford. 


RUTHERFORD, N. J., Jan. ae 
Addison Ely to-night denied emphatically 
that he was vy of fraud in any of his 
dealings with his aunt, Mrs. Stranahan. He 
said he drew for her a deed of trust of 
roperty in which he was named as trustee, 
ut not as a beneficiary, and* that in no 
way does he benefit by it, and the deed 
secures for her the’ use of the income for 
life. Mrs. Stranahan, Mr. Ely asserts, 
makes the charges of fraud against him 
under the influ@ice of. interests which are 
antagonistic to him, and desire the deed 


set aside. 
“Mrs. Stranahan made a will the same 


day the deed of trust was executed. Both 
the deed of trust and the will were made 
so openly and executed so publicly as to 
reclude the possibility of any deceit, as 
th of the documents will show for them- 
selves when produced. I did not receive 
anything under either document. Mrs. 
Stranahan has trifled away over $300,000 in 
stock speculation within a very short pe- 
riod. he now finds her remainin rop- 
erty tied up by a deed of trust, and she is 
unable to fritter it away in speculation.” 


FLAMES IMPERIL NAVY YARD. 


Two Lives Said to Have Been Lost in 
Blaze Near Norfolk. 


NORFOLK, Va., Jan. 20.—The plant of 
the American Fertilizer Company, in Ports- 
mouth, near the navy yard, was totally de- 
stroyed by fire to-day. The loss is possibly 
$100,000. 

The heat from the burning building is 
said to have caused several explosions in 
the navy yard, but officials say the explo- 
sions heard were guns fired to summon the 


city firemen. ; 
Two persons are reported to have lost 
their lives in the fire. 


SIX TRIPS THROUGH SMOKE. 


Elevator Boy Sticks to Post—Madison 
Avenue Apartment House Tenants 
Routed Out by Fire—Small 
Damage Done. 


Two hundred tenants in the seven-story 
apartment house at the corner of Madison 
Avenue and East Ninety-ninth Street, 
known as the Hoffman Court, were routed 
from their beds shortly before midnight 
last night by a fire which occurred in a 
room on the top floor in apartments occu- 
pied by Miss Mary Dryden, a trained nurse. 

Miss Dryden found a pile of paper blazing 
in her room and roused two other nurses 
who were sharing the apartment with her. 
They ran into the hall and notified Edward 


Harden, the elevator boy. He summoned 
his assistant, who went from floor to floor, 
waking up the tenants. Those on the lower 
floors managed to reach the street by the 
stairways. 

The elevator boy stuck to his post and 
made six trips with his car, getting the 
other tenants down to the ground floor. 
In the meantime an alarm had been turned 
in, and after half an hour’s work the fire- 
men got the fire under control. The only 
damage done was that in the apartments 
where the fire originated. 

After shivering in their scanty attire on 
the sidewalk for an hour the tenants re- 
turned to their rooms.

HEALY LOSES DOG SUIT. 


Municipal Court Jury Awards Setter to 
Mrs. Ross, but Appeal Will Be Taken. 


Justice Seaman of the Twelfth Municipal 
Court, Broagway and One Hundredth 
Street, yesterday tried a case involving the 
ownership of an Irish setter, which P. J. 
Healy of 617 West Hightieth Street declared 
belonged toeltiim, while Mrs. Mahila Ross 
of West End Avenue and WBighty-first 
Street was equally positive that it belonged 
to her. 

The dog in question was a setter, Who an- 
swered impartially to the names King and 
Celt, wagged his tail with equal friendliness 
on plaintiff and defendant, and even tried 
to make up to a court officer. Among the 
many persons present were dog fanciers 
and breeders and judges at bench shows. 
Some brought their dogs with them, so that 
at the opening of the proceedings it seemed 


that the dogs might get to wrangling. 
Peace was assured by ciearing the court 
of all dogs other than setters. Several of 
these remained as exhibits. 

Mr. and Mrs. Healy were accompanied by 
their young son, who was born on the same 
day as the dog which disappeared, and 
which, when the boy was a.baby in Cali- 
fornia, found the little fellow when he was 
lost. Their counse] was J. E. Connelly. W. 
H. Ross and his Wife were near by with 
their attorney, P. M, Brown. 

Mr. Ross told of his purchase of a_dog 
and described him in detail. Mrs. Ross 
also described the gon minutely, telling of 
its purchase in the Fall of 1895, which made 
its age a little over eight years. She told 
of losing the dog about the time Healy 
brought his dog from San Francisco, and 
later of finding it weari a collar bearing 
the name P. J. Healy. rs. ving O whom 
she did not doubt thought the dog her own, 
had taken it from her maid while she had 
it out for an airing. 

Dr. Stephen Mulvey, who boards and 
cares for the ills of dogs, and who was put 
in charge of the dog Celt, or King, after 
the case was decided ainst Mr. Healy 
by Magistrate Ommen on Dec. 8, was called 
to testify as to the age of the dog. He 
asserted that no man could tell the ap- 
proximate age of a full-grown dog, and an- 
nounced that he would bet $100 to support 
that contention. His remarks were inter- 
rupted by the Justice, who told him that 
he was not in a poolroom. William Wal- 
lace agreed with Dr. Murvey. 

Mr. ealy told of buying the dog Celt 
in San Francisco when it was a pup, and 
of how he had brought him here. It dis- 
appeared, and was found in bap So se 
of Mrs. Ross’s maid by Mrs. ealy, who 
took it home. He described the dog and 
offered in evidence its pedigree, showing it 
to be about five years ‘old. Mrs. Healy 
testified, corroborating the statement of 
her husband. 

Prof. Gill of the New York Veterinary 
Hospital testified that there was no diffi- 
culty in telling the age of a dog that was 
not past six years old. On examination he 
declared that the dog in question was about 
five years old, and that it could not there- 
fore be the dog of Mrs. Ross. W. H, Sim- 
mons, who has owned at once time as 
many as sixteen Irish setters, examined 
the dog of the dispute and said that it was 
about five years old. 

Magistrate Ommen was called to the 
stand. He said that he had summoned Mr. 
Healy on the complaint of Mrs. Ross. He 
had decided in favor of Mrs. Ross, but 
Mr. Healy refused to stand by his judg- 
ment, and said that he would go to jail 
before he would give up his dog. The 
Magistrate had thought that he would 
accommodate him, but-then it was agreed 
that the dog should be put in the custody 
of a keeper. 

The jury, after an hour’s deliberation, 
awarded the dog to Mrs. Ross. On infor- 
mation from Mr. Connelly that he would 
appeal on exceptions the dog was continued 
in the custody of Dr. Mulvey. He left with 
the animal, smiling contentedly at the de- 
cision, because boarding dogs is his busi- 
ness. Mr. Healy said that he would fight 
for the dog ‘to the bitter end.”’ 


FAVOR LARGER COMMITTEE. 


The plan of increasing the membership of 
the Republican County Committee from 217 
to 500 and redu¢cing the annual dues from 
$25 to two-fifths or three-fifths of that. sum 
was approved by the Executive Committee 
at a meeting held yesterday afternoon. 

This move is credited with being an idéa 
of Gov. Odell and his advisers in this city. 
Its aim is to popularize the committee with 
the Republican voters of the county and 


also to make it a more effective working 
force than at_ present. 

Chairman William Halpin of the Ninth 
presided. Alexander T. Mason was recog- 
nized as the executive member from the 
Twenty-ninth, the notice of the meeting 
having been sent to him instead of to 
Alderman Franklin B. Ware, who was ap- 
parently leader of the district as a result 
of the vote of the Schwarzler forces in the 
district Executive Committee, until a court 
action challenged his right to hold the title 
of leader.

As the two for many years have journeyed 
together selling the flowers which Paitz 
grew it may be that there is something in 
the story told in, the neighborhood Nase 
night that Paitz had found his horse dead 
in the barn and that the shock had killed 
him. 

That he was peculiar all those who knew 
Paitz agree. His flowers and his horse oc- 
cupied his entire attention. He was con- 
sidered close at a bargain, so that he was 
often spoken of in the neighborhood as the 
florist ‘‘ miser,’’ but that, his friends insist, 
was —— as he was known to have done 
many little acts of kindness, especially for 
children. 

Paitz is known to have sold some land 
lately, for which he is said to have re- 
ceived $4,000. The police having heard this 
story, made an investigation of the old 
man’s house, but found no money. They 
did find a lot of papers which showed that 
the aged florist had once dealt exten- 
sively in real estate. 

Paitz lived entirely alone in the little 
hut.. He was sixty-eight years old. He 
is known to have been married, but through 
illness his wife is said to have left him 
many years ago. He is also said to have 
had a daughter living in Tremont, but 
last. night. she could not be found. The

DYED HAIR TO WIN WIDOW 


Then Gootman Obtained His Rose- 
bud’s $200 and Went Away. 


His Engagement Rings Were Brass, and 
Mrs. Blass Mourned—Hopes He'll 
Go to Jail for Life. 


Butchers, bakers, delicatessen men, pickle 
manufacturers, bologna stuffers, sauer- 
kraut grinders, and sausage blowers 
crowded Part I. of the General Sessions 
yesterday to Hsten to the testimony at 
the trial of Ignatz Gootman, the ex- 
delicatessen man of Avenue C, who was 
charged with jilting the Widow Blass and 
defrauding her of $200. 

When Judge Newburger went on the 
bench the orchestra seats in the court- 
room were filled with widows who had 
come to offer sympathy to the woman who 
had been jilted. There were twenty-seven 
of these widows by actual count. _ 

The defendant, a thin-faced little man 
with white hair extending to the hatline, 
and from there yellowish-green hair, bit his 
thin ps and crouched down in his chair to 
escape the eaglelike glances of the fair 
ones lined up outside the rail. Now and 
then he moved his head nervously’ and 
glanced around as if expecting to be hit 
suddenly by an umbrella, for there were as 
many umbrellas there as there were 
widows. 

**Gentlemen of the jury,” began Assistant 
District Attorney Smyth, ‘‘this defendant 
is charged with grand larceny in the second 
degree, for obtaining under false pretenses 
the sum of $200 from Mrs. Katie Blass, a 
widow, who resides at 27 Avenue C, whom 
he promised to marry, although he already 
had a wife living.» The prosecution will 
show that he courted the widow Blass and 
fooled her with two brass engagement rings 
containing plategtass ‘séttings. 

““We will show that at the engagement 
party which took place on Oct. 29 for the 
purpose of celebrating the marriage en- 
gagement he made a public speech declaring 
that she was ‘a rosebud which had fallen 
in his path of life, and that he would not 
only keep the rose while it bloomed, but 
would cherish it until it had faded and 
fallen by the hand of time.’

TO PREVENT PNEUMONIA 


Advisory Board of Health Commis- 
sioners Issue Statement. 


Rigorous Enforcement of Anti-Spitting 
Regulation Suggested—Moist Clothes 
Recommended for Dusting 
Purposes. 


At a meeting of the Advisory Board to 
the Health Commissioner in the rooms of 
the Health Commissioner yesterday after- 
noon an address to the public on “‘ Pneu- 
monia and the Causes Leading Up to It” 
was prepared and given out for publication. 
Those present were Drs. Darlington, the 
Commissioner; Janeway, Smith, Briggs, 
Brannan, Jacobi, Derby, Loomis, and Doty. 

The statement is as follows: 

“The present increase in pneumonia of 
various types in New York City is justly 
@ source of solicitude to those having 
the interest of the public health in charge, 
for it has now been fully established 
that a certain proportion of cases of pnéu- 
monia are communicable and that by proper 
care their spread may be prevented. 

“The various forms of acute pneumonia, 
which are now prevalent both in adults 
and in children, are incited by bacteria. 
Exposure to cold, overexertion, lack of 
physical vigor, abuse of alcohol, &c., predis- 
poses the individual to pneumonia, but are 
not its direct cause. The bacteria germs, 
which are the immediate excitants of pneu- 
monia, are usually conveyed in the dust 
.of air, contaminated by sputum, nasal or 
other discharge, not always of those who 
are ill, which upon drying is widely dis- 
seminated. 

“It is, therefore, of urgent. importance 
that the regulations of the Health Depart- 
ment for the suppression of the filthy and 
dangerous practice of spitting upon floors, 
pavements, or other unsuitable places 
should be rigorously enforced. 

“It is furthermore most important that in 


the cleaning of private houses and all pub- 
lic conveyances and places of assembly the 
methods adopted should be such as will re- 
move and not simply stir up the dust, 
which when contaminated may incite in 
susceptible persons some form of acute 
pneumonia, as well as tuberculosis, and the 
more common colds and catarrhs. 

“Feather dusters should be abandoned 
and moist cloths used for dusting. When 
practicable, sweeping should be done in the 
evening, so that floating dust may com- 
pletely settle before its removal by moist 
cloths in the morning. It should be re- 
membered that dust settles on floors ag 
well as on furniture, so moist mops should 
be passed over floors when these are un- 
carpeted as post of the morning dusting. 

“While other floors are uncarpeted and 
the furnishing of rooms and assembly 
places are plain, the simple plan of sweep- 
ing at night, allowing the dust to settle over 
night and removing it in the early mornin 
by moist dusting of both the furniture and 
the floors, will secure to the inmates a large 
measure of Prpseotion against the unneces- 
sary risks of the acquirement of respiratory 
diseases at present almost universal. 

“The Advisory Board of the Health De- 
partment cordially commends the purpose 
of the department to’secure proper methods 
of cleaning and dust disposers in the pub- 
lic schools. In the modern conception of ef- 
fective sanitation intelligent cleanli- 
ness is one of the most useful measures for 
the suppression of communicable diseases. 

“The Advisory Board would urge upon 
the Health Department the desirability of 
instructing in the proper methods of dust 
disposers, all those who have in charge the 
duty of cleaning public institutions, such 
as court rooms, police stations, hospitals, 
dispensaries, . churches, theatres, public 
conveyances, &c., as well as those respon- 
sible for factories, stores, offices, and the 
like, and commends the matter to the at- 
tention of all householders, to whom not 
less than to inmates of public institutions 
and places of assembly, the risks of dust 
infections are at this time of especial 
significance."

THE HOOKER CHARGES 


Committee to Investigate Com- 
plaints Against the Justice. 


damestown Lawyers Declare That Jus 
tice Hooker Has Refused to An- 
swer Ail Accusations. 


ALBANY, Jan. 20.—The New York State 
Bar Association to-day received, considered, 
and referred to the Standing Committee on 
Grievances for investigation a memorial 
from the Bar Association of Jamestown, 
which called attention to certain portions 
of the report of Fourth Assistant Postmas- 
ter General Bristow, criticising the conduct 
of the Post Offices in Dunkirk and Fre- 
Gonia, Chautauqua County, and connected 
therewith Supreme fourt Justice Warren 
B. Hooker, now sitting as a Justice of the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme Court, 
Second Department. 

The committee which will consider the 
communication includes George S. Coleman, 
R. Burnham Moffat, and Theodore M. Taft 
of New York City; Leander B. Faber and 
F. E. Crane of Brooklyn, William J. Youngs 
of Oyster Bay, Jacob L. Ten Eyck of Al- 
bany, Seymour Van Santvoord of Troy, and 
J. H. Metcaif of Buffalo. 

The reference of the memorial to a com- 
mittee was not accomplished until after a 
spirited debate, but it was finally made on 
motion of William B. Hornblower. 

The statement of the Jamestown Bar 
Association quotes the report of Fourth 
Assistant ,Postmaster General Bristow re- 
lative to alleged irregularities in the Post 
Offices at Dunkirk and Fredonia, with ref- 
erence to appointments and rentals of Post 
Office buildings. It is then related that 
Justice Hooker is a resident of Fredonia, 
that he resigned his membership in Con- 
gress to become Justice of the Supreme 
Court of this State, and that M. H. Taylor, 
named in Gen. Bristow’s report, “‘ has for 
a long time been a political adherent of 
Justice Hooker, and was appointed Post- 
master at Dunkirk upon Justice Hooker's 
recommendation.”’ 

It is further stated that Justice Hooker 
Was and is one of the owners of the Post 
Office building in Dunkirk, alleged to have 
been the subject of excessive rental, ‘‘ the 
Other owner being the Hon. Lester F. 
Sterns, who is named in the report.’’ The 
statement proceeds: ‘‘It is also commonly 
stated as a fact, and we believe correctly, 
that the Maurice Hooker referred to in the 
statement cited is a nephew of Justice 
Hooker, and during the whole or some por- 
tion of the time mentioned in the report 
the said Maurice Hooker was attending 
school in the said village of Fredonia. 

“Upon inquiry Arthur R. “Moore states 
that a draft was drawn upon him as stated 
in the report of the Assistant Postmaster 
General, but that he declined to pay, and 
did not pay it. We believe Mr. Moore to 
be entirely credible,-and it is to be ob- 
served that the report, although stating 
the draft was paid, does not say Mr. Moore 
paid the draft. 

THE POSTAL 

“Immediately upon 
the report local public 
directed to the foregoing statements 
therein, and to their~ approval by ‘the 
President, and it was vehemently charged 
that Justice Hooker was either the person 
primarily responsible for the acts referred 
to or that they could not have been com- 
mitted without his consent. These charges 
during the past two months have assumed 
such definiteness and torm in the public 
press and otherwise aso create a public 
scandal, 

“The members of this association con- 
ceived that as‘an individual Justice Hooker 
Was. entitled to meet these charges at Such 
time and in such manner as approved 
themselves to him, and that as an individ- 
ual if he chose to remain silent, it was 
a matter which need not in the least con- 
cern us. We believed, however, that if 
these accusations were ‘true he-was_ unfit 
to remain longer upon the bench, and that 
if untrue he shouid be supported by his 
brethren of the bar in every proper way. 

“At a meeting of this association held 
on the 9th day January, 1904, after 
iull consideration the foHowing mem- 
orandum was adopted as the sentiment of 
this association, and it expresses fully and 
completely its views: 

“*The Bar Association of the City of 
Jamestown has heard with profound regret 
the accusations against the Hon. Warren 
B. Hooker, a member of the Bar of Chau- 
tauqua County and Justice of the Supreme 
Court, which have engaged public atten- 
tion since the pubiication of the abstract 
of the report of the Fourth Assistant Post- 
master General and the memorandum of 
the President accompanying the same. 

‘*It has no knowledge that Justice 
Hooker has committed any wrong, and 
will greatly rejoice to be assured of his 
innocence. it is, however, profoundly im- 
pressed with the belief that these accusa- 
tious are of such grave and serious nature 
and come from such _ source that they 
cannot -be- disregarded or remain. un- 
answered. It is impossible.that a Justice 
of the Supreme Court can possess any use- 
fulness on the bench if it is commonly 
believed that he has been unfatthful to 
official trust, and it is equally true that 
he should net remain upon-the bench if 
such helief is warranted by facts. 

‘“** Mindful, therefore, of the honor of 
our profession, and jealous of the good 
naine and reputation of the judiciary, we 
believe the time has arrived when it is 
imperative Justice Hooker should in de- 
fense of the character of the bench,*which 
it is his highest duty to preserve untar- 
nished, make public answer to the ac- 
cusations against him.’ ”’ 


NO REPLY FROM JUSTICE HOOKER. 


It is further declared that a certified copy 
of the minutes of the meeting was re- 
eeived by Justice Hooker on Jan. 11, with 
a letter from the Secretary, advising him 
of the action of the meeting. The state- 
ment adds: 

“Justice Hooker has made no answer 
privately, nor has he at any time, so far as 
we are aware, given any public answer to 
the charges against him. 

“We believe that our duty to our pro- 
fessional brethren throughout the State 
demands that we should transmit to you 
this statement of facts for whatever action 
you may see fit to take. We make no 
charges against Justice Hooker, and mere- 
ly ‘reiterate the belief expressed in our 
action of the Vth day of January.”’ 

This statement was signed by F. W. Stev- 
ens, President, and Arthur W. Kettle, Sec- 
retary, of the Jamestown Bar Association. 

After the document had been read, Will- 
jam B. Hornblower said: 

‘This communication, coming from one 
of our city bar associations, calls for our 
respectful attention. Any statement which 
reflects upon a judicial officer should be 
taken cognizance of by this association, 
After reading our constitution and by-laws 

- I find that the consideration of complaints 
against any of our members relative to the 
purity or administration of justice, or to 
judicial officers, comes within the province 
of our Committee on Grievances, It is the 
duty of that committee to make a full in- 
vestigation through a sub-committee which 
gives the accused person or persons ample 
opportunity to be heard in his or their own 
defense. The sub-committee is required to 
make a report subject to the approval of 
the whole committee. 
MR. HORNBLOWER’S MOTION. 

“No action which we now take should be 
construed as prejudging this case. We all 
hope that Justice Hooker will.be able to 
clear himself. While this document is not in 
the form of charges, there are one or two 
matters which might be construed to con- 
stitute a definite charge. I refer particular- 
ly to the part which relates to Justice 
Hooker's alleged part ownership of a build- 
ing leased to the United States Government 
for Post: Office purposes. Some of the 
other allegations come pretty close — to 
eharges. Justice Hooker should have an op- 

portunity to refute them.” 

.~ Mr. ornblewer then moved that the 
‘communication be referred to the Commit- 
-teé on Grievances. 

* EB. T. Lovett of New York said he did not 
think the matter a proper one for reference 
to the Grievance Committee. 

Frank H. Field of Brooklyn indorsed the 
motion of Mr. Hornblower.

GOVERNOR'S HELP PROMISED. 


Odell Agrees to Aid Plan for Codification 
of the State’s Statutes. 


ALBANY, Jan. 20.—Gov. Odell’ to-day 
stated to the members of the State Bar 
Association that he was in full sympathy 
with the plan to secure a consolidation and 
condensation of the statutes of the State; 
that there was sufficient money in tbe 
Treasury this year to provide for that 
work; that he would sign a bill making an 
appropriation to carry it on, if one were 
passed by the Legislature, and that he 
would aid the association in every way 
fn his power to secure favorable legisla- 
tive action. ; 

Members of the association visited him 
at the. Executive Chamber, after adopting 
a resolution indorsing a bill, which failed 


of passage last year, and which provides 
for the appointment of five lawyers to su- 
pervise the codification. The cost of the 
work is estimated at $75,000. President 
Milburn in addressing the Governor said 
that a proper codification of the laws 
meant a saving of more than one-half of 
the time now occupied by lawyers in pre- 
paring litigation. This saving, he _ said, 
would be felt directly by the people. There- 
in lay the public benefit to be derived from 
codification. 


NATIONAL BOARD OF TRADE. 


‘Officers Elected After a Warm Debate 


Over Some Canal Propositions. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—At -to-day’s 
meeting of the National Board of Trade 
the report of the Committee on Rivers and 
Harbors, presented by George Anderson of 
Pittsburg, caused considerable feeling, and 
at one stage of the discussion Mr, Ander- 
son declared that he was not sure there 
ever would be another meeting of the 


The report was taken up item by item. 
Improvements on the Ohio River, it was 
urged, should be prosecuted until unob- 
structed navigation is secured from its 
headwaters. The item was approved. A 
recommendation that the Chicago Drain- 
age Canal be increased in size by the 
United States for navigation to the Gulf 
was recommitted. Cleveland, New York, 
and Boston delegates broadly intimated 
that Chicago should build her own canal.

MORGAN WANTS PANAMA 


Senator Springs an Annexation 
Bill cn the Senate. 


New Line of Attack on Panama Treuty, | 


Which May Be Passed With- 
out Amendment. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—Senator Mor- 
gan to-day started a new line of attack on 
the Panama treaty by introducing a bill 
providing for the annexation of Panama to 
the Wnited States, ‘‘the rights and prop- 
erty of Panama resting in the United 
States, without reserve.’’ The bill appro- 
priatés $10,000,000 as compensation to Pana- 
ma for its cession; places $15,000,000 at the 
disposal of the President for the Compen- 
sation of Colombia, and appropriates $40,- 
000,000 for the purchase of the property of 
the new Panama Canal Company in Co- 
lumbia, including the Panama Canal. 

It is especially provided that the provi- 
sions of this bill shall not have the effect 
of repealing the Spooner act. Mr. Morgan 
gave notice that he would submit some re- 
marks on the bill to-morrow. 

A preamble to the bill sets forth that, 
many nations having recognized the seces- 
sion of Panama, the independence of that 
republic is an accomplished fact. The bill 
asserts that the President of the United 
States approved and protected the seces- 
sion with the naval forces of the United 
States and that the President and the Sen- 
ate recognized the independence of the new 
republic by appointing and accrediting a 
Minister to that republic. 

After providing for the annexation of 
Panama by the United States, the bill de- 
clares that all the rights and properties of 
the Republic of Panama of every descrip- 
tion shal] vest in the United States of 
America, without reserve, and shall be 
subject to their sovereign jurisdiction. 

Senator Morgan also introduced a concur- 
rent resolution directing the President to 
enter into negotiations with the Govern- 
ments of Nicaragua and Costa Rica for the 
construction of a canal, via the Nicaragua 
route. 

It has been practically determined to drop 
all the amendments to the Panama treaty. 
Assurances have been received that Pana- 
ma concedes that the treaty will be inter- 
preted as the amendments provide in re- 
gard to the harbors, sanitation, and the 
limitations on the cities of Panama and 
Colon. 

In the Senate to-day Mr, Patterson com- 
pleted and Mr. Platt (Conn.) began a 
speech on the Panama Canal question. Mr. 
Patterson declared that the President was 
largely responsible for the revolt in Pana- 
ma, and announced his decided preference 
for the Nicaragua route. 

Referreing to the President’s declara- 


tion that what had been done in Panama 
had been done as the mandate of civiliza- 
tion, Mr. Patterson quoted with-approval 
a statement by Mr. Spooner to the effect 
that that was a new phrase, adding: “It 
Was a new phrase, and the man who penned 
it must have been in a state of mental 
exaltation at the time as others have been 
on other occasions. Mahomet, Joe Smith, 
and Dowie have moved in such exalted 
spheres that they imagined themselves as 
the very vice regents of the Almighty, and 
it may be that the President moves in the 
same sphere.”’ 

He repeated the charge that the Presi- 
dent’s mind was known in Panama, and 
asserted that his course was “ pure cold- 
blooded participation with the rebels.”’ 

Mr. Patterson was followed by Mr. Platt, 
(Conn.,) who said the assaults on the Presi- 
dent had been a mystery to him. Mr. Pat- 
terson’s speech, however, had relieved the 
attacks of their mystery, for he and Mr. 
Carmack had shown that the purpose was 
to force the construction of the canal via 
the Nicaragua rather than the Panama 
route. 

Mr. Platt then argued in support of the 
course of the.Administration in Panama. 
He will continue to-morrow. 

President Roosevelt and Senator Ald- 
rich of Rhode Island, the Republican floor 
leader of the Senate, had a long conference 
to-day, and it is known that the status of 
the Panama Canal treaty was under con- 
sideration. The President is taking occasion 
to discuss the Anatter with Republican Sen- 
ators with a view to an early ratification 
of the treaty, if possible. It is understood 
that he talked on the subject with Senator 
Hanna, Chairman of the Inter-Oceanic 
Canals Committee, at the dinner given 
last night to the President and Cabinet by 
Postmaster General Payne. 

The committee of Democratic Senators, 
authorized by yesterday's conference to 
draft a resolution of inquiry concerning 
the revolution in Panama and the alleged 
participation of United States officials in 
the uprising, met to-day, but no action was 
reached. 


TILLMAN WILL “ THROW ROCKS.” 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—Senator Till- 
man, when asked to-day whether or not he 
was going to make a speech on the Panama 
question, replied: ‘‘I shall make no set 
speech on the treaty, but I shall sit in the 
Senate and throw rocks at it as it passes 
by.”’ 

The Senator, who is a strong opponent of 
the treaty, was asked whether he thought 
it would be ratified. He replied: ‘‘ That 
seems to be the general impression here. 
I suppose there is no way of stopping it.” 


PORTO RICANS MARTIAL. 

SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, Jan. 20.—The 
Porto Rican regiment would be available 
for service on the Isthmus should occa- 
sion require. The enlistments of the men 
expire June 30, but a poll has been taken, 
which shows that 95 per cent. of them are 
willing, and the majority of them anxious 
to re-enlist for service in Panama. 


These troops are by birth and training 
used to the tropics, and there is a move- 
ment on foot here to appeal to Washington 
nét to disband them. 


PRESIDENT’S COURSE ATTACKED. 


State Bar Association Hears Speaker 
Condemn Administration’s Course 
Toward Colombia. 


ALBANY, Jan. 20.—Roland Crangle of 
Buffalo, in an address before the State Bar 
Association to-day on ‘* Legal Aspects of 
the Panama Question,” attacked the Roose- 
velt Administration for its course toward 
Colombia, declaring its procedure to have 
been wholly untenable on legal grounds. 
In the course of his address, Mr. Crangle 
said: 

“To say that if the Colombian Congress 
refused to ratify a treaty under which 
possession of certain of its territory was to 
be ceded to us we could in that event deal 
directly with the State or department in 
which the territory was located or ‘take 
what other steps were needful’ in order to 
gain possession of the territory is, I believe, 
an assumption decidedly at variance with 
the law of nations. It virtually means that 
a strong nation when it-sees fit has a right 
of eminent domain across the territory of a 
weaker one. The assumption of such a 
right is indeed startling and the more so in 
that it emanates from a republic that has 
always boasted—and justly, too—of observ- 
ing, in the language of Washington, ‘ good 
faith and justice toward all nations.’ ” 

Speaking of the creation of the Republic 
of Panama, Mr. Crangle said: 

“It was to be a republic if Mr. Ehrman, 
the Vice Consul, could recognize it as such. 
Tt had no Constitution and no form’ of 
government recognized by the people. All 


the rest of the province, except that por- 
tion along the line of the railroad, was in 


blissful ignorance of the fact that they 
were being governed by a Junta of three 
mer. In the City 6f Panama. Secretary Hay 
knew there was a republic there, but four- 
fifths of the people of Panama did not know 
it, and the capital of Colombia could not 
have more than heard the rumor. The City 
ot Panama, according to the Marine Hos- 
pital Bureau of the United States, was, in 
1901, a town of 15,000 Anhabitants, most of 
them ‘the leavings of the oid canal con- 


struction,’ and ‘60 per cent. of them being 
Jamaica negroes.’ Fine material with which 
to construct a republic within forty-eight 


hours!”’ 

“The whole proceeding, from a fair in- 
terpretation of the treaty of 1846, was 
high-handed and unwarranted. It was a 
prevention of Colombia exercising jurisdic- 
tion over her insubordinate subjects, and, 
if not a deliberate act of war, was a deep 


wrong and injury to that nation—an injury 
that may result in the complete destruc- 
tion of a republic which, in its formation, 
as President Monroe said, ‘attracted the 
attention and excited the sympathy of our 
fellow-citizens.’ 

“As to the recognition of the independ- 
ence of Panama, it is in direct conflict 
with the neutral policy heretofore observed 
by the United States, and it is not sus- 
tained by any of the authorities on inter- 
national law, 

“The commission of an international 
wrong by a republic that for more than a 
century has been the hope and the inspira- 
tion of mankind in the experiment of self- 
government, wil] be much more of an _ in- 
jury to civilization, in its true sense, than 
will the postponement for a few years 
more or less of the construction of a canal 
between the Atlantic and Pacific.” 

Wilbur Larramore of New York read a 
paver on “Suicide and the Law,” saying 
n pa 


rt: 

“It is of public as well as personal ad- 
vantage to have suicide in general regarded 
as immoral, cowardly, and disgraceful. In 
the present state of intelligence, however, 
no good can result from adherence to the 
dogma of the absolute sinfulness of suicide. 

“Except in cases of suicidal paranoia 
the liberty of a would-be suicide cannot 
be interfered with on the ground of in- 
sanity. Some writers, and even a few 
Judges, have ventured the opinion that 
suicide is itself presumptive proof of in- 
sanity, an assumption abundantly refuted 
by everyday observation, Nevertheless, the 
sresent writer is of opinion that, as guard- 
an of public health and life, and upon 
grounds analagous to those applied in con- 
tfolling insane persons, the State may 
legitimately take temporary custody of 
persons with suicidal intent. Suicide is 
usually the result of impulse, of temporary 
remorse, of discouragement. Under these 
considerations the State may well step in 
and save the would-be suicide from him- 
self while the snopes lasts.”’ 

William L. Penfield, solicitor of the United 
States Department of State, spoke on 
‘Some Problems of International Arbitra- 
tion,’”’ and prefaced his address by saying 
that the Bar Association of the State of 
New York laid before the President of the 
United States in 1896 a@ memorial which 
contains the essential basis on which The 
Hague tribunal was founded. 

Mr. Penfield then pointed out the defects 
in the mixed claims commissions, ‘“‘ the ex- 
perience of which,”’ he said, ‘‘ sugests one 
of the minor yet important and unsolved 
problems of international arbitration.” 

Everett P. Wheeler spoke on ‘*‘ American 
Constitutional Law as Molded by Daniel 
Webster,’’ and Alfred L. Becker also spoke. 


RUSSIA’S GRAIN YIELD. 





The 1903 Crop Shows a Decrease from 
That of 1902. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—Ethelbert 
Watts, United States Consul General at 
St. Petersburg, in his latest report to the 
State Department, has some interesting sta- 
tistics, culled from official Russian sources, 
regarding the grain yield of that country. 
Says Mr. Watts: 

“The combined yield of Winter wheat 
and rye in 1903 amounted to 1,064,226,280 
bushels, showing an average increase of 
83,355,394 bushels for the last five years, 
but a decrease of 35,392,343 bushels as com- 
pared with the yield of 1902. The net 
amount after deduction of the quantity 
necessary for sowing is 875,930,916 bush- 
els, which makes 6.94 bushels per person, 
against 7.35 bushels for 1902. The total yield 
of Winter rye amounts to 857,819,042 bush- 
els, and Winter wheat 204,407,238 bushels, 
which makes an average of 5.56 bushels of 
rye and 1.39 bushels of wheat per person, 
against 5.76 bushels and 1.59 bushels, re- 
spectively, in 1902. 


ARRESTED FOR TAKING BET. 


Detective Placed the Money, Then Drew 
His Revolver and Attempted to 
“Cover” Principal Witness. 


A man who said he was Albert Brennan, 
forty vears old, a clerk, living at the Im- 
perial Hotel, was arrested yesterday after- 
noon in the café of the Hotel Grenoble, 
Fifty-sixth Street and Seventh Avenue, by 
Detectives Ummenger of the East Eighty- 
eighth Street Police Station-and Horton of 
the Oak Street Police Sation. He was taken 
to the West Forty-seventh Street Police 
Station, where he was charged with violat- 
ing Section 351 of the Penal Code, relat- 
ing to the selling of pools and taking bets 
on races. 

According to the detectives they had been 
around the place for two weeks, and had 
seen Brennan accept many bets. Yester- 
day afternoon they say they saw a young 
man place $25 on a horse in thé first 
race and win. He then placed a bet of 
$1,000 on a horse in the second race at New 
Orleans and lost. 

Detective Ummenger then stepped up to 
Brennan, he says, and told him he wanted 
to place $25 on Ben Howard in the third 
race. He says Brennan at first refused to 
accept the bet, but several men told Bren- 
nan that Ummenger was “all right,’”’ and 
the bet was accepted. Ummenger and Hor- 
ton then drew their revolvers and tried to 
cover every one in the room. 

They got Brennan, but the man who had 
lost the $1,000 bet escaped. The detectives 


say they wanted him for a witness. On 
Brennan was found. $1,248 in money and 
five racing slips, the police say.

CRAZED MOTHER KILLS SON. 


Driven Mad by Loneliness, New Jersey 
Woman Decapitates Little Boy— 
Found Singing to Other Children. 


OAKLAND, N. J., Jan. 20.—Rendered in- 
sane, it is supposed, by the loneliness of 
her life in a small village, where she lived 
with her husband and four children, Mrs. 
Arthur Oswald murdered her five-year-old 
son Charles in her home by severing his 
head from his body. Then, with the same 
knife, she turned upon the boy’s pet 
dog, a fox terrier, and decapitated it. 

It is thought that the deed was committed 
at about 1 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
liours afterward the woman was found by 
her husband. She lay upon a bed, singing 
softly to her nine-months’-old babe Helen, 
who was cuddled in her arms, while her 
two other children were sleeping peaceful- 
ly in a crib near by. 

Oswald had just returned from Jersey 
City, where he had at last succeeded in find- 
ing employment, when he made the discov- 
ery. The family had formerly lived in New 
York or Jersey City, but went to Oakland 
when Oswald became a fireman in a powder 
house near that place. 

His wife had frequently urged him to take 
her and the children back to the city, say- 
ing that unless he did so she would die or 
become insane. Oswald realized the situa- 
tion, and resolved to go*back, if he could 
find work. His wife seemed cheerful on 
Tuesday morning when he left home and 
kissed him,.wishing him success. 

Oswald, on learning of the tragedy, 
rushed out of the house for assistance. Vil- 
lage Marshal Henyon was summoned, and 
placed Mrs. Oswald under arrest. A close 
guard was kept over her until Coroner W. 


W. Curry arrived from Hackensack, when 
she was placed in his charge and sent to 
the Hackensack jail. 

Mrs. Oswald is about thirty years old, of 
rather attractive appearance, and seemed 
to be devoted to her children. The only ex- 
planation of the affair which the husband 
can give is that his wife was seized with a 
sudden fit of insanity. During the night 
she talked incoherently and asked why. she 
had killed her child, and if he was dead. 

Two weeks ago the woman was pro- 
nounced insane by two physicians, but no 
steps were taken to have her committed to 
an asylum. She has been married eight 
years, and during that period has become 
ihe mother of seven children. Those now 
living, besides the baby, are two years and 
three years old, respectively. 


Transvaal . Legislative Council 
Passes Chinese Labor Bill. 


Member Criticises Australasian Premiers 
for Trying to interfere—Rigid Super- 
vision of Orientals Provided For.

PRETORIA, Jan. 20.—The Asiatic Labor 
bill passed its second reading in the Legis- 
lative Council to-day. 

Sir Percy Fitzgerald criticised the Pre- 
miers of the Australian Commonwealth and 
of New Zealand-for having cabled the au- 
thorities here their conviction thet it was 
imperative to prohibit the introduction of 
Chinese labor into the Transvaal. 

Sir Percy said these opinions must be 
based upon profound ignorance of condi- 
tions in the Transvaal; that dictation from 
sister colonies would be disastrous, and 
that the example of Australia was not al- 
ways one for emulation. 


By the introduction of Asiatics in the 
Rand; which now seems assured, it is hoped 
that the problem of obtaining sufficient 
labor for the mines, which, ever since the 
Boer war, has been growing in urgency, 
will be satisfactorily solved. 

The proposal to introduce Chinese led to 
an embittered controversy, not in South 
Africa only, but in the United Kingdom 
and the other British colonies. 

The bill passed by the Transvaal Legis- 
lative Council has been drawn up with a 
view to the most rigid supervision of Orien- 
tal labor. The introduction of Chinese will 
be permissible only under licenses granted 
by the Government. No license will be 
granted unless suitable accommodation be 
provided before the arrival of the laborers 
and unless security be given by the appli- 
cant for the repatriation of every laborer 
introduced. No imported laborers are to be 
employed elsewhere than in the Witwaters- 
rand district. 

The introduction of iaborers is to be sub- 
ject to the following conditions, to be em- 
bodied in the contract between the im- 
porter and the laborers: 


So long as the laborer remains in the colony 
he shall be employed only on unskilled labor for 
the exploitation of minerals. 

The laborer shall only serve the person intro- 
ducing him or another person to whom, when 
he has obtained a license, the first person may 
lawfully assign his rights. 

On the determination of the contract the laborer 
shall be returned without delay at the expense 
of the importer to the country of his origin. 

No contract shall be for a longer period than 
three years, nor shall it be renewed for a period 
which, together with the first period, shall ex- 
ceed five years, 

Every importer must deposit a return 
showing the number of laborers introduced, 
and the place or places in which such la- 
borers are employed. No laborer is to leave 
the premises on which he is employed with- 
out a permit signed by an authorized per- 
son, and no permit shall be available for 
more than forty-eight hours.

GERMAN STEEL WAR. 


Attempt to Form a Great Syndicate Has 
Resulted in Creating Two 
Opposing Groups. 


BERLIN, Jan. 20.—The conferences held 
at Cologne this week in an attempt to or- 
gaunize all the great German steel com- 
panies into a syndicate have resulted in 
failure. 

The conferences resulted in splitting the 
steel industry into two groups, the first 
of which includes the manufacturers of 
half-rolled goods, girders, and other sim- 
ple structural forms, while the second is 
composed of the manufacturers of steel 
rails and other railway material. 

The second group embraces the sixteen 
great companies which took the lead in 
trying to effect the general organization.

BERLIN PH. D. FOR MISS MILROY. 


American Woman Chemist Praised for 
Her Researches. 


BERLIN, Jan. 20.—The University of Ber- 
lin has conferred the degree of Doctor of 
Philosophy, with the greatest praise, on 
Miss Ina Milroy of Detroit, Mich., for her 
work in chemistry, her dissertation being 
the result of original work on the influence 
of inactive substances on the optical rota- 
tion of dextro-glucose. 

Miss Milroy orally defended her proposi- 
tion against three male opponents, that the 
effort of the natural sciences to reduce 
everything to a common denominator has 


received valuable support through the re- 
cent investigations of radio-active sub- 
stances. 

Miss Milroy is the tenth woman to re- 
ceive a doctor’s degree from Berlin Uni- 
versity, of which number five are Ameri- 
cans, two Germans, one Dutch, one Rou- 
manian, and one Australian. 


German Empress’s Iliness. 

BERLIN, Jan. 20.—Empress Augusta 
Victoria has varicose veins in one of her 
legs, and is obliged to keep it extended on 
a cushion, The exclusion of women in con- 
sequence of the Empress’s indisposition 
from to-night’s drawing room has caused 
intense disappointment.

Takes Twenty-nine from the 
Suburban Service. 


Commuters Are Told That It Is for Their 
Own Good, but Protest at 
Lack of Notice. 


The Erie Railroad yesterday put into ef- 
fect a new schedule of train service which, 
according to the officials of the company, 
is designed to relieve the congestion on the 
road. The new schedule provides for the tem- 
porary adandonment of twenty-nine trains, 
none of which, say the officials, run during 
the rush hours in the morning or afternoon. 
Their abandonment, however, increases the 
available number of engines and cars, and 
independently of this decreases the chances 
for delay, for the disarrangement of the 
schedule at any one time during the day 
is felt by the whole schedule for many 
hours afterward. 

There were many protests among the 
commuters because of this change, but they 
were registered mainly because the change 
was put into effect without a few days’ 
notice. The service offered formerly by the 
abandoned trains is now, according to the 
officials, provided by trains leaving a little 
earlier or a little later. 

On the main line the trains that were 
cut out are Nos. 110, 120, 124, and 132, east- 
bound, and Nos, 107, 121, and 125, west- 
bound. Of the east-bound trains the last 
three ran in the middle of the day, while 
the first, No. 110, left Waldwick at 7:22 
A. M. Commuters who used this train 
will have to take one leaving five minutes 
earlier, and those at Paterson and Passaic 
will have the additional choice of the Ber- 
gen County Express, which will be sent 
over the main line nine minutes later. Of 
the west-bound trains only No. 125 leaves 
Chambers Street anywhere near the rush 
hours, namely at 5:08 o'clock. 

On the Newark branch the trains aban- 
doned are Nos. 302 and 326, east-bound, 
which are very early running trains. No. 
321, west-bound, left Chambers Street at 5 
P.. M. . 

On the Northern Railroad of New Jersey 
Nos. 222 and 238, east-bound, were not 
rush-hour trains, while of those west-bound 
Nos. 221, 235, and 243, only No. 235 was a 
rush-hour train, leaving Chambers Street 
at 5:38 P. M. Its stops are made by the 
Englewood Express, which leaves at the 
same time. 

On the Greenwood Lake Division the 
trains east-bound—Nos, 428, 536, and 540— 
were evening trains, but not theatre trains. 
The west-bound trains abandoned are Nos. 
425, 533, 429, and 541. No. 425 left Chambers 
Street at 5:08 P. M. The Montclair local, 
whicg formerly left Chambers Street at 5 
P. M., takes its place. No. 533, the Mont- 
clair Express, leaving at 5:53 P. M., has 
been replaced by a local leaving Chambers 
Street seven minutes later and getting to 
Montclair fifteen minutes later. No. 429, 
which left Chambers Street at 6:30, is re- 
placed by No. 537, which starts seven min- 
utes earlier. 

On the New Jersey and New York Nos. 


620, 624, and 634 are not rush-hour trains, 
and of Nos, 603, 609, 621, and 635, west- 
bound, the first is an early morning train, 
while the others are neither rush hour nor 
theatre trains. 

The Erie has also introduced the method 
of announcing the readiness of trains to the 
passengers in the waiting room by means 
of a strong-voiced man with a megaphone 
This was done at the suggestion of one 
of the ec muters. The train platforms 
were also better lighted. 

So far as the grievance committee of com- 
muters along the line of the Northern New 
Jersey Division of the road is concerned.

FOOD BILL PASSES HOUSE 


Amendment Requiring Proof of 
Willful Sales Stricken Out. 


Act Authorizes Secretary of Agriculture 
to Fix Standards of Purity and 
Provides Penalties. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—The House 
Passed the Hepburn Pure Food bill to-day 
on a rising vote of 201 to 68, its opponents 
being unable to secure a roll call on the 
bill. The word “ willful’? amended into 
the bill yesterday with reference to per- 
sons who sell adulterated or misbranded 
goods, and which would have compelled the 
Government to prove intent to violate the 
law. by the vendors, was stricken out on a 
yea and nay vote in the House. Several 
attempts were made to amend the bill, but 
no material changes were made. 

The bill fixes the standards of foods and 
drugs as to their purity, strength, and 
character, and defines what shall be con- 
sidered adulterations or “misbranding of 
foods and drugs. It also prohibits inter- 
State commerce in importation and expor- 
tation of such misbranded or adulterated 
articles, 

It is proposed to enlarge the scope of the 
Bureau of Chemistry to include the Bu- 
reau of Foods, and impose upon it the 
duty of performing all chemical work for 
the other executive departments. This bu- 
reau will be charged with the duty of in- 
specting food and drug products, which 
bel@ng to inter-State or foreign commerce. 
The Secretary of Agriculture is given au- 
thority to employ such chemists, Inspectors, 
clerks, and laborers as may be necessary 
for the enforcement of the act. 

One section of the bill provides penalties 
for the introduction of adulterated 
or misbranded foods or drugs, and another 
requires the Secretary of Agri- 
to prescribe rules and regulations 
to govern the Director of the Bureau of 
Chemistry and Foods in examinations of 
articles required to be inspected under 
the law. 

Violations of the

States, who is to be directed to cause pro- 
ceedings to be prosecuted without delay. 

The House reconvened at 11:55 A. M., 
and at once resumed consideration of the 
bill,

On motion of Mr. Fuller (Rep., Ill.,) the 
bill was amended so as to take effect Feb. 
1, 1904. A motion of Mr. Wadsworth

SHIP SUBSIDY REPORTS. 


Mr. Grosvenor Pleads for a Commission 
to Make Irquiry. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—In his report to 
the House, filed to-day in favor of the bill 
authorizing a commission to consider the 
question of ship subsidy, Representative 
Grosvenor, Chairman of the Committee on 
Merchant Marine and Fisheries, says: 

“There is no legitimate expenditure pos- 
sible within the wide scope of National 
jurisdiction that the American people do not 
rush lavishly into, even to the extent of 
promoting experiments in aerial navigation. 

“We flatter ourselves justly that we are 
a leading Nation in all that makes a Nation 
great, and yet we are a subservient Nation 
and a helpless Nation in one of the great 
factors of National wealth and National in- 
dependence. Other nations carry our pro- 
ducts to the markets of the world.” 

The minority members of the committee 
have designated Representative Lucking of 
Michigan to present their views. They will 
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declare that such commissions almost in- 
variably have been useless and expensive, 
and their work has come to naught an 
will oppose ship bounties, 

Representative McDermott of New Jer- 
sey to-day introducerd a bill providing that 
vessels. owned eatively by citizens of the 
United States should be granted American 
registers, regardless of where they were 
constructed. 


INTER-STATE LIQUOR SALES. 


House Committee Hears Arguments on 
Anti-“ Original Package” Bill. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—The House 
Committee on Judiciary gave a preliminary 
hearing on the Hepburn-Dolliver bill in the 
interest of Prohobition to-day. The bill is in- 
tended to overcome the United States Court 
decision denying thé State the right to pro- 
hibit sales of liquor from other States while 
it remains in the original package, and 
empowers the States to apply their excise 
laws whether in the package or not. 

Robert Crain of Baltimore, general coun- 
sel of the United States Brewers’ Asso- 
ciation, declared that the bill was the most 
far-reaching measure presented to Con- 
gress since the civil war. It was advo- 
cated by the Rev. E. C. Dinwiddie, repre- 
senting the Anti-Saloon League; Andrew 
Wilson of Washington, and the Rev. Dr. 
James Cannon, Jr., of Richmond, Va. Dr. 
Cannon said the bill was necessary to the 
success of the local option movement which 
was gaining great headway in the South. 


Mrs. Margaret Dye Ellis, Legislative Su- 
perintendent of the National Women's 
Christian Temperance Union, who said she 
represented 300,000 women organized for 
temperance, declared that in localities Lro- 
hibition had been made ineffective by the 
sale of liquor in original packages, 

Cc. J. Hexamer of Philadelphia, President 
of the National German-American Alli- 
ance, opposing the bill, said his organiza- 
tion had half a million members. Others 
arguments in opposition were by Gustav 
!. Voss of New York, representing the Na- 
tional German-American Alliance, and Karl 
A. M. Scholtz of Baltimore, who said it 
was ‘an unnecessary interference with the 
liberties of the,people by Federal authority. 


DENIES COLLUSION ON ARMOR. 


Rear Admiral O’Neil Replies to Charges 
Affecting Navy Bureau. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—Replying to the 
question of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs as to whether there is a prelimi- 
nary understanding as to price between the 
Navy Department and the steel companies 
manufacturing armor for the Government, 
Rear Admiral O’Neil has transmitted to 
the committee a review of the entire period 
in which the Government has had armor 
manufactured. 

He says it is impossible for him to state 
whether there was an understanding be- 
tween Secretary Tracy and the Carnegie 
Company regarding the first contract for 
armor. As to his own knowledge of such 
matters the Admiral says: 

“I can say without any reservation that 
since June 1, 1897, there has been no coilu- 
sion or understanding with the bidders as 
to price to be bid, nor has there been any 
previous understanding as to how much 
armor would be awarded to any bidder.” 


PHILIPPINE NAVIGATION BILL. 


Senate Committee to Begin Hearings on 
It To-day—Arguments of Opponents 
of the Measure. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—Hearings will 
begin to-morrow by the Senate Committee 
on the Philippines on Senator Frye’s bill to 
extend the navigation laws of the United 
States to the Philippines. 

This measure prohibits after July 1, 1904, 
the transportation of merchandise, under 
penalty of forfeiture, directly or by way of 
a foreign port in any other vessel than a 
vessel of the United States. The object of 
the dill is to set at rest any doubt which 
might exist as to the automatic application 
of the coastwise laws to the commerce be- 
tween the United States and the Philip- 
pines, 

The measure was reported from the Com- 
mittee on the Philippines without hearings, 


but owing to the opposition to it the com- 
mittee has recalled the bill and its report, 
and will permit the opponents of the meas- 
ure to be heard. 

It is contended that the bill, if passed, will 
almost destroy the trade between’ the 
United States and the Philippines, which is 
now largely in foreign bottoms, and. will 
transfer the hemp market from New York 
and Boston to London for the reason that 
Manila hemp now comes to the United 
States largely on tramp steamers. 


“Big Injun” Quay Stands by His Race 
in Oklahoma Statehood Bill. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—The bill for 
single Statehood which Senator Quay intro- 
duced yesterday has thrown the advocates 
of Statehood for Oklahoma completely up 
in the air. The bill is wholly Mr. Quay’s 
own work, and embodies many peculiar 
features. For instance, he lays down as an 
indispensable condition that the new State 
Constitution shall provide thatone of the 
Senators from the proposed State shall 
always be of Indian descent, the result of 
a promise the Pennsylvania Senator made 
at a banquet given him by the Indian Ter- 


ritory tribes last Summer at Muscogee. 
The Senator is an adopted member of the 
Choctaw _ tribe. 

The-bill further provides that the State 
Legislature shall never abridge the Bent 
of suffrage on account of race or color. 
There are many .negroes in the Territory. 
In the Cherokee tribe alone there are 8,000 
of them who are well to do, whom he will 
not have disfranchised by the Democrats 
of the State. The date for the admission 
of the State is set for March 4, 1906. 


Witnesses Tell of Large Deposits of 
Groff Checks by the Lorenzes—An- 
other Inspector Accused. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—In the postal 
trial to-day the Government gave further 
evidence to show the relations existing be- 
tween Machen, the Groff Brothers, and the 
Lorenzes concerning the sale of letter box 
fasteners to the Government. 

Several witnesses from Cleveland and To- 
ledo connected with banking institutions 
testified to various’ large deposits by the 
Lorenzes of checks of D. B. Groff, and to 


certain debits made against their indi- 
vidual accounts. Capt. H. Baumgartner, 
Machen’'s brother-in-law, Secretary of the 
Deposit Trust Company of Westminster, 
Md., also testified as to Machen’s deposits 
with that company. 

When the subject of the coaching of wit- 
nesses by Post Office Inspector Mayér came 
up Douglass, for the defense, said he would 
include Post Office Inspector Gregory also 
in the charge.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—Secretary Hay 
and Sefior Quesada, the Cuban Minister, 
to-day signed a protocol extending for six 
months the period allowed for the ex- 


change of ratifications of the Cuban gen- 
eral treaty, embodying the Platt amend- 
ment. The period would have expired .to- 
morrow. The treaty is awaiting action by 
the United States Senate. 


Secretary Hay Goes to Georgia. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—Secretary Hay 
left to-day for Thomasville, Ga., where he 
expects to remain ten days or two weeks 
as the guest of Cok Payne, The Secretary

Alderman Ware Asks His Help 
Against Elsberg Man. 


Both Factions in City District Contest 
Claim to be Odell Partisans—Els- 
berg Ready to Fight. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Jan. 20.—Alderman’ Franklin 
B. Ware, the newly elected Republican 
leader of the Twenty-ninth Assembly Dis- 
trict, and Augustus Schwarzler, who led 
the movement in the district which result- 
ed in Mr. Ware's defeat of Alexander T. 
Mason for the leadership, were in Albany 
to-day and had an interview with Gov. 
Odell to ascertain what his position will be 
with regard to the recognition of Mr. Ware 
by the Republican County Committee at its 
meeting to-morrow’ evening. Mr. Ware 
seemed pleased with the result of their in- 
terview, but refused to state whether the 
Governor had given them any assurances. 

The Twenty-ninth District fight is one in 
which the Governor is between two fires. 
Both Ware and Schwarzler proclaim them- 
selves Odell men, as does Alexander T. 
Mason, whom Ware deposed and whose 
friends are now striving to have the County 
Committee refuse to recognize Mr. Ware's 
election as regular. An additonal embar- 
rassnient for the Governor in the contest 
is the fact that Senator Elsberg, who was 
one of the three “ insurgent "’ Senators who 
stood by the Governor last year in his fight 
with Senator Platt, is openly espousing the 
cause of Mr. Mason. 

While Schwarzler and Ware professed to 
be friendly to Senator Elsberg when they 
succeeded in having Mason ousted, Senator 
Elsberg’s determination to stand by Mason 
has provoked their antagonism, and‘ they 
announced to-day that if Senator Elsberg 
persisted in his present course his renom- 
ination would unavoidably become involved 
in the contest of the rival factions for su- 
premacy. 

Senator Elsberg says that he intends to 
Support Mason in his fight, regardless of 
the effect his course may have on his per- 
sonal interests. He would be willing to re- 
tire from the Senate, he says, if he could 
do so without creating the impression that 
he had gotten out because a fight had been 
made against him, but if a fight was to 
be made on him, he said, he would be ready 
for it, 


TANGLE-OVER MORTGAGE BILL. 


Governor’s Ideas Are Not. Those of 
Sponsors of the Measure. 


ALBANY, Jan. 20.—There is a tangle over 
the proposed introduction of the bill to ex- 
empt mortgages from other taxation than 
a recording tax of one-half of 1 per cent. 
Senator Elsberg in the Senate and Mr. 
Bostwick in the Assembly have the bill as 
prepared by the various associations in New 
York City in favor of it, but it is under- 
stood that in its present shape it does’ not 
meet the approval of Gov. Odell. 

The difficulty with the bill as drawn, as 
viewed by Gov. Odell, is that the revenues 
accruing from a recording tax on mort- 
gages will not be needed after the payment 
of the canal debt, to be accumulated under 
the $101,000,000 improvement. The Govern- 
or therefore suggests that after eighteen 
years, the period during which the canal 
bonds must be paid, the money derived from 
this recording tax on mortgages shall go 
to the counties in which the mortgages are 
filed, 

The figures as given by Gov. Odell are 
enormous. About: $500,000,000'in mortgages 
are recorded annually, and the -present lia- 
bility of them, under existing laws, con- 
sidering the mortgages already in existence, 
is $12,500,000 annually. The bill, if passed, 
would, it is estimated, ‘save the borrowers 
on mortgages about. $10,000,000 annually. 
The proposition of the Governor is that 
while the canal bonds are in process of pay- 
ment, this money shall be paid into the 
State Treasury and that after that it shall 


go to the counties Wherein the mortgages 
are recorded. This would give to the City 
of New York alone something like $1,500,000 
a year. 

Neither Senator Elsberg nor Mr. Bost- 
wick is inclined to accept the Governor's 
view of the matter, and the indications to- 
night are that the bill will be introduced 
in its original form, subject to argu- 


ment and amendment in the committees on.

INSURANCE COMPANY BARRED. 


State Superintendent Hendricks Acts 
Against Philadelphia Corporation. 


ALBANY, Jan. 20.—Superintendent of In- 
surance Hendricks to-day revoked the au- 
thorization of the Union Surety and Guar- 
anty Company of Philadelphia, Penn., to 
transact the business of surety insurance in 
this State. 

In the Fall of last year a requisition was 
made by the New York Insurance Depart- 
ment upon the company to make good an 


impairment in its capital stock of $140,- 
834.86. Since the date of such requisition 
the company has been writing no new busi- 
ness or renewals in this State. The New 
York department having extended to the 
company time in which to make good the 
impairment and the company failing to do 
so, the license was revoked. 


CITY TO FIGHT THIS BILL. 


Measure to Control Municipal Fi- 
nances Called “Sublimity of 
Insolence.”

ALBANY, Jan. 20.—A bill introduced by 
Assemblyman Hooker of Genesee, to amend 
the State finance law in relation to mu- 
nicipal fiscal provisions, is characterized 
by Assistant Corporation Counsel Guy as 
‘the sublimity of impudence.” 

The bill provides first for a uniform sys- 
tem of accounts formulated by the State 
Controller for all municipal corporations 
within the State. It is further provided 
that the Controller shall at least once a 
year cause the acts of each municipal cor- 
poration to be inspected and examined 
by Inspectors to be appointed by him. 


The expense of these examinations are to 
be paid by the municipalities, 

It is further provided that every public 
officer or employe whose duty it is to 
collect or receive payments due any munici- 
pal corporation or any of its public of- 
ficials ‘‘shall deposit them with the de- 
positary designated.”’ 

The city authorities of New York will 
do their best to prevent this bill from get- 
ting out of the Committee on Ways and 
Means, to which it was referred. 


HOME FOR CORPORATIONS. 


Senator Green’s Bills to Attract Them 
to This State. 


ALBANY, Jan. 20.—Senator Green to-day 
introduced some of the expected tax bills 
favored by the New York State Tax Re- 
form Association. The most important of 
them is that intended to do away with the 
alleged discrimination against domestic cor- 
porations in the taxation of their property 
located outside the State. 

Of the two other bills prepared by the 
Tax Reform Association which are in- 
tended to complete the programme of mak- 
ing the State of New York “a satisfac- 
tory home for corporations "’ Senator Green 
said: ‘‘At present the estate of a non- 


resident decedent is liable to a ;tax upon 
the shares of stock of New York corpora- 
tions. It is evident that porpens migh® hes- 
itate to incorporate in this Stdte when by 
so doing they render their estates liable to 
a tax of 5 per cent. at the time of their 
death if the property goes to collaterals. 
The change is to exempt from the opera- 
tion of the act the securities of domestic

WORK OF COURT OF CLAIMS.

ALBANY, Jan. 20.—The State Court of 
Claims in its annual report to the Legislat- 
ure to-day states that 281 claims have been 
heard and decided during the last year 
The aggregate amount claimed was §$10,- 
680,305.21, exclusive of interest. The ag- 
gregate amount of judgments in such 
claims was $114,545.78. During the year 
668 claims, aggregating $873,457.14, were 
filed. The whole number of claims now on 
file and not decided is 2,009. The aggregate 
amount claimed in such claims, exclusive of 
interest, is $4,002,527.84.

PRESIDENT BACKS INDIANS. 


The Delawares to Have Their Former 
Lands for the Present. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—A hearing was 
held at the White House to-day on the 
question of the approval of the segregation 
for the Delaware Indians of 157,600 acres 
of land in the Cherokee Nation, Indian 
Territory. Senator Quay, Attorney Gen- 
eral Knox, Secretary Hitchcock, W. A. 
Jones, Commissioner of Indian Affairs, and 
representatives of the Indians were present. 

The effort on the part of the Delaware 
Indians was to prevent the Secretary of 
the Interior from setting aside the segre- 
gation of lands heretofore made for the 
Delaware Indians and substituting for that 
a new segregation proposed by the Dawes 
commission. 

The President, after a brief conference, 
decided that the old segregation should 
stand as contended for by the Delawares 
until the case now pending in the Supreme 
Court of the United States involving this 
same question had been decided, and that if 
all questions relating to the segregation 
were not satisfactorily settled by the deci- 
sion in the Supreme Oourt, further action 
in relation thereto should be referred to a 
committee consisting of Senator Quay; At- 


ormer General Knox, and Secretary Hitch- 
cock. 

The Secretary of the Interior to-day sent 
to the Senate the memorial of members of 
the Dawes Commission in relation to 
charges against them made by R. C, 
Adams, attorney for the Delaware Indians. 
The charges reflect upon the action of the 
members of the commission in connection 
with the Delaware Indians’ land dealt with 
at the White House conference. The Com- 
misstoners deny all the charges and ask 
authority to meet their accusers.

CHILDREN AND SELF 


" Also Sets Fire to Room, and Would- 
Be Rescuers Find Bodies. 


Had Left Her Husband Because of Her 
Suspicions, and Feared He Would 
Take Little Daughters. 


When a ‘cry of fire rang through the 
crowded tenement at 419 Ea’st Sixty-fourth 
Street startled tenants ran about seeking 
where it was, and their quest fed to the dis- 
covery of a triple tragedy. 

Smoke had been seen issuing from the 
Windows of an apartment which had been 
oecupied for a littlé more than a week by 
Mrs. Louisa Elion and her two little girls, 
Rose, seven, and Louise, eight years old. 
When access finally was gained to the 
rooms it was found that the smoke came 
from 2 burning bed in the apartment on 
which the little girls lay dead, each with 
a bullet through her heart, while the mother 
was found kneeling by the bedside, breath- 
ing her last. Two bullet wounds were found 
on her body. One bullet had penetrated 
her heart, the other her left arm. Beside 
her on the floor a revolver was found. 

While an ambulance physician was ex- 
amining the mother and children Frank 
Elion, the husband and father, who has 
lived apart from them for some time, ap- 
peared, bearing. with him a summons for 
his wife’s appearance in the Harlem Police 
Court. He was arrested, and later was 
committed by the Coroner to the House of 
Detention as a witness. 

It is the opinion of Coroner Goldenkranz 
thet the woman, while temporarily de- 
ranged as the result of difficulties with her 
husband, of whom she was insanely. jeal- 
ous, and fear that he would gain ‘posses- 
sion of her girls, killed the two children, 
sct the fire which lef'to the discovery of 
the bodies, and then put an end to her own 


life. 

Mrs. Elion was twerty-eight years old; 
her husband is thirty-three. He is an iron 
wcerker. Until recently he was Secretary 
of Ironworkers’ Union No. 42. Some time 
ago the woman, suspecting her husband, 
as he’ says unjustly,’ refused to live with 
bith. On’ Monday evening,  aecording to 
the story of the husband, he called»at the 
hose to serve a summons on her, in which 
she was cited to appear before. Magistrate 
Bakér in'the Harlem. Court yesterday .to 
answer a charge of desertion. Elion’s idea 
yas. to! gain possession of: thé *twd girls. 
The youngest child, a boy. named Frank, he 
had.taken when his wife: left him. He is 
now living at 418:East Seventy-sixth Street. 

Thé + fire was discovered by ‘William 
Stanley, an ambulance driver in thé employ 
of the. Flowet Hospital. The stables of the 
institution are. situated directly: opposite 
the’ terement. Stanley gave the alarm and 
lan to: the top floor, closely’ followed by 
IExiward Van Horne, the jenitor; and Paul 
Feust, a tenant. 
; They found the ‘Elion apartment locked. 
Hjaimar Olander, a tenant, occupying the 
apartment adjoining, volunteered to make 
hfS way into the Elion flat by way. of the 
fire escape. He.was nearly suffocated in 
the attempt, but finally contrived to ‘open 
the door from the inside and admit -the 
others. 

In the bedroom the smoke avas so thick 
that the men could not see through it 
until the doors and: windows had been 
opened tor some time. Then they found 
that the bed was afire, and that there was 
a smoldering heap in the middle of the 
room, which had scorched the woodwork 
of the floor but had done no other dam- 
age. 
The two children were lying on the bed. 
Faust and tHe -janitor hore Rg to a 
vacant apartment’ across the hall. The am- 
bulance driver picked up the kneeling form 
ot the woman and followed. She was still 
breathiNig, but died before Dr. ~Benson,‘ 
who responded to a call on the -Flower 
Hospital, had time to arrive. Six. canary 
birds lay dead on the bottom of their. cage 
in the bedroom. They had been suffocated. 
Before the firemen arrived the blaze had 
been put out by the janitor and tenants 
with buckets of water. The bodies of the 
children, especially the younger, were bad- 
ly burned. 

Elion told the Coroner that he called on 
Tuesday night to serve the summons, but 
that his wife would not admit ‘him to the 
apartment. She told him to ‘push the 
summons under the door. He frankly told 
her that he wanted the two girls. 

“ Don’™ you worry,” he says she __re- 
lied, “ you will get the children all right, 
ut you won't get them the way you want 
them.”’ 

Elion said he thought nothing at the 
time of this peculiar answer, and that he 
went for the night to the house of his 
sister, Mrs. Antonia Vickar, at 603. Hast 
One Hundred and ’Eleventh Street. ‘The 
tenant, Faust, declares that some time 
after the husband had gone away he 
heard two distinct shots that seemed to 
come from the Elion flat. Other tenants 
declare that through the night moans were 
heard from the apartment. 

Coroner Goldenkranz believes that the 
woman, who in addition to her ‘other 
troubles, wes penniless and about to be 
dispossessed, put the children to bed and 
waited until they were soundly asleep, be- 
fore she fired the two shots heard by Mr. 
Faust on the tloor below, After having 
killed the two girls, she held vigil over the 
bodies throughout the night, then burned 
their piciures, set fire to the bed; and 
kilela herself 

There were some of the tenants who be- 
lieved that they had seen a mysterious 
man in the halls of the house about mid- 
night, and had heard loud voices from the 
top floor, but Coroner Goldenkranz is in- 
clined to believe that these events, if they 
occurred at all,-have nothing to do wita 
the tragedy. Elion told the Coroner that 
#a couple of days ago his wife had gone 
to the house of his sister-in-law, who keeps 
a boarding house in First Avenue, and 
asked one of the boarcers to go with her to 
buy a revolver. That this was the weapon 
with which the shoot#ig was done. This 
Story is being investigated by the police. 





EXPLOSION IN CONDUIT. 


Manhole Covers Blown Off and All Win- 
dows of'Three-Story Brooklyn 
Building Broken. 


An ‘explosion, caused by an accumulation 
of illuminating gas, occurred in the con- 
duit of the New York and New Jersey Tel- 
ephone Company, in Grand Avenue, near 
Fulton Street, Brooklyn, at about 7 o'clock 
last night.. The report was so great that 
people ten blocks away ran in the direction 
of the sound, believing that some house 
had fallen, 

Two manhole covers were blown high in 
the air, and one landed in the areaway of 


a house half a block away. The force of 
the explosion broke all the windows in a 
three-story building, 468, 470, and 472 Grand 
Avenue, occupied as a livery stable. No 
Ohne was injured.

Mr. Cridier, Agent Abroad for St. Louis, 
Returns with News of His Success.

Mr. Cridler spoke in the highest terms of 
praise of the treatment which ‘he received 
in all the ‘countries that he visited. He 
futther said that with the assistance of 
our own diplomatic and consular officers, 
he had been able to gain the best results. 

““I had no easy task,. because several of 
the European nations which had already

The Ottoman 
Government has also promised to help out 
the exposition, and it ‘is rapidly completing 
the exhibits. All of the Balkan States are 
preparing magnificent exhibits.”

GERMAN EXHIBIT AT ST. LOUIS. 


Additional Appropriation Approved— 
Kaiser Inspects Cbjects Collected 
for Shipment. 


BERLIN, Jan. 20.¢The Budget Commis- 
sion of the Reichstag, which is made up of 
the leaders of all parties, to-day approved 
the additional appropriation of $50,000 for 
the German exhibit at the St. Louis Ex- 
position, making a total of $875,000. The 
vote, with one exception, was unanimous. 

The Prussian Finance Minister included 
$40,000 more for the, exhibit of Prussia at 
St. Louis, or a total of $125,000, in the 
budget ‘just submitted to.the Diet. The 
Prussian appropriations are largely for 
the educational exhibit. The imperial ap- 
propriation will generally broaden out Ger- 
many’s representation. 

’ Herr Lewald, the Imperial German Com- 
missioner to the St.. Louls Exposition, 
talked with Emperor William last Friday, 
when thé Commissioner, his Majesty, and 


the Empress visited the Hohenzollern Hall 


of the Industrial Arts Exhipition and: saw 
the selections from the imperial palaces and 
the new decorative work done for the re« 
ception rooms of the Gernian Bultding, 
collected there for shipment to St. Louis. 

Their Majesties are described as -having 
been enthusiastic over the artistic merit of 
the new work and the copies of paintings 
and antique furniture.in‘the palaces, which 
will. give the reception rooms of the Ger- 
man, Building the appearance of an. old 
German castle. 

These exhibits will be shipped shortly by 
way of Hamburg. Herr Lewald is making 
every effort to torward the exhibits early, 
in order to avoid the rush anticipated just 
before the exposition opens and possible 
railroad delays. Some of the exhibits are 
already on the water. 

Herr Lewald, having completed all the 
work requiring his presence in Berlin, 
leaves here on Friday for Paris, and will 
sail for New York on Jan. 27. ‘

ARRESTED ON DEUTSCHLAND. 


Son of Kansas City Banker Charged 
with Passing Werthless Check on 
His Father’s Bank. 


Frank C. Runkle, twenty-two years old, 
son of J. B. Runkle, President of the Kan- 
sas City Bank, Kansus City, was arraigned 
yesterday morning in the Yorkville Court, 
charged with passing a worthless check for 
$1,200 on his father’s bank. He was heid 
in $2,000 bail for examination to-day on a 
short affidavit by Capt. Gallagher of the 
East Twenty-secon@ Street Police Station. 

Runkle was arrested on Tuesday night at 
Hoboken on the steamship Deutschland, on 





| which he expected to sail yesterday morning. 


He confessed to Capt. Gallagher, admitting 
that he had done wrong, but saying that 
he was without friends and money and 
wanted to start life anew in another coun- 
try. 

Runkle came here from Kansas City, 
where, it is said, he had a misunderstand- 
ing with his father on New Year's Day, 
and went to live at 17 East Fourteenth 
Street, from where he wrote letters to his 
father asking forgiveness. These letters, it 
is said, were unanswered. 

On Tuesday morning Runkle went to the 
Windsor Trust Company's office, at Fourth 
Avenue and Forty-second Street, and 
stated to the auditor, -Herbert P. Wenig, 
that he wished to open an account. He pre- 


sented a check drawn on his father’s bank 
for $1,200, and was given a bank book with 
that. amount to his credit. Later in the 
day Runkle returned and drew $235 on this 
account, Although it is said that Mr. 
Wenig knew Runkle’s father, the bank au- 
thorities wired the Kansas City Bank. to 
ascertain if the check were good. A _ reply 
was received, saying young Runkle had no 
funds theré, and payment on the check was 
ordered stopped. 

In court yesterday morning, Runkle said 
his father always had been kind to him, 
and he was sorry that he had disgraced 
the family. ‘‘If he will forgive me this 
time,’’ said the prisoner, ‘I never will dis- 
grace him again.”’ 

“TIT am guilty, Judge,’’ he said to Magis- 
trate Cornell. ‘‘ That is all I have to say.’”’

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MAXWELL ON THE 
Superintendent Defends. Himself: in 
Miss Walker’s Libel Suit. 


Witness Admits He Receives Royalties 
from Textbooks—Case Given to 
the Jury. 


The suit brought by Miss Emma Walker, 
a public school teacher, in Part I. of the 
Supreme Court, Brooklyn, against Dr. Wiill- 
iam H, Maxwell, Superintendent of Schoois, 
and Lyman A. Best, Principal of Public 
School No. 108, for $10,000 damages for 
libel, was given to the jury last. night, 
after Mr. Maxwell had been on the stagd. 
A sealed verdict was ordered by Justice 
Marean, who presided at the trial. 

Miss Walker bases her action on a re- 
port, written by Mr. Best, and a letter, 
written by Dr. Maxwell, to Mr, Best. She 
alleges that they conspired to injure her 
standing as a teacher by promulgating the 
report. 

Mr. Maxwell said on the stand that, after 
the plaintiff had been denied a Grade A 
certificate, she called on him and insisted 
that Mr. Best be compelled to make an- 
other report. Miss Walker was accompa- 
nied by her sister, and both declared that 
the report was untrue, unjust, and unfair. 
Mr. Maxwell said that he would not listen 
to such language, and that, if they did not 
leave the 100m, he weuld ave himself. 
Ge denied that he had threatened to call.a 
policeman, as the plaintiff had claimed, and 
said that her language was vituperative. 

On crcss-examination, Mr. Maxwell said 
that he was interested financially in five 
of the textbooks used in the. schools, from 
which he received royalties. The books were 
selected for use in the schools by the 
Board of Education. 

Mr. Maxwell was asked whether he al- 
ways kept his temper, and he answered 
that he supposed that he did not always, 
but he would not permit the plaintiff to 
impugn the honor of Principal Best. He 
was sure, however, that ne did not lose his 
temper when Miss Waiker called on him. 
He did not remember any other teacher who 
rad spoken to him in the same way. He 
was asked if it was because no other 
teacher had dared.to assert her rights and 
run counter to his views, but denied that 
this was the case. ; 

He further testified that he had instructed 
the Board of Examiners to put the word 
“not”’ before “ approved,’’ when writing a 
teacher’s record, if the teacher had not 
been a year in: the schocls. He admitted 
having ‘said in an affidavit made in 1901 
that Miss Walker’s application for a-Grade 
A certificate had been refused on Mr. 
Best’s report. The rejection was not put 
entirely on the ground, he said, that she 
had not taught a year. 

“Did you seek to mislead Miss Walker 
when: ycu gave her your answer?” Mr. 
Maxwell was asked. 

‘‘ No,” he treglied, ‘‘ either of the reasons 
was sufficient. It might have been better 
if I had given her all the reasons.” . 

This clcsed Mr. Maxwell's testimony and 
both sides rested. 

When the court opened for the morning 
session Justice Marean announced that a 
juror had approached him and asked~ him 
““what the case was all about.”’ .He had 
refused to talk to the juror unless both 


sides agreed that he should do so. He then 
explained from the bench that the question 
was whether Mr. Best had.in good . faith 
made a poor report of Miss Walker's stand- 
ing as a teacher, while in his: previous re- 
pants, he had declared her to be “ very 
good.”’ 


HITS AT SUPT. MAXWELL. 


Bill to Prevent Him from Going to Other 
States for Principals. 


ALBANY, Jan. 20.—For the purpose of 
giving school teachers already employed in 
New York City the preference when ap- 
pointments to be Principals and Assistant 
Principals are made, Senator McCabe to- 
day presented a bill which is construed as 
attacking the methods of Superintendent 
of Schools Maxwell. 

The measure provides that in order ta be 
eligible for appointment as a Principal in 


any public school in New York City a 
teacher must have had four years’ experi- 
ence as a teacher in the public schools of 
New York, and in order to be an Assistant 
Principal three years’ experience are re- 
quired. 

“It will prevent Superintendent Maxwell 
from going to Connecticut and Pennsyl- 
vania and New Jersey for his Principals,’’ 
said Senator McCabe. 


HEAVY ICE IN LOWER BAY. 


Causes Steamship to Go Aground and 
Packs in Two Fishing Smacks 
at Sandy Hook. 


Unusually heavy ice in the lower bay 
Was a menace to navigation yesterday, it 
having shifted a number of buoys and 
caused the steamship California, Capt. Kel- 
son, which had just sailed for Marseilles 
and Genoa, to go hard aground near South- 
west Spit. The ice piled up all around her 
in such a manner that although it was 
half low tide when she grounded, it was 
feared she might have to lighten cargo be- 
fore she could float. ‘ 

A number of the can and spar buoys 
marking the main ship and ash channels 
were shifted from their positions and be- 


came fast in the ice on the middle grounds. 
The buoys marking the Southwest Spit 


disappeared. 

The fishing smacks Ella May and Grace 
S. Mackey were frozen in near the Goy- 
ernment dock at Sandy Hook. The Grace 
S. Mackey was freed shortly after noon, 
and being taken in tow by the Revenue 
Cutter Mackinac proceeded up the bay.

LOW RATE FOR CITY BONDS 


Issue. of $10,000,000 Is Made at 
an Average Price of 100.23. 


That Is the.Least Since 1896, but Con- 
troller Grout Says All Securities Are 
Now at Bargain Rates. 


Material shrinkages in the prices obtained 
for city bonds were shown yesterday when 
the bids for an issue of $10,000,000 were 
opened by the Commissioners of the Sinking 
Fund. The average price obtained for the 
issue was 100.23 as against 101.05, received 
on Nov. 19 last, when an issue of $7,500,000 
was put eut.. The price obtained yesterday 
for the issue is.the lowest on any issue of 
bonds since’ 1896, which, according to Con- 
troller Grout, is'due to the present unsatis- 
factory conditions in the money market. 

“Prices of all securities are now at bar- 
gain rates,’’ said the Controller, “and” the 
bonds of this'city rank higher even now 
than any other city bonds in the country. 
In this connection it is well to recall. that 
British consols are also selling way down.” 

In all, bids aggregating $37,227,810 were 
received for the issue of $10,000,000. The 
bonds issued.will run for forty-nine years 
and nine months and will furnish a net in- 
come of about 3:49 per cent. The complete 
list of awards, as announced last night by 
the Controllei, ‘follow:

SUPERFLUOUS PROTESTATION. 

We are now informed by The Tribune’s 
Washington. dispatches that the unanim- 
ity which he has from time to time de- 
scribed in the councils of the Republican 
Party in support of Mr. RoosEVELT has 
undergone “an appreciable change,” and 
has become unanimous. That sounds 
like nonsense, but it is not our fault. 
We have followed with natural interest 
the reports of the President's favorite 
organ in this city because we have felt 
that they would reveal to us what the 
Administration desired the public to be- 
lieve in this matter. When we have read 
each day new evidences of general ap- 
proval for the Administration policy we 
have given to them the credit which their 
source conferred. Now we are told that 
“through those confidential relations 
sustained between individual politicians 
and correspondents’’ The Tribune man 
has ascertained the change to which we 





have referred. 

Clearly the correspondent spoiled his 
climax in advance. He is lable to 
create quite the opposite of the impres- 
sion he desires. A boom that starts out 
as perfect and irresistible and needs the 
constant assurance that it is gaining 
in strength is an unsatisfactory and dis- 
appointing boom. It is in the condition 
of a patient declared by his physician to 
have nothing the matter with him and 
to be steadily recovering. For such a 
political movement the path of glory 
leads but to the grave. Nor is the cor- 
respondent particularly happy in describ- 
ing the motives that have induced the 
Republican Senators to cease opposition 
that he has been telling us did not exist. 
With them, he says, “a serious consid- 
eration is the entire loss of patronage 
which would follow the inauguration of 
@ Democratic President—a loss which 
might prove detrimental to their own 
success (in seeking re-election during 
the next Administration) as well as a 
hardship to some of their most loyal 
supporters.” Such are the facts on 
which a zealous scribe finds it necessary 
to found his prediction of Mr. Rooss- 
VELT's decisive popularity with the lead- 
ers of his party. We should say that 
The Tribune cannot be very cheerful 
reading at the White House just now. 


WE BUILD A GLASS HOUSE. 

We have always assumed the tone of 
fine moral superiority in discussing the 
land-grabbing proclivities of the great 
European Powers. Major MARCHAND’S 
Fashoda escapade in attempting to ex- 
tend the sphere of French influence from 
the Niger to the Nile; the Tonquin ad- 
¢enture of France; Great Britain’s high- 
handed way with Venezuela which pro- 
voked President CLEVELAND’s well-re- 
membered message; the occupation of 
Manchuria by Russia; the alliance of 
Germany, Great Britain, and Italy in a 
miserable debt-coliecting war upon Ven- 
ezuela; and, above all, the war by which 
Great Britain blotted out the Transvaal 
Republic and the Orange Free State—all 
these have moved us to innumerable 
preachments and homilies about earth- 
hunger and the war of the strong upon 
the weak. 

We have stopped our own mouths on 
this noble topic by going into the land- 
Gen. REYES 
in one of his letters to Secretary Hay re- 
“a powerful State which 


grabbing business ourselves. 


fers to us as 
for the first time breaks its honored tra- 
ditons of respect for right—especially the 
right of the weak.’’ That glorious tra- 
dition we have shattered and cast aside. 
We made war upon Colombia, a weak 
nation; we hewed away a great part of 
her territory. It has come under our 
control and protection, It is virtually a 
part of our territory, and probably will 
actually become so. We took the Isth- 
mus away from Colombia for our own 
profit and advantage, precisely as Russia 
is trying to take Manchuria for her own 
use and benefit. 

We can preach no more, we can read 
the world no further lectures on the in- 
humanity and outrage of the forcible ap- 
propriation of the territory of feeble na- 
tions. It is forbidden to us to throw 
stones, since we have built a glass house 
and moved into it. It Was a good thing 
to talk about, and we prided ourselves 
that we were not as other countries, that 
we stood upon a loftier moral plane, that 
land grabbing was repugnant to our 
people, and that we should never engage 
in it. Our pretensions were empty; we 
overestimated our virtue. We have gone 
with the crowd. 

We do not know how many Legislat- 
ures of Southern States passed resolu- 
tgons denouncing Great Britain's war 
upon the Boers. Many of the people of 
the South, and many of the people of the 
North as well, thought the extinction of 
the Boer republics was a monstrous 
crime. Now Southern Legislatures adopt 


resolutions instructing their Senators to 
vote for the treaty which cohsummates 
the outrage on Colombia. Sometimes the 
spokesmen of the: South profess’ disap- 
proval of the President’s course, but 
they say nevertheless that we muS&t build 
the canal—that we must put to profitable 
use the fruits of our dishonorable policy. 
They condone the wrong, and they con- 
done it in a particularly. unworthy and 


contemptible fashion.

BRITISH “LIBERAL UNIONISM.” 

The London Times of Jan. 11 devotes 
two columns and a half to the corre- 
spondence between the Duke of DEVON- 
SHIRE and Mr. CHAMBERLAIN on the sub- 
ject of the Liberal Unionist Association. 
The correspondence begins with a letter 
from the Duke, who is President of the 
association, dated Oct. 23, and closes 
with a letter from Mr. CHAMBERLAIN 
dated Jan. 4, In his first letter the Duke 
points out that one of the chief objects of 
the central association is to supply 
funds to the local branches, that some of 
these local branches have taken ground 
in favor of Mr. CHAMBERIAIN’S proposals 
for preferential tariffs, which manifestly 
have nothing to do with thé professed 
objects of the association. He adds: “It 
must have occurred to most of us that it 
is almost impossible to maintain under 
present circumstances the existence of 
the organization,” and goes on to say 
that his difficulties are increased by the 
fact that the fund from which the local 
branches have been subsidized does not 
belong to the association, but has been 
intrusted to him personally for political 
purposes, 

This seems perfectly ingenuous 
Straightforward. Those are not the ad- 
jectives one would think of applying to 
Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’'S reply. It begins by 
professing “ extreme astonishment’”’ that 
ithe Duke should propose the “ violent 
breaking up” of the association which 
has stood as one of the chief barriers 
against home rule, and* proposes in his 
turn that it shall be left to the votes of 
the association whether or not it shall 
subsist, adding that “it is undoubtedly 
my conviction that a vast majority of 
the Liberal Unionist Association are with 
me, and therefore against you, on the 
question which I have raised.” And so 
the correspondence goes on until it is 
closed by Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’s final letter, 
announcing his intention to call a general 
meeting of the association, 

The plain English of this is that the 
Duke of DEVONSHIRE is unwilling, and 
that Mr. CHAMBERLAIN is more than will- 
ing, that an organization formed for one 
purpose should be employed for an en- 
tirely different and unrelated purpose. 
The issue upon which the “ Unionists ”’ 
seceded from the Liberals, the issue of 
home rule for Ireland, has been in great 
part disposed of by the Irish Land act. 
It has been entirely superseded, in Brit- 
ish public attention, by the issue which 
Mr. CHAMBERLAIN has sprung upon the 
country, and in behalf of which he de- 
sires to use the organization. And be- 
cause the Duke of DEVONSHIRE objects to 
this perversion, Mr, CHAMBERLAIN shows 
a disposition to chalk “No Popery” on 
the Duke's door.

THE CAR-STOP ORDINANCE. 

It is perhaps not known to the Alder- 
men who are apparently reluctant to re- 
peal the absurd ordinance requiring cars 
to stop at the “near” side of streets to 
take on or discharge passengers that 
this is not the first time this rule has 
been enforced with results exactly the 
same as those which have excited so 
much public indignation. In or about the 
year 1895, when trolley cars were com- 
paratively in Brooklyn, Mayor 
SCHIPREN appointed a committee to con- 
sider measures looking to the diminution 
of accidents, Some members of this 
committee were very much in favor of 
requiring the cars to stop on the “ near” 
side of street crossings, thinking it 
would promote the safety of pedestriang 
and horse-drawn vehicles, but after ex- 
haustive discussion it was disapproved. 
It was taken up, however, by the Com- 
mon Council and embodied in an ordi- 
nance which was passed and immediately 
became operative. The results then were 
almost identical with those which have 
attended the experiment in New York. 
Not only did it produce a popular up- 
roar, but it did not promote safety for 
either pedestrians or vehicles. It was 
found that when a car stopped at the 
near corner there was a rush of people 
and wagons to get ahead of it, with the 
result that the car had great difficulty 
in starting up again and recovering the 
right of way. For this reason time was 
lost and a new danger of collision with 
vehicles incurred. The ordinance was 
promptly rescinded,*and the manage- 
ment of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit sys- 
tem seems to be the only: interest con- 
nected with street-car operation which, 
in the light of experience, had the sense 
to adapt itself to the present ordinance 
by giving its passengers entrance and 
egress by the front doors of their cars. 

There are places, however, where this 
plan would not work at all. For exam- 
ple, on Central Park West, or, to be more 
exact, the east side of Eighth Avenue 
above, say, Sixtieth Stréet, the snow is 
piled in frozen hillocks between the 
cleared space in the middle of the side- 
walk and the curb. One stepping on such 
a peak of ice, unless shod with spikes, is 
likely to find his feet slipping from un- 
der him, and as the slipping begins be- 
fore the crest of the hillock is reached he 
is extremely likely to find himself under 
the car. Indeed a great many passen- 
gers of both sexes have done just this 
within the past three days. Landing 
places could be cut for them, but the car 
companies are not reqpired to do this, 
and it is impracticable for the Street 
Cleaning Department to undertake it 
without neglect of other and more im- 
portant duties. The most it can do in 


new 


this line is to keep the crosswalks clear. 
In Cleveland, in 1895, a “near” stop 
ordinance was passed. It remained in 
force just one week, and within two days 
public opinion had required the street- 
car companies to take the risk of the 
penalties prescribed for violating it. It 
was also tried in Syracuse, Buffalo, and 
perhaps other cities. It would be expect- 
ing too mutch to assume that the Board 
of Aldermen would know these facts in 
the experience of other cities, but that 
the Brooklyn experience was overlooked 
by the representatives of that borough 
shows that they have short memories.

SUBSIDY VERSUS BUSINESS. 


Now that the campaign for all sorts of 
special legislation favoring particular in- 
terests under the pretense of building up 
the mercantile marine is renewed at 
Washington, it is well candidly to con- 
sider the testimony of an expert who has 
the decided advantage of speaking from 
his own extensive experience. In the 
financial review of The New York Herald 
at the opening of the new year Mr. Emin 
L. Boas, General Manager of the Ham- 
burg-American Line, contributed an arti- 
cle in which he recited the facts as to 
German subsidies and their effect, with 
some reference to the history of the, Eng- 
lish, French, and Italian marine, and 
with especial reference to the course of 
his own company. 

It is understood, naturally, that the in- 
terests of the Hamburg-American Line 
might be taken to be opposed to the cre- 
ation of an American marine that would 
be a rival to itself, but if we assume at 
the outset that this explains the motive 
of Mr. Boas in making his argument— 
though it is not necessarily his motive— 
that does not affect the value or signifi- 
eance of his facts. These are very inter- 
esting. Setting aside his general state- 
ments, correct as they nevertheless are, 
as to the entire failure of the subsidy 
system in France and Italy, and the im- 
mense success of the British system 
which embodies no subsidies of any im- 
portance, there remains the experience of 
his own line. This is an experience of 
marveféus progress without Government 
aid and without Government regulation 
and restriction. In 1900 the Hamburg- 
American Line constructed two steamers 
and placed them in the Fast Asian serv- 
ice, drawing the subsidy offered by the 
German Government. At the end of two 
years they were withdrawn, the company 
“ preferring to maintain its own service 
to Eastern Asia without Government re- 
strictions.’”” With this slight and tempo- 
rary exception the company has had no 
aid from the Government. 

In 1886, the beginning of the period for 
which the German Government has paid 
subsidies, the company had 26 ocean 
steamers, of 66,000 tons. In 1901, after 
fifteen years of independent work, in 
some lines in competition with subsi- 
dized vessels of its own nationality and 
of others, the company had 127 ships, of 
637,091 tons, engaged in all parts of the 
world on 35 different services. “ During 
its whole life,” says Mr. Boas, “it has 
received no subsidy from any source, 
with the single exception above noted.” 
The explanation of this result Mr. Boas 
thinks is found in the principle laid down 
by the Hamburg Merchants’ Society dis- 
cussing the question: of German subsi- 
dies: 

The growth and prosperity of national 
trade are, before all, created by the nat- 
ural talent and disposition of a _ people. 
Governmental measures, whether they con- 
sist in throwing artificial obstacles in the 
way of foreign competition or in direct sup- 
port of the national flag, may here and 
there bring temporary advantages to indi- 
vidual enterprises, but they will never b 
able permanently to raise and elevate the 
shipping interest. On the contrary, as ex- 
perience has shown in France, they para- 
lyze individual energy, and endanger the 
spirit of enterprise, and effect the decline, 
if not the ruin, of trade. In the interest of 
German commerce and of the national flag 
the Hamburg merchants most earnestly 


and respectfully pray that all Governmental 
measures for their protection be definitely 


set aside. s 

In short, it is a question of motive 
power. Enterprise, inspired with the 
hope of perman@mt gain, stimulated and 
tested by free competition, is a more 
trustworthy force than reliance on Gov- 
ernment favors. Here is the testimony 
of experience against the assumptions of 
theory. It agrees with the evidence of 
our own history. And iff a way it is even 
admitted by the present subsidy hunters 
who have practically abandoned the no- 
tion of subsidizing American shipyards 
and are pressing for grants to the specu- 
lators who can buy foreign-built ships 
and get Congress to vote money to run 
them. 


NO THOROUGHFARE. 


The insistence of one of the speakers at 
the dinner of those interested in aerial 
navigation that no one was privileged to 
write upon the pathway of mankind “ No 
thoroughfare ” was doubtless impressive, 
but not exactly convincing as applied to 
the pathway of the balloonatic. One may 
with entire propriety write ‘“ No thor- 


oughfare ” at the entrance of every path-— 


way which no one has thus far succeed- 
ed in following, and which, so far as can 
be judged from appearances, is not a 
pathway at all, but only an impenetrable 
tangle of thorns and brambles. To put 
up such a notice may be a kindly act, 
and whoever disregards it becomes his 
own fool and has his trouble for his 
rains. Prof. LANGLEY, who has given 
many years of a conspicuously brilliant 
life to building flyigg machines which did 
not fly, has made the discovery that for 
him, at least, this particular path is ‘‘ No 
thoroughfare,” and has said so very 
gracefully. He recognizes that life is not 
long enough to solve the ygroblem. 

The curious fact, however, is that there 
are still many bright and imaginative 
people who believe that the practical fly- 
ing machine is imminent. For example, 
Mr. JOHN BRISBEN WALKER permits him- 


self to go on record as a prophet in the 
fcllowing somewhat exuberant language: 


I am speaking, not fancifully,, but de- 
liberately, when I.say that I believe most 
confidently that the flying machine will be 
commercially available within twelve 
months. Not only will it furnish the cheap- 
est means of transportation, but the safest. 
I say this in the belief that it will be the 
only recognized method of transportation 
within twenty-five years. I say the safest 
means of transportation. How will there 
be any collisions? Your highways will be on 
different planes, one a thousand feet above 
the other, 


Twelve months would seem to be an 
inconveniently short time in which to 
accomplish results so remarkable, and to 
limit the life of existing railroads, steam- 
ships lines, and wheeled vehicles to 
twenty-five years or less would be dis- 
quieting to investors if they believed it. 

When gentlemen come together to pro- 
mote a gommon fad across the walnuts 
and the wine, there is no possible objec- 
tion to their indulging\in any amount of 
airy persiflage; but they should not ex- 
pect those who have not dined with them 
to take them quite seriously. 


GEORGE FRANCIS TRAIN. 

With the death of Grorch FRANCIS 
TRAIN a picturesque character disappears 
from contemporaneous history. His ca- 
reer was in many respects remarkable. 
He displayed great capacity in several 
lines pf business and made two or three 
fortunes; but an abnormal egotism im- 
paired his usefulness comparatively early 
in life and developed into a form of in- 
sanity which, perhaps assumed at the 
outset as an expression of an exaggerat- 
ed eccentricity, became fixed and domi- 
nated all the remainder of his life. His 
idea of happiness was to pose in the lime- 
light of public notice, and, failing to se- 
cure the measure of attention he desired 
by sane and normal actions, he had re- 
course to wild extravagances of speech 
and action. At no time, however, was he 
in a condition to justify his classification 
as a lunatic. He was able to think clear- 
ly, reason shrewdly, talk brilliantly, and 
display many of the attributes of sanity 
when it pleased him to do so. His life 
during its later years was extremely sim- 
ple and his pleasures pure and whole- 
some. He loved children and chose them 
for his companions. He spent most of his 
time out of doors, on a park bench, and if 
not happy he certainly endeavored to 
make the world believe that he was. His 
useful career ended about 1870. Since 
then he had been a harmless mountebank 
in politics and a source of more or less 
amusement to all who had had other 
than intimate relations with him, Few 
men have had a comparable experience, 
done as much, or accomplished as little 
for the lasting benefit of humanity. Such 
a life does not invite sympathy. Proba- 
bly he enjoyed every minute of it in his 
own way. ;

It may also be revealed 
that the source of this information is 
equally erudite and respectable, being none 
other than that experienced navigator of 
both sea and shore, Capt..Davip B. Ticz, 
known of many men in the Jerseys, and of 
many others scattered all over the Seven 
Oceans, as a narrator whose desire to in- 
terest his fellow-men is reasonably miti- 
gated by an instinctive preference for 
truth over any except the most innocent 
fancies. We are thus explicit in regard to 
this bird story and its origin because it 
would be a great comfort, after weather 
such as has prevailed for the past three 
weeks hereabout to believe that the robins 
and bluebjrds are again on tap, as it were, 
no further from New York than Manasquan. 
Even if we couldn't believe it ourselves 
in all its details, we would want other 
folks to have a chance to get consolation 
and hope out of it, for we will ever pray 
not to become skeptics of the fanatic-in- 
side-out sort who cannot let a neighbor's 
faith alone as long as he takes any com- 
fort in it. As for the robins, they can be— 
shall we say “ swallowed ”’?—without much 
difficulty. For the robin, though one of his 
names is Merula Migratoria, does his mi- 
grating in a desultory and haphazard way 
that makes his appearance at almost any 
place and in almost any season an easy 
possibility. He goes South in Winter, in- 
deed, but he stops as soon as he reaches 
endurable conditions, and when he starts 
from particularly inclement regions he is 
apt to be easily satisfied—by the cedars of 
Manasquan, perhaps. The bluebird, how- 
ever, is a bird of another color, in both the 
literal and the figurative sense. All the 
ornithologists agree that there is no non- 
sense about the migrations of Sialia Sialis, 
and that, though he comes back early in 
the Spring from Dixie Land or Mexico or 
the Bahamas, he doesn’t come back to any 
lifelike imitations of Nova Zembla in mid- 
winter. So, for our own part, Capt. Tice’s 
several bluebirds cast a gloom over his 300 
robins, and though we believe, it strains 
our believer a good deal to do it. Still, 
New Jersey is queer, and Manasquan is 
very queer, wherefore the tale may be 
true and Spring close at hand despite of 


everything! 


——Many and ingenious are the expedients 
of the Southern papers to square their con- 
sciences with their yearning for the con- 
struction of any canal across the Isthmus 
with the least possible delay. They resent 
reflectiohs on the morality of their posi- 
tion, especially by the Northern press, and 
yet they make very bad work of it when 
they attempt to reflect the reflections upon 
their critics by enumerating the Northern- 
ers who also defend the Panama exploit. A 
really interesting variant of the common 
course has been found by The Richmond 
News. That paper, after a laborious as- 
sumption that our remarks about the in- 
differentism of a part of the South in this 
matter are humorous, runs off on a curious 
tangent. ‘‘Our esteemed contemporary,” it 
says, “is on ‘high moral ground’ a thick- 
and-tHin opponent of ratification and ‘ sar- 


-kastikally’ argues that if Representative 


Joun SHARP WILLIAMS, the Democratic 
leader in the House, is ‘followed, the only 
and logical candidate of the Democracy for 
President will be THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 
Then THE Times gets serious, or thinks it 
gets serious, and declares that in this matter 
a question confronts the Nation which is 
more grave than the negro problem, viz.: 
‘The moral indifferentism of the Southern 
people.’ Fudge, that, and an amusing ex- 
ample of the meandering to which we have 
alluded. But all the same, consciously or 
unconsciously on the part of our ‘ sarkas- 
tikal’ genius, it is an admission as to the 
power of the South to dominate in National 
affairs and in directing the destinies of the 
Democratic Party, and one which she would 
indeed be derelict in her duty to herself, to 


the party, and to the coyntry not ‘to recog- 


nize and‘take advantage of to the utmost.” 
There, now, is a pretty suggestion! Exhor- 
tation to do right is taken as an admission 
of power and should be followed by an at- 
tempt to exercise, The logic is straight 
enough, but it cannot be very satisfactory 
in the night watches to Southern Pana- 
mists. 


——One of our correspondents, in arguing 
for the restoration of corporal puriishment 
in the public schools, admits that moral 
suasion is an: excellent thing in itself, but 
asserts that it is applicable to many only 
after they have first been taught by stripes 
to appreciate its beauties. At least that 
is what the -correspondent’s argument 
amounts to, and it is not an unfair sum- 
ming up of the following passage from the 
letter: ‘‘Some natures must be forced to 
obey; some must be made to recognize the 
law. It is only after you accomplish this 
that you have the fit material with which 
to work. You may then use moral.suasion 
and with what excellent results.’"’ But does 
government by physical force, maintained 
by the infliction of punishments of the 
bodily sort, create and nourish respect for 
the law and its representatives?, Undoubted- 
ly it is a way of getting along, but it affects 
action much more than character, and the 
reforms it produces are usually if not al- 
ways impermanent. Jail is for adults about 
what whipping is, for children, and yet the 
man who goes into prison a thief almost al- 
ways comes out unchanged, if it be not for 
the worse. Certainly a very large ma- 
jority -of released convicts are most un- 
promising subjects for the application of 
moral suasion, and it is generally recog- 
nized by everybody who does any thinking 
at all that there is something radically 
wrong about the whole system of imprison- 
ing for crime? It does, for a longer or 
shorter period, prevent the commission of 


‘crime by the imprisoned: criminal, but it 


doesn’t make him a good citizen once in a 
thousand times. The whipped children are 
improved oftener than that, probably, and 
yet whipping has passed out of fashion just 
as fast as the intelligent study of child 
nature has progressed, and the obvious 
tendency in all civilized countries is toward 
its complete abandonment in a future not 
very remote. Already there are many 
teachers who can do without it more than 
their predecessors did with it, and all who 
fail to win respect and command obedience 
under the new system are under a strong 
obligation to prove that they have not mis- 
taken their calling. 


——A “spite fence’ that has stood in San 
Francisco for twenty years is at last to 
come down, the man whom it was made to 
punish having died unconquered, and his 
heirs being willing to sell the land with 
which he refused to part except at what he 
considered its real value. In all stories of 
this kind there is satisfaction to be found in 
the fact that every ‘‘ spite fence’’ has two 
sides, and that one side is as troublesome to 
the man who erected the fence as is the 
other side to the man for whose injury it 
was erected. This, possibly, is the reason 
that not many “spite fences’’ are built. 
Were there a variety of them that was 
visible from only one direction to be in- 
vented, it is to be feared, with human nat- 
ure what it is, that barriers deserving that 
evilly significant name would be lamentably 
numerous in most parts of most countries.

“Given to 
any person in distress, they assure imme- 
diate visitation and relief. t 

The association’s services are in lke 
manner at the disposal of both the Char!i- 
ties Department and the Health Depart- 
ment of the city. Hospitals and dispensa- 
ries have a standing invitation to make use 
of it, and it receives many cases from them, 
Besides these extensive agencies of in- 
formation, the association gladly receives 
at its office, in the Charities Building, 
every day until 12 o’clock at night, direct 
appeals by individuals or families in dis- 


tress, or communications on behalf of 
others addressed to us by anybody what- 
soever. The churches and other philan- 
thropic societies are well acquainted with 
us. 

Finally a reputation for sixty years’ sym- 
pathetic treatment of the poor has made 
the association widely known throughout 
the city. The relief it gives is prompt and

United States Senator Thomas C. Piatt 
has been’ credited with saying that the 
Democratic Party was becoming sane, or 
words to a 1 effect, thereby implying 
that there was less likelihood of success 
to the Republican Party at the coming Na- 
tional election.

MUSIC IN THE CHURCHES. 


To the Editor of The New York .Times: 

A communication in your issue of to-day 
from J. S. Matthews, Morristown, N. J., on 
the subject of church music tempts me to 
reply. 

The “cantus planus,” anglice, plain song 
is not only the true church music, but is 
alone recognized and commended in every 
decree and law made by the Catholic 
Church from the days of Gregory the 
Great, in the sixth century, down to the 
present Pope, whose recent brief or ‘‘ Pro- 
prio Motu” on this matter speaks in most 
clear and uncompromising terms. 

If Mr. Matthews finds the chant ‘“ semi- 
barbarous” it is because he has never 
heard it well done, or perhaps he does not 
see the incongruity and impropriety of mu- 
sic that suggests anything but the ideas 
expressed in the words sung. Mozart had 
such an appreciation of the beauty of the 
Pater Noster of the Roman Missal that he 
is said to have wished to have had the fe- 
licity of composing it, and the melody has 
only a range of seven notes, mostly con- 
fined to four. 

That music ‘as an art” has improved 
and grown no one of course can deny, but 
this very development has led to the disre- 
gard of the “ lexorandi’’—the spirit of de- 


votion which ts demanded alike by the laws 
of the Church and the laws of good art. 
There is not one of the church composi- 
tions by the great masters—Mozart, Haydn, 
and the rest—that does not violate this 
law, while interesting, ingenious, and cred- 
itable purely as compositions. They were 
written at a period of debased ecclestas- 
tical art, and for imperial and royal chap- 
els, where devotional propriety was not 
alone cofisidered. 

Let me remind Mr. Matthews that in the 
Catholic Church the music is an integral 
part of the liturgy, that the choir is so in- 
timately connected with the service that 
originally, and for many centuries, clerics 
only —— therein, and that the modern 
organ loft over the church door, the pres- 
ence of women, and the unseemly use of 
dramatic “ profane ’" melody are modern 
inventions in defiance of all ecclesiastical 
law. In this matter the Protestant Episco- 
palians, with exclusively male choirs and 
the glorious, devotional choral chant, in 
whic the tradition of pre-Reformation 
days has been preserved, more creditably 
conform than do the Roman Catholics in 
this country. _  E. FRANCIS RIGGS.

FEAR SENATOR FRYE’S BILL. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: : 
We beg to call your attention to Senator 
Frye’s bill, bearing on the matter of con- 
fining transportation of, goods between the 
Philippines and the United States to Ameri- 
can vessels, on and after July 1,* 1904. 

In this connection, we would state that 
such a course would be practically the 
ruination to one of the largest and most im- 
portant industries in this country, i. e., the 
manufacture of rope and binder twine. Of 
binder twine this country last year pro- 
duced about 115,000 tons, at an average 
selling price of 12 cents per pound, which 
twine was used for local consumption as 
well as exportation to Argentina, Rus- 
sia, England, Germany, France, and Aus- 
tralia. As matters now stand, we are ahead 
of any other country in this commodity, 
but the provisions of this bill would simply 
mean the shutting down of cordage milis 
in the United States. This is not a local 
question, inasmuch as there are cordage 
mills extending east and west from 'Frisco 
to Boston, and north and south from Port- 
land, Ore,, to Galveston. They represent 
millions of dollars of capital and the em- 
ployment of thousands of men. Should it 
be necessary to get binder twine from for- 
eign countries, it would mean an addition- 
al cost to our farmers of probably $4,000,- 
000 per annum. Beside this, the increased 


cost on Manila drilling cables for oil and 
gas well operators would practically put 
them out of business. This would affect 
New York, Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 
Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky, Kansas, Texas, 
and California. We feel that the whole 
matter is a case of the people versus a 
shipping trust, the trust representing a few 
unprofitable, boats, and the people repre- 
senting thousands of workmen and millions 
of farmers and oil well owners, operators, 
and contractors, to say nothing of the vast 
amount af cordage used in mining, trans- 
mission of power, &c. 

We wish you would use your powerful 
influence to the full extent to kill this bill. 
It 1s certainly unjust, and would have a 
terrible effect should it become law.

It is not to be supposed that the practice 
of calling out the occupants at any 
during the occupancy of buildings could 
be applied to theatres in a like pea 
cuous way to school buildings. uch & 
practice would burden the measure with’ 
a breaking load. It would seem that \ 
desired end could be attained without dis- 
turbing audiences while plays wefe in 
progress. But the suggestion tentatively 
made elsewhere ought to have wide and 
ersistent emphasis, in the writer’s opin- 
on, that there would be a large factor of 
protection in people being accustomed to 
expeditiously vacating theatres by the 
egos exits at the final drop of the 
curtain.

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“PARSIFAL” IN PAINTINGS 


Scenes on Canvas from Wagner’s 
Long-Distance Opera. 


Marcius-Simons, American Pupil of 


Vibert, Brings Over the Beireuth 
Stage in Eight Chapters. 


A series of eight paintings at the Knoed- 
ler Galries may interest Wagnerians who 
have never been to Baireuth, since they 
represent the endeavor of an American 
painter long domiciled in France to sum 
up the great opera “ Parsifal’’ in as many 
scenes. These are not realistic in the sense 
that the artist has taken the stage exactly 
as it looks at a certain moment in each act, 
together with all who happen to be there 
at the time; for he has used his judgment in 
omitting figures that are not essential to 
the composition, but he does attempt to 
place the Baireuth stage before one during 
the course of the long spectacular opera in 
a way to keep the thread of the plot. Be- 
sides this, he supplies a libretto entitled 
** Parsifal Tone Pictures,” in which he gives 
a synopsis of the story told by gorgeous 
scenery and Wagnerian music. 

Something should be said of the artist, 
Rince he is very little known on this side 
of the ocean. He is an American who 
studied at Paris under Vibert, and is some- 
times spoken of as the only pupil Vibert 
ever had. His early pictures were genre 
works in Vibert’s style, but some years 
ago he began to show imaginative canvases 
entirely. different from those which gave 
Vibert a reputation only second to 
Géréme’s, and some of these have been seen 
in New York. They are not unlike the 
“‘Parsifal Tone Pictures’? now on exhibi- 
tion, and suggest a colorist like Monticelli 
much more than a clever anecdotist like 
Vibert. But they suggest Monticelli with a 
wide difference. 

The scenes include the opening narrative 
of Gurnemanz, and the love feast in the 
first act with Parsifal and Kundry in the 
shadowy foreground iooking on at the meet- 
ing of the Knights in the temple, just as 
Amfortas places the Holy Grail upon the 
altar. The rays from ‘the Grail tinge the 
golaen eng ep of the temple with a 
ruddy hue. Then ¢omes the incantation of 
Klingsor, the magician, who casts from his 
uplifted hands a fiery stream on Kundry, 
followed by a large canvas representing the 
flcwer maidens in Klingsor’s magic gar- 
den, the temptress lying extended to the 
right in a voluptuous attitude, Parsifal 
standing in the centre, surrounded by the 
maidens, his arms crossed over his bare 
chest, his attitude that of St. Anthony un- 
der temptation. Klingsor emerges from the 
flowers as he stands poising the spear red 
with Christ’s blood. 

The fifth canvas shows us Parsifal in 
heavy armor, standing among brambles and 
rocks, against a landscape of lofty mount- 
ains and deep valleys, with the Gralsburg 
emerging from clouds about the peak as 
the sun strikes its towers. Parsifal has an 
enormous iron shield, great iron shoes, a 
helmet, and even iron gauntlets such as 
Were used only in tournaments; the blcod- 
red spear rises behind his shield, which is 
set upright before him on the ground. 
Next comes the “Spell of Good Friday,” 
with Kundry, a repentant Magdalen, drying 
Parsifal’s feet with her hair, and Gurne- 
manz baptizing him. Near the Gralsburg 
on the peak is a rainbow. ‘The seventh 
picture shows the power of the blood- 
stained spear in healing Amfortas, who 
seems to be kissing the magic weapon 
which cures the old festering wound. ‘The 
last picture is ‘‘ The Redeemer,” when the 

* angejlg fill the scene to right and left, as 

Titurel lies dead on the bier and Kundry 
sinks dcwn. 

On the frames under each canvas the 
leading motifs of the opera have been writ- 
ter, so that musical people who can follow 
@ score have, besides the pictured scene 
above, another guide to the complete un- 
derstanding of each composition. 

Owing, perhaps, to the necessity Mr. 
Simons felt to keep as closely as the task 
he set himself allows to the background 
and surroundings as they are seen at Bai- 
reuth, the effect is decidedly theatrical; 
it is scene painting on a finer scale. One 
thinks of very elaborate studies for the 
guidance of scenic artists, and that is not 
at all what the painter desired. What we 
should feel is the grandeur of the music 
and the pathos of the story—our hearts 
being touched by way of another art, that 
of painting. Unfortunately Mr. Sirhons 
has given us either too much or too little. 
Had he been a great master the color 
scheme and vigor of composition might 
have hit the mark and forced us to ad- 
mire, notwithstanding the number and 
variety of figures and objects presented. 
That these act in a confusing, disconcert- 
ing way might be gathered from the fact 
that the most pleasing canvas of the eight 

the small one in which Parsifal in 
armor so completely dominates the scene 
that the rest of the picture does not ob- 
trude, but its various parts come to us 
afterward, 

On the other hand, had he been content 
to forego the scenic background and con- 
centrate on a few figures, each by itself, 
giving them the rapid, summary treat- 
ment of modern impressionism, it may be 
that the best results would have been ob- 
tained. As it is, he falls between two 
stools. These pictures of an opera leave 
one cool. The handling is not such as to 
extort admiration for the technical 
maéstria of the artist. 

The title of ‘“‘ tone pictures” is a trifle 
misleading, but that is not the artist’s 


fault; it is his misfortune. Tone is just 
what the canvases lack. Some of the reds 
which Mr. Simons employs are of fatal 
harshness, just as it was with Vibert in 
his later days, when he had lost the faculty 
he once possessed of making a cardinal 
ot an agreeable redness as to his robes. 
If, then, we are made to think of Monti- 
celli when first gazing on these pictures, it 
is only to note that Marcius-Simons lacks 
the prime beauty in that eccentric artist’s 
dream pictures—a deep-lying feeling for 
tonal qualities, a feeling that made him 
sacrifice pretty much everything else in 
order to indulge his natural bent without 
hindrance. Nothing of this here. It looks 
like intellectual color work. the painting 
of a man not born for such brush work, 
but striving to attain by a deliberate 
method the results that only wait on those 
in whom color is an instinct.

Really well-done plates among the inex- 
pensive ones are the game plates with a 
single animal on each. These have a high 
glaze. There are six different designs to be 
found, the chanticleer, peacock, swan, 
pheasant, &c. The swan is one of the best, 
with a light background and cattails in it. 
These plates are $6 a dozen, and, like other 
fancy plates, are useful in many ways.

One can get Welsh rabbit sets at wonder- 
fully reasonable prices, and the pottery 
with the more solid styles of decoration is 
the most attractive for these. One of the 
sets is in an old Dutch design, with a line 
of rabbits playing tag around the edge of 
plates and dishes, and cost only $5.75 the 
set. This includes the twelve plates, a 
round dish, and a platter. There are other 
sets with the rabbits occupying the centres 
of the dishes that cost the same. 

*,* 

People who are furnishing country houses 
find these pretfy, decorative, and inex- 
pensive potteries useful, One lot of plates 
that will please the animal lovers has a 
design of a cat with a peacock feather upon 
each one. These are $3 a dozen.

There is a big Dutch rose design plate 
that is $2 a dozen, and different styles of 
peates in reproductions of old English, 


utch, and Rouen designs sell for from 25 

cents up for decorative purposes.

Very delightful in the English art pottery 
is the Royal Barum ware, and among other 
pieces are the bird jugs designed by F. Car- 
ruthers Gould. These are tall, slender 
things, the birds in a straight, soldier-like 
attitude, sharp-headed, sharp-billed, the 
bill in some instances raised almost straight 
and always forming the nose of the jug. 
They are particularly good in the dar 
green ppttery. They are not inexpensive, 
and a small one four or five inches high 
will cost $1.50.

Everything in the grotesque line “‘ goes”’ 
these days. That does not speak well per- 
haps for the improvement in the taste of 


the people, but many of the things are in- 
teresting. All kinds of jugs are to be found 
among the grotesques, and they cost large- 
ly according to the colors in them. One of 
the best, however, in an “imp” jug is all 
brown, It is delightful, more reasonable 
in cheng than most, and costs only 75 cents. 
A blue “imp ”’ jug costs $1.25, and one in 
colors $1.75. What is known as the “ little 
nigger ”’ jug a hair-raising affair, can also 
be had for $1.75.

Grotesque dats and dogs cost much or 

little, according to their design. A nice 


‘‘ rubber-necked "' cat of medium size can 
be bought for $1.75, and people seem never 
to tire of these nightmare creatures.

Ada Rehan Triumphs Again as 
Kate the Shrew. 


Otis Skinner and a Capable Company in 
the Daly Version of “ The Taming of 
Shrew "—George Grossmith in 
His Burlesques of Musical 
and Social Fads. 


If, as has so often been charged, the 
American playgoing public is fickle and for- 
getful of its familiar favorites, then it has 
made an exception, and a most honorable 
exception, in the case of Miss Ada Rehan 
and the choice pieces of the old Daly reper- 
tory which she is reviving at the Lyric 
Theatre. At the midweek performance last 
evening gallery and balcony were crowded, 
while the floor, with the exception of a few 
seuts at the very back, was filled with a 
fashionable and representative Metropoli- 
tan audience. In this lean theatrical year 
this amounts to a positive triumph. 

There was a salvo of applause when Miss 
“Rehan appeared, and the striking passages 
of this most striking of her parts were 
greeted with outbursts of the very genuine 
enthusiasm. No old playgoer who values 
the warmest and most inspiring memories 
of the past decades can afford to miss the 
present occasion, and it is evident that few 
are doing so. 

*,* 

To say that Miss Rehan shows no trace 
of the past years and of the melancholy 
dissolution of the company with which her 
life must always be identified, would be a 
work of mistaken loyalty. The merely 
physical attributes of popularity are on the 
wane, but the impetuous and commanding 
spirit is there, the firm-voice and the mas- 
terly authority with which she reads her 
lines—above all, the old infectious smile 
and the exuberant genius of comedy. 

High art may be recommended by girlish 
freshness and bloom, but it is a thing quite 
by itself. Take away adventitious charms 
with which she used to entrance the feel- 
ing and the unfeeling alike—take them all 
away—and to the discerning eye the spirit 
of the master is still there as clear and 
salient as ever. There was no forced senti- 
ment in the enthusiasm last night, only the 
sane and loyal delight jin delightful art. 

*,* 

Mr, Otis Skinner's Petruchio is not the 
work of a master comedian, but it is in- 
formed by high intelligence and even force. 
It is manly and, in spite of the necessary 
boisterousness, gentlemanly. If it does not 
illuminate the part it in no way obfuscates 
it, and as Shakesperean interpretations 
now go, this is a very great deal. George 
Clarke’s Sly is lacking in unction, as his 
work has always been. Not even con- 
tinuous draughts from the can_ quite 
quench its dryness. Yet it is in the old 
and scholarly manner, and is worthy of 
the applause it got. One of the freshest 
and most captivating bits of the evening 
is the Lucentio, Walter Hale. 

*,* 

As for the Daly “‘ rearrangement” of the 
play, with its. violent omissions, trans- 
positions and additions out of the whole 
cloth of ‘modern preconception, it is in 
place, if such things are ever in place, in 
this rough Elizabethan farce, the main 
idea of which is un-Shakespearean, and the 
very lines of which are, in a great meas- 
ure, not by the master hand. There were 
places in which the changes resulted in 
very positive harm; but there were others, 
and these were perhaps in the majority, in 
which the points were more effectively 
made and the fun sensibly augmented. One 
was forced to admit, somewhat unwilling- 
ly, it must be confessed, that Shakespeare 
himself would not have repudiated much of 
the ‘‘ rearrangement.”’ 

Above all it is to be insisted on that the 
play is nothing if not amusing. The house 
sputtered and even roared with laughter 
from curtain to curtain, in a way that very 
few houseserespond to even the latest and 
most modern theatrical merriment. Shakes- 
peare has become the rarest of birds on 
Broadway, and those of the new generation 
who miss the present revival will miss a 
rare chance for amusement and edification. 

*,* 

For almost two hours in his current per- 
formance at Mendelssohn Hall Mr. George 
Grossmith keeps his audience amiably 
amused by his caperings on the piano, on 
the stage, and on his still small, if some- 
what unconscionable, voice. As usual, what 
he calls his humorous recital is a broad 
but none the less pointed burlesque on 
the fads and foibles of the hour, in music, 
acting, and social customs without man- 
ners. 

Among other trifles he shows how a 
popular barrel-organ tune, “* Dolly Gray,” 
haunted his mind and chirruped its way 
into the various numbers of the concerts 
and operas by means of which he sought 
to drive it out. With fingers tripping over 
the keyboard he shows how to his obsessed 
ear the strident measures of Sousa’s “ El 
Capitain”’’ lilted into the caperings of 
“Dolly Gray”; how the cavatina of 
‘“‘Faust”’’ melted into ‘‘ Dolly Gray,” and 
chorus bellowed ‘“ Dol- 
ly Gray.” Then, as he relates, he went 
to the wedding of a maiden aunt, and 
the ‘‘Lohengrin’’ and the Mendelssohn 
marches, each in its own way, succumbed 
to the strains of the all-pervading tune. 
It is a deft and deliciously surprising feat 
of musical dexterity. 

*,* 

Another taking skit is on the kinemato- 
graph. He shows how while being photo- 
graphed he deported himself with his usual 
dignified demeanor and impeccable plat- 
form presence, and then he, shows the 
rapid fire of the jerks and gestures of 
locomotor ataxia which resulted in the 
music hall exhibition of it all. There are 
skits on masculine treadings on skirts, on 
feminine crossings of roads; an automo- 
bile song entitled ‘‘Oh, Dear, What Can the 
Motor Be!” and a whist song, ‘ Going 
a-Bridging, Sir, She Said.’’ 

One of the three numbers of the pro- 
gramme is devoted entire to telling how to 
write a musical comedy, a subject which hig 
own experience in leading Gilbert and Sulli- 
van pieces amply qualifies him to treat. One 
after another he pays his respects to actors 
in recent popular pieces. 

There is an imitation of how people at 
the theatre who think it undignified to 
be amused manage to suppress their laugh- 
ter. And then there is a lecture on how a 


husband can, if he will, make himself 
popular even in his own household—a broad 
satire on masculine suppression. The man- 
ner in which this is received suggests a 
subject which Mr. Grossmith has as yet 
neglected. It is, “‘ How the American Hus- 
band on Hearing His Pusilanimity Satirized 
Pretends That He Is Amused.’’

Mr. Grossmith’s comicalities, however 
grotesque, are always founded on observa- 
tion and shrewd semse, and are no doubt 
destined to be heard at many social gath- 
erings during the remainder of the season,

“THE MAGIC FLUTE” IN ITALIAN 


Mozart's fairy opera was turned back 
into an Italian opera again last evening 
when it was given as “Il Flauto Magico” 
at the Metropolitan Opera House. The 
change involved a number of changes in 
the cast, some of which were for the bet- 
ter; but it was made still clearer than it 
was last week that the German perform- 
ance as ‘‘Die Zauberflite,’’ in the form 
in which Mozart wrote it, presents it in the 
freer and more vivacious spirit which be- 
longs to it, because of the greater rapidity 
of the spoken dialogue. The performance 
last evening, however, went with fewer 
mishaps than the German performance 
of a week ago. Mr. Mottl again conducted, 


and infused life and vigor into the repre- 
sentation that it had not had under the 
old dispensation. Mme. Sembrich as As- 
triffiamente was in brililant voice, and 
sang that intolerably difficultemusic sup- 
erbly; Mme, Gadski was again the Pamina, 
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‘Mr. ~one the Tamino, and Mr. Reiss the 
ene os, and all four were quite as 
effective. in the Italian as in the German 
Mr. Campanari came back to his 
old part of Papageno, in which he dis- 
plays inimitable gayety, and Mr. Plangon, 
whose appearances this season have been 
fewer than admirers of his beautiful sing- 
ing ‘would have them, came back to his 
mt of Sarastro. He sang the music well, 
ut his voice lacks the lowest notes of 
the part.

City Council May Modify Its New Ordi- 
nance—Testimony at Iroquois 
Inquest. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 20.—It is probable that 
the City Council next Monday night will 
again consider and revise the new theatre 
ordinance. A meeting between the theatre 
managers and a special committee of the 
Aldermen will be held later in the week. 
There is a general feeling among the Alder- 
men that the essentials demanded of the 
theatres are too stringent. 

Edwin H. Price, manager of ‘‘ Mr. Blue 
Beard,” at the Iroquois inquest to-day said 
he frequently has seen Inspectors exam- 
ining exits in other places, during the 
progress of performances, but never at 
the Iroquois. 

David Jones, a2 mason foreman for the 
Fuller Construction Company, was the star 
witness of the afternoon. It was he who 
removed the skylights from the theatre on 
the day following the fire. When asked 
why he had removed the skylights, he said 
they were afraid the glass would fall down 
and hurt somebody on the stage. 

‘‘What business was it of yours to tear 
down any portion of that building,’ asked 
Coroner Traeger, ‘‘even if it was danger- 


ous? Don’t you know _that work belongs 
to the police and Fire Departments? Isn't 
it a fact that you were sent there to de- 
stroy evidence?" 

“No, Sir. I was not sent there by any- 
body. I went of my own accord.”

WORK OF CONSUMERS’ LEAGUE. 


The Rev. Dr. Jefferson Talks to the Or- 
ganization of Hardships of 
Business Life. 


In his speech before the Consumers’ 
League of New York, which held its an- 
nual meeting at 156 Fifth Avenue yester- 
day, the Rev. Dr. Charles A. Jefferson, 
pastor of the Broadway Tabernacle, talked 
of modern business men and their methods. 

‘“‘You are all familiar, I know,"’ Dr. Jef- 
ferson said, ‘‘ with the nobility of Antonio, 
his generosity, his nobleness, And then I 
know you are also familiar with Shylock, 
hard as flint. They typify the two kinds 
of business men in the world to-day—the 
noble and those who are selfish. 

“You have heard, it may be, the sneer 
which some persons attach to the mere 
word ‘commercialism.’ I attach no sneer 
to it. I know of merchants who are as 
noble as any in any walk of life. You need 
but look down the list of great benefaec- 
tors to see merchants’ names high up on 
the list, and very numerous. But as a 
minister I have heard them talk, heard 
them tell how difficult it was, with the 
keen competition which confronts them, to 
live up to their ideal. So it occurs that 
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instead of men they are compelled to en- 
Zage women because they are cheaper; 
then they are compelled to engage young 
women because they are cheaper than old 
ones; then they are compelled to engage 
girls because they are cheaper still, and 
then they are compelled to engage very 
young girls, because they are the cheapest 
of all. It is not true that they like it, this 
condition which makes this sort of a thing 
peoeumary. They are simply forced to it or

MR. TRAIN’S BODY ON VIEW. 
Many Children Visit Mortuary Chapel— 


Arrangements for Interment To-day. 


About 150 persons, a third of them chil- 
dren, accompanied by their parents, were 
waiting to view the body of George Francis 
Train, who died at the Mills Hotel No. 1, 
in Bleecker Street, Monday night, at the 
undertaking establishment of Stephen Mer- 
ritt and Frank E. Campbell, at 241 and 243 
West Twenty-third Street, last night, when 
the doors were opened at 6 o’clock. Many 
of the little ones carried blossoms bought 
with hard-earned pennies which they laid 
beneath the casket. 

After the first crowd there was a steady 
stream into the mortuary chapel for an 
hour or more, and then the visitors fell 
off until at 10 o’clock there was only an 
occasional caller, who paused for a minute 
or two to look upon the coffined face. 
Three or four carriages stopped in the 
early evening, while their occupants en- 
tered, but most of those who came, apart 
from the many who were evidently mere 
curiosity seekers, were apparently poor 
men, 

The body rested in a handsome casket 


of quartered oak, with antique silver trim- 
mings, and was surrounded by many floral 
tributes. A pillow from Moses King and 
his wife bore the inscription, ‘* Genius, 
Philanthropist, Patriot.’’ Ex-Mayor George 
P. Bemis. of Omaha sent a tall cross of 
roses and a telegram stating that lameness 
alone prevented him from hurrying to the 
bier of his cousin, whom he served as pri- 
vate secretary for forty years. The body 
will remain on view until 1:30 o’clock this 
afternoon, when it will be taken to Green- 
wood for interment in the family vault. 

There will be a service of song and @ 
dirge as it is carried out, and late last night 
Undertaker Campbell said there might be 
a eulogy, but this had not been settled. 
Many telegrams and letters of condolence, 
among them several cable messages, ar- 
rived yesterday, but the names of the send- 
ers were refused at the request of Mr. 
Train’s relatives. 

Private funeral services were held two 
hours before the crowd was admitted. Mrs, 
Susan M. T. Gulager of New Rochelle, 
Mr. Train’s daughter; a few relatives, and 
a very few invited friends, among them be- 
ing Robert B. Roosevelt and two represen= 
tatives of the de Peyster family, being all 


who were admitted. 

Dr. Carleton Simon, Mr. Train’s friend 
and physician,’ and Dr. Edward Spitzka 
examined Mr. Train's brain yesterday, but 
would make no statement as to their con- 
clusions,

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THE AUTOMOBILE SHOW | 


Free Rides in Demonstrating Cars 
: Resiricted to Buyers. 


Many Sales of Big Machines Being 
Made—Novel Features in a New 
Steam Vehicle. 


It was a busy day at the automobile show 
yesterday for the demonstrating automo- 
biles that virtually make up the open-air 
exhibit just outside of Madison Square Gar- 
den. While the big show is in progress in- 
Side the building there is a very active feat- 
ure of the exhibit outside. These demon- 
Strating cars are the vehicles kept in readi- 
ness, with skilled chauffeurs, to take par- 
ties who seem inclined to’ buy on a short 
tour about the city. On the Fourth Avenue 
Side of the Garden a long line of automo- 
blies, from the light, single-seat runabout 
to the big touring tonneau cars may be 

, Seen every day. 

The warmer weather yesterday made 
these free cars more popular, and as a re- 
sult the demand for a demonstrating run 
was so keen that in many instances these 
supposedly sure buyers actually ran for 
their particular vehicle as it was seen draw- 
ing up to the curb. 

“Must take a lot of deadheads along who 
think it great fun to get a free ride,’’ said 
@ne of the spectators to a chauffeur, as the 
latter was waiting for his party. 

“That’s where the deadhead finds he’s 
mistaken, if he tries to beat us,’’ was the 

“*Some of the cars that sell 
under $1,000 probably get stuck occasion- 
ally, but it is easy now to tell whether an 
inquirer really intends to put up $2,000 or 
more for an automobile such as we show. 
Our pasSengers are all brought out from the 
Garden by one of the salesmen or agents. 
In each case the names and addresses of 
the persons are taken who think they might 
buy, and if they pass the. muster of the 
Salesmen it is safe to assume that they are 
practical automobilists. The young man in 
the show booth can tell in two minutes 
whether a person understands enough of the 
machine that is being shown to warrant 
the belief that he really contemplates buy- 
ing. Of course, all do not buy, but they 
are studying the type of machine we show 
critically and are the kind of people we like 
to interest. The deadhead will have to put 
up a tremendous bluff to get a free ride 
just for the fun of the thing.” 

One of the biggest cars of the show, but 
which is in the open-air section, is a huge 
automobile ‘bus, modeled after the London 
Plan of omnibuses, with cross seats on top, 
access to which is obtained by a spiral 
stairway in the rear. Inside the, automobile 
is attractively fitted up. It carries thirty- 
five persons, and a number of sightseers 
who showed enough interest in this thor- 
Oughly up-to-date "bus to ask questions, 
were invited to take a ride around the 
block. Those on top said it furnished the 
best opportunity to see the sights that they 
had discovered in a long time. The mechan- 
ism of the vehicie is a combination of gaso- 
line and electricity, and the makers say 
that it charges itself with electricity while 
in motion. It is of twenty-horse power, and 
will run from ten to twelve miles an hour. 
A similar automobile bus has recently been 
put in use in London. 

While the steam motor cars are decidedly 
in the minority in the present show, there 
is one in the cellar of the Garden that is 
attracting almost as much attention as any 
of the new models in gasoline or electricity. 
The car on exhibit is the only one that has 
been made thus far, and is the result of 
about two years of experiment. The firm 
cannot even show a demonstrating car and 
does not promise deliveries on orders before 
May, yet the value in which this car is 
held by practical automobilists may be 
Seen from the fact that $400 over the ask- 
ing price—$2,500~—was’ offered for the ma- 
chine last Sunday by a man who was going 
to Bermuda and wanted the car sent there 
at once, if possible. One of the attractive 
features about the car is that when the 
fire is lighted it may be left standing for 
hours, it necessary, and it will maintain, 
automatically, the same water level and 
the same boiler pressure, ready to start at 
& moment’s notice by simply turning the 
lever, The car is noiseless, and it has a 
large tube boiler under the seat. It will run 


about 150 miles on one charge of fuel and 
water. Kerosense is used for fuel, and only 
a small quantity is needed, and no odor is 
emitted. 

The big 16-20 Italian gasoline automobile 
in the basement is commanding more at- 
tention every day. This car is built in 
‘Burin, and an effort is just being made to 
import the make to this country. Five 
have been sold since the opening of the 
show, and they call for a comfortable sum 
of money, ($6,700,) while a sixty-horse pow- 
er machine which is soon to be brought 
over will cost $13,000. Among the pur- 
chasers were a daughter of Heber Bishop 
Dr. Lewis Morris, and Charles O. Gates. It 
is a fine-looking car, and among its con- 
veniences is a foot pedal that controls all 
the functions of the motor. It is this make 
of cars that will be used entirely to repre- 
sent Italy in the coming Gordon-Bennett 
international race. 

In the restaurant, where most of the for- 
eign vehicles are displayed, the big German 
machines are looked at with curious and 
critical interest by admiring crowds 4ll 
day long. W. Gould Brokaw has purchased 
two of these cars since the opening of the 
show, one a 100-horse-power machine sim- 
ilar to young Vanderbilt's, and the other a 
richly upholstered eighteen-horse power 
brougham. The price of the big car was 
$25,000. Edwin Hawley, H. Clay Pierce, 
W. F. Rainey, and R. A. Rainey, the two 
latter from Cleveland, have each bought a 
sixty-horse-power car costing $18,000, and 
-Col. L. C. Weir of this city purchased one 
of forty-five-horse power yesterday. 

A novelty in a hansom cab is shown by a 
company that has manufactured it from 
designs by L. P. Mooers, who was one of 
this country’s representatives in the Gor- 
don-Bennett race last year. The hansom 
cab is uniqte in appearance. It has a four- 
cylinder motor, which develops twenty-four 
horse power, and could stand a long coun- 
try tour as well as city riding. ‘Instead of 
having a door at the back or side, as is cus- 
stomary, it has its door in front, the dame 
as in ordinary handsoms. The door is in 
two sections and slides back in grooves.

AMATEUR RUNNERS SUSPENDED 


For Competing in Schuylkill Navy Un- 
sanctioned Cross-Country Contest. 


The Atlantic Association of the Amateur 
Athletic Union has had considerable discus- 
sion over the competition of members of 
boat clubs in athletic events open to several 
boat clubs, the Atlantic Association, main- 
taining that such a competition being open 
to two or more organizations, is an open 
event and therefore comes under the rule 
of the Amateur Athletic Union requiring 
sanction. Two cross-country runs were 
held by the Schuylkill Navy, one on 
Thanksgiving Day, 1902, and the other on 
last Thanksgiving Day. The Registration 
Committee of the Atlantic Association, be- 
fore taking final action, conferred with the 
officials in the National Association of 
Amateur Oarsmen, and then referred the 
matter to the Board’ of Managers of the 
Atlantic Association.

RULES FOR SCHOOL ATHLETICS. 


In Future All Public School Meets Must 
Be Sanctioned. 


Committee of the Public 
School Athletic League has made a very 
important ruling that will have a bearing 
on all future contests that are going to be 
held in conjunction with athletic club 
meets where the events open to the 
Public School Athletic teams or 
individuals. 

At a recent meeting of the High School 
Athletic League it was unanimously de- 
cided to insist that all school boy events 
be sanctioned. Dr. Luther Halsey Gulick 
was instructed to formulate a rule gov- 
erning the sanction of the school boy 


events. 

At a meeting of the Games Committee 
yesterday, it was unani sly decided that 
all public schools givin® athletic events 
must obtain from Dr. Luther Halsey Gulick 
a sanction for the same. There will be no 
charge whatever for the sanction, but the 
public school athletic officials feel it in- 
cumbent upon them to insist that the rules 
be lived up to in every way in so far as 
the eligibility of the contestants is con- 
cerned. ' 4 

The following are the conditions under 
which sanction is to be given: 

A club or organization giving a public school 
event must secure the sanction before announc- 
ing same. 

The conditions under which the race will be 
held must be printed plainly on the entry blank. 

Five days before the event takes place the

All protests as-to eligibility, &c., will be settled 
by the Games Committee of the Public Schools 
Athletic League. 

When an’ event is sanctioned and prizes duly 
announced, the event must be run and prizes 
awarded according to announcement.

BAIL IN SILK CASE 


Importer Fails to Appear for Trial 
or Send Excuse. 


Is Now In Europe—it Is Said That Cor- 
poration Will Conduct the 
Business. 


The bond-of A. S. Rosenthal, head of the 
silk importing firm of A: 8. Rosenthal, who 
with his partner, Martin L. Cohn, and 
Charles C. Brown, formerly an examiner of 
silk in the Appraiser’s Stores, is under 
indictment for conspiracy to defraud the 
United States Government, was forfeited 
by Judge Thomas in the United States 
Circuit Court yesterday. 

It has "been ‘known for some time that 
Rosenthal was in Europe, but his counsel 
and his partner have stoutly maintained 
all-aiong that he would be here for trial. 
When he failed to appear yesterday morn- 
ing his counsel, A. J. Dittenhoefer, said 
that he understood thét Mr. Rosenthal was 
Getained in Europe. by, the serious illness 
of lis wife, and that he was ill himself. He 
asked for time to produce him, but when 
quéstioned by Judge Thomas declared that 
he‘ had had no direct communication ‘with 
Resenthal, and only knew of the facts al- 
leged through his partner, to whom he 
had written. Judge Thomas said: 

“Mr. Rosenthal was here when the case 
was set for trial for to-day, and he placed 
himself outside the jurisdiction of this court 
without permission. He has not even com- 
municated with his counsel or furnished 
thém the proper papers to show that he is 
justifiably detained. His bond stands for- 
feited.”’ 
At the request of Charles Strauss for 
the bonésmen, Judge.Thomas consented to 
defer summary action on the bond for a 
reasonable time. The sureties are “Leo 
Schlesinger, who is on the bond for £20,000, 
and Charles A. Wimpfheimer for $10,000. 

Judge Thomas then decided to take up the 
trial of Cohn and Brown as soon as the 
cage on which he was then engaged was 
finished.

Paying for Panama. 

There has been a great deal of talk about 
the effect which the impending Panama 
payments Will have on the Spring exchange 
markets, but in this connection it is merely 
necessary to say that in exchange circles 
it is understood that the method of making 
the remittances has already been arranged, 
and the effect on exchange rates discount- 
ed. Several large banks which may be 
expected to act as the Government's agents 
are believed to have secured options on 
enough exchange for future ‘delivery to 
cover the whole amount of $40,000,000 which 
will have to be paid to the French stock- 
holders of the canal company. When the 
time comes that the remittances have to 
be made the Government will probably 
deposit with the remitting banks a species 
of “yellow ticket”’ which can be passed 
through the Cle®ring House in settlement 
of the credit balances of the New York 
Sub-Treasury. In this way $40,000,000 
which would otherwise have been locked 
up in the Treasury vaults will be gradually 
released for the use of the New York 
money market. The real effect of the en- 
tire transaction will be the absorption of 
$40.000,000 of our foreign credit against the 
release :of $40,000,000 cash gold now lying 
idle in the Treasury. — FRANKLIN

Gries that business is slow with them, and they 
nuturally hesitate about additional purchases. 
Still the tonnage, almost entirely for the first 
quarter, is fair 

A number of the leading Southern interests 
continue to work on a plan to: harmonize the 
recent differences and to reach some common 
ground for prices. Some interest in the move- 
ment has been taken by high officials of the 
United States Steel Corporation, but the infer- 
ences drawn therefrom that the corporation is 
seeking control are ridiculous, The officials in 
questicn are personally interested in one of the 
Scuthern companies, and have participated in 
conferences merely in their private capacity. 

In the East there has been a little mrre de- 
mand for basic and low phosphorus pig from 
the steel works, whose business has improved 
scmewhat. The latter has sold at $18 and $18.50 
for round lots. 

There has been some inquiry for foreign ferro- 
manganese, which has sold lately at $42 and 
$42.50 delivered, 

The deadlock in the steel rail trade continues, 
but it looks as though the logic of the situation 
will force the makers to give way. The mills 
which reroll old steel rails into light sections, 
a special group of small mills, have come to- 
gether, and have fixed new prices. The large 
works which roll new light rails do not seem 
to be a party to this understanding, and are 
still selling considerably below the _ prices 
named, although the lowest figures made some 
time since have been withdrawn. 

There is a Httle better feeling in the bar trade 
Past and West, but the sheet trade still shows 
symptoms of weakness. The tonnage in plates 
and shapes is better, but while pool prices on 
these materials are firm, those works have an 
advantage which manufacture bridges and build- 
ings from the stuff made in their own rolling 
mills. They are making low bids on contracts 
for bridges and buildings. The result is that 
the views of the consumer are really being met 
and their interest is being stimulated. Thus the 
successful bid on the Cambridge Bridge, calling 
for 7,200 tons of structural material, was taken 
at a low price by a company owning steel plant, 
rolling mill, and bridge shops, 

The demand for wire products is very heavy 
under the stimulus of the recent slight advance, 

The scrap markets have been quite excited, 
and the claim is made that in a number of in- 
stances prominent dealers have been forced to 
cover short sales. 

Advices from abroad are to the effect that 
the German steel makers arc making very low 
prices for steel in the international markets, 
raming 75s. for sheet and tin plate bars, which 
would be equal to 7%s. for billets. Our Ameri- 
can makers do not appear to be meeting these 
prices, which would be equivalent to about 
$14.50 for billets at Pittsburg. As a matter of 
fact, the leading interest has been declining 
business offered for celivery during the next 
few months. 


Peanut Candy Interests Philadelphia. 
Special to The New York Times, 
PLILADELPHIA, Jan. 20.—Peanuts are 
becoming a luxury. Cotton has been soar- 
ing so high in the last four months that 
Southern peanut farmers have begun the 
cultivation of cotton. Confectioners and 
bakers, who use peanuts extensively, find 


it hard to obtain enough to meet require- 
ments. What little stocks are obtain- 
able bring 2 to 8 cents a quart more than 
a month ago. The crop is reported to re 
40 to 50 per cent. shorter than last fae 
which was the largest ever harvested, al- 
though more nuts are being consumed 
in this city now than ever before. Buy- 
ers offered $1.03 a bushel for peanuts in 
Virginia to-day, but were unable to ob- 
tain any large quantity even at that high 
price. 


Turpentine Corner in Philadelphia.

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 20.—Turpentine 
producers in Savannah, the principal ship- 
ping port, have formed a combination to 
limit the output, it is said, and since Jan. 
1 turpentine has gone up from 58% cents 
to 674% cents, with an outlook for still high-, 


er prices. Receipts at this port have fallen, 


and a barrel a day is about the average, a 
large paint manufacturer said to-day. Man- 
ufacturers are looking for a substitute for 
use in the mixture of paints. 


“Chicago Telephone” to be $20,000,000.

CHICAGY, Ill, Jan. 20.—At the meeting 
of the stockholders of the Chicago Tele- 
phone Company to-day the authorized capi- 


tal stock was increased to $20,000,000 from 
$15,000,000. The new $5,000,000 will ode 
spread over possibly three years. In 1899 
the company’s capital was $5, 000. 


Old Dry Goods Firm Dissolved. 
Callahan & Morrissy of Fourteenth Street, 
one of New York City’s oldest dry goods 
houses, yesterday dissolved partnership by 
mutual consent, owing to the continued ill 


health of Matthew Callahan. Mr. Calla- 
han’s interests have been acquired by Mr. 
Morrissy, who will continue in business 
under the old firm’s name and style. 





Control of Book-Cover Paper. 
PROVIDENCE, Jan. 20.—The Annawams- 
cutt mills of Drownville have been pur- 
chased by a rival concern, the Interlaken 
mills of Arkwright. By the acquisition of 


the plant the Interlaken mills, which are 
owned by an English syndicate, now prac- 
tically contro] the manufacturing of cloth 
for book coverings in this country. 


Want Receiver for Brick and Tile Co. 

TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 20.—Chancellor 
Magie to-day signed an order that cause be 
shown at Trenton on Jan. 26 why a receiver 
should not be appointed for the American 
Brick and Tile Company. The Easton Na- 
tional Bank of Easton, Penn., claims the 
company is insolvent, has been so for a 
long time, and is indebted to the bank in 
the sum of $14,800 on notes. It is alleged 
that the company has liabilities amounting 
to $74,800, and the oniy asset a plant near 
Phillipsburg, N. J. The company was or- 
ganized in 1886 with a capital of $1,000,0v0, 
but has done no business since May 1, 1896.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—The area of high 
pressure that has occupied eastern districts for 
the last two days has given way, the remnant 
of it now being on the south Atlantic coast. 
Temperatures have risen sharply in all districts 
east of the Mississippi. In the Ohio, the middle 
and south portions of the Mississippi Valley, 
temperatures are from-16 to 20 degrees abdve 
the seasonal average. In the Northwest and 
over the eastern slope a second cold wave has 
appeared, and temperatures to-night are below 
zero in North Dakota, and the weather over the 
eastern slope of the Rocky Mountains is quite 
cold, with snow and north winds.

Business upon the Stock Exchange con- 
tinues satisfactory to the bulls, not dis- 
turbing to the bears, and of no consider- 
able interest or importance to anybody 
not falling into those classes. The bulls 
Say the prices speak for themselves. It 
may be asked why prices should rise, 
and it may be thought that they should 
not rise, but that they do rise is indis- 
putable. The bears think that the rise 
is nothing to boast of, nor to frighten 
anybody. They think the rise is no more 
the real thing than the galvanic action 
of a dead frog’s leg. Prices rise because 
they are boosted, and when the boosting 
stops the rise stops, too. ‘‘ Whom are 
they going to sell the stocks to after they 
are accumulated in the campaign for the 
rise?”’ is the bears’ conundrum, as 
though it were impossible that they are 
being accumulated to keep. 

The quality of the trading which made 
yesterday’s market appears from the fact 
that forty stocks in alphabetical succes- 
sion moved onfily by fractions either up or 
down. The strongest stock of the day 
was United States Realty preferred, 
which rose 4, for the indisputable and 
sufficient reason that it was aggressively 
bought, for reasons quite apart from the 
stock’s undoubted intrinsic value. The 
value is not diminished by such specula- 
tive manoeuvres, but it remains to be 
seen whether they aitract or repel the 
public. Southern Pacific was the most 
active stock, and advanced 114, just as 
though a bond issue were not to precede 
if not defer the wished for and possibly 
earned dividends. Buoyancy of stocks 
under such conditions loses some of its 
encouragement to shareholders. The ad- 
vance of Rock Island is another case in 
point. It but the bonds rise 
faster.

WALL STREET TOPICS. 


Course of Prices.—Although at times 
during the day the market had the appear- 
ance of being very strong it was found 
when the day came to a close that the net 
results of the transactions in very few 
cases amounted to gains of as much as a 
point, nor were all the changes, even among 
the leaders in point of activity, on the side 
of advances.

Character of Market.—While within 
the past few days there has been some im- 
provement in the tone of the market there 
are still many indications that the public 
has not yet taken hold, and is, in fact, 
doing very little one way or the other. In 
the bond market yesterday there was a 
shar, falling off in transactions, the day’s 
total being more than $2,000,000 below that 
of Tuesday. This was in part due to the 
lessened activity of the Steel bonds, and 
there was again some indication of greater 
general interest in the bond market, which 
thus far has not extended in any great de- 
gree to the stock market. Southern Pacific, 
which was the most active stock of the 
day as well as one of the strongest, was 
said to have gained its strength from 
manipulation by an operator for a long 
time prominent in the stock, and this fact 
contained no suggestion that the stock was 
going up because of any actual increase in 
the demand from outside sources, from 
which quarter alone comes the buying 
which lessens the supply of a stock. An 
operator or a trader buys to sell again to 
other traders or to the public if he can.

Northern Securities Decision.—The re- 
port that Wall Street has heard for some 
time that the decision in the Northern Se- 
curities case, now in,the hands of the Su- 
preme Court, will be handed down very 
soon, and that it will be favorable to the 
company were repeated yesterday with 
more definiteness than before. The deci- 
sion having failed to materialize last Mon- 
day, it is now said that it will be rendered 
next Monday, and it is intimated that there 
is reason to suppose that it will favor the 
company. In conservative quarters, how- 
ever, the suggestion of a “‘leak’’ was put 
aside as being utterly unfounded. The sug- 
gestion of a favorable decision was one of 
the influences which helped the advance 
during the early part of the day, especially 
in the stock of the Northern Securities 
Company itself, although it seems quite 


possible that the advance in that stock from 
90 to 93% resulted not so mych from the 
rumors concerning the decision as from 
efforts to make the rumors appear more 
plausible.

Foreign Selling.—Such influence as the 
Far Eastern situation had upon the mar- 
ket was reflected in the foreign trading 
rather than in the course of prices here.

LAXITY CHARGED BY 
STATE GONTROLLER 


United States Deposit Fund May 
Become a Burden. 


Asserts That Excessive Amounts Have 
Been Loaned on Mortgages Which 
Eat Up Possible Profits. 


According to State Controller Otto Kelsey, 
whose annual report was received here yes- 
terday, the large sum known as the United 
States Deposit Fund is likely to become a 
burden rather than a benefit to the State, 
unless the system of its administration is 
altered. Behind ‘one statement in the re- 
port, it is said, is the intimation of an im- 
pending scandal. 

“For the year 1902,” he says, “‘ Controller 
Miller reports the net income at practically 
8.41 per cent. This, however, does not in- 
clude losses which had already been in- 
curred, but not yet determined by fore- 
elosure sale. Lar@is bid in for the State 
shortiy after the date of his annual report, 
but in relation to which proceedings are 
not completed so the loss can be charged 
on the books, will exhaust the entire esti- 
mated income for the next two years or 
more.”’ 

The Controller refers to a foreclosure sale 
which took place in this city on Feb. 3, 
1903, and the charge has been made that 
the Loan Commissioners in charge of the 
United States Deposit Fund loaned too 
much monex on the parcels of property soid 
—in other words, that the parcels on which 
mortgages were accepted had been ap- 
praised at too high values. 

During the war of 1812 the different 
States advanced money to the ®ederal Gov- 
ernment, in 1837 the Government paid 
back its debts, and New York State re- 
ceived. her full share. Then by statute it 
was provided that the fund should be in- 
cluded with the common school fund and 
the literature fund as a part of the State’s 
education fund, but should be managed pur- 
to provisions applying to no other 
class of investments for public moneys. 
The United States Deposit Fund is in the 
care of Loan Commissioners—two in 
each county. The amount allotted for loan- 
ing in New York County is between $800,000 
and $900,000. Says the Controller: 

The interest rates for loans is 5 per cent. per 
ennum, a charge which in the year 1837 and 
conditions then existing was extremely favorable 
to owners of land, but has long since ceased to 
be an inducement to borrowers having good se- 
and relegates deposit fund mortgages to 
the poorer quality of property. The two Com- 
missigners have absolute charge of the mort- 
gages and collections in respective coun- 
ties, may foreclose on default, and discharge 
mortgages when paid. Should they disagree, the 
Supreme Court settles their differences. One 
Commissioner has the power of two until an 
associate is appointed. The mortgage and record 
books may be taken by them from. the clerk’s 
office and returned when not in use) a practice

an offer to cover loan, interest, and costs, must 
be bid in by the State; then costs, disburse- 
ments, and reasonable expenses must be allowed, 
commissions paid on both market price and de- 
ficiency unless fraud or neglect ts established, 
and the property so taken is rarely sold for 
more than a fraction of its cost to the State, 
either on a long or short term of retention. In 
co-operation with the passive authority of the 
Controller, the Commissioners of the land 
office have direction of the Loan Commissioners 
in their care of the property bid in at sales until 
it is disposed of. 

In further supposed guarding of public inter- 
ests in the conduct of these investments, County 
Boards of Supervisors and the Board of Alder- 
men of New York City have power to: examine 
mortgages and accounts of Loan Commissioners 
in their respective, counties and may give direc- 
tions for taking additional security from borrow- 
ers and certify the condition to the Controller. 
The complication of inspection and supervision 
from many sources without a location of defi- 
nite authority does not work well in any busi- 
ness, and experience with this system, or lack 
of it, serves to emphasize the strictures applied 
to its practical operation by all of my imme- 
diate predecessors in office. 

During the year ending Sept. 30, 1900, the ag- 
gregate sum held by the Loan Commissioners 
was slightly above $1,590,000, paying interest at 
about 3% per cent., but after deducting in com- 
pliance with the statute the money transferred 
to the capital fund to make good the losses suf- 
fered in foreclosing mortgages, the net revenue 
for that vear from the fund outstanding on loans 
was less than two-tenths of 1 per cent. 

The Loan Commissioners for New York 
County are Charles D. Ingersoll, lawyer, of 
40 Liberty Street, and Charles P. Latting, 
lawyer, of 34 Pine Street. They use Mr. 
Ingersoll’s office as their headquarters as 
Commissioners. When seen there yesterday 
afternoon Mr. Ingersoll admitted that they 
had bid in for the State at last February's 
foreclosure sale twenty-three Bronx lots, 
for which there appeared no buyer willing 
to pay the amounts represented by the 
mortgages and interest charges. He in- 
sisted, however, that the properties on 
which they had loaned money from the de- 
posit fund had been appraised by the best 
appraiser to be had. 

The lots sold,on Feb. 3 were mostly along 
White Plains Roud and the proposed White 
Plains Avenue, just south of East One 
Hundred and Ninety-ninth Street. Under 
the law the Commissioners cannot loan 
more than $5,000 on each mortgage. When 
the mortgages were foreclosed, only three 
out of twenty-five lots were sold. Those 
three, at the southeast corner of White 
Plains Road, were bought by WitNiam Nel- 
son, who paid enough to cover the mort- 
gage and interest.

BANKER HELD FOR ASSAULT. 


H. Stuyvesant Dudley and Companions 
Charged with Resisting Arrest. 


H. Stuyvesant Dudley of 550 Park Ave- 
nue, a member of the firm of Dudley Broth- 
ers & Co., bankers and brokers at 49 Wall 
Street, and a Lieutenant in Company C of 
the Twelfth Regiment, was arraigned in 
the West Side Police Court yesterday and 
held in $300 bail for further examination on 
a charge of assaulting a citizen and later 
badly beating a police officer while the lat- 
ter was attempting to arrest him. 

Roundsman Peter J. Bird of the West 
Sixty-eighth Street Station is on the sick 
list, suffering from the drubbing received 
at the hands of the four men.

Bird 
investigated and found that a man, who 
said he was Jacob Ferstberg of 723 Sixth 
Street, had been badly battered in the 
place. The men who were alleged to have 
committed the assault were said to be at 
Ellinger’s saloon at Columbus Avenue and 
Sixty-second Street, and Bird went there 
for them. 

The policeman was warmly greeted by 
the quartet when he made his mission 
kaown to them. He was quickly knocked 
down, his ear was badly torn, one finger 
was bitten, his head was bruised, and he 
was kicked several times in the stomach. 
He finally managed to get to his feet and, 


shouting for aid, attracted the attention of 
Patrolman Buckley, Who was passing. The 
two officers by a vigorous use of their 
clubs finally subdued the men and took 
them to the station house in an automobile 
which was standing at the corner. They 
gave their’ names as William Leggett, 
George Leggett, John McFarland, and 
James Sylvester Dudley.

SHIPYARD PLAN IN ABEYANCE. 


Likelihood of Complainants in Receiver- 
ship Suit Waiting to See Where In- 
terests Will Best Be Served. 


Except for the evidence furnished of a 
conciliatory disposition on the part of the 
Schwab party in’ the ship building litiga- 
tion, the tentative offer of a basis of re- 
organization made night before last by 
William Nelson Cromwell for’ Mr. Schwab 
and members of the Sheldon reorganization 
committee, and its summary rejection by 
Samuel Untermyer on behalf of the four 
bondholders backing the receivership suit, 
have left matters about as they were when 
the week’s adjournment of argument on 
pending motions was taken several days 
ago. 

The breaking point between Mr. Unter- 
myer and Mr. Schwab’s agent was on the 
relative proportion of power in the control 
of a ‘reorganized shipbuilding cqpmpany 
which each party was to have under the 
proposal made. That proposal did not, as 
was explained in THe Times of yesterday 
morning, go into the details, but it con- 
tained the basis of reorganization in a stock 
issue to be used for refunding ‘first and 
second mortgage bond rights after fore- 
closure proceedings on both mortgages had 
been put through. The exact amount of the 
issue has not been divulged as yet by the 
parties at interest, and discussion of it is 
declared to be academic in view of the re- 
fusal of the Conklin complainants to nego- 
tiate, except as showin the extent to 
which Mr. Schwab wou go in order to 
obtain peace. 

Mr. Schwab is understood personally to 
control from $1,500,000 to $2,000,000 of the 
first mortgage bonds deposited with the 
Sheldon committee, and it is a simple 
matter of arithmetic to figure out how 
much stock, over and above the $24,000,000 
covering the two mortgages, must be issued 
and added to the shares eucamped pro rata 
for the Bethlehem bonds in order to make 
the new company a Schwab concern. Such, 
it is admitted, the company would have 
been if the basis of reorganization offered 
had been accepted. + 

As the case stands now, there is reason 
to believe that the complainants in the ré- 
ceivership suit, who are also enabled 
through an order of the Jersey court to 
step in as defendants in each of the fore- 
closure suits pending, should the defense 
of Receiver Smith be withdrawn, are per- 
fectly willing to allow matters to remain 
in statue quo right up to Jan. 29, when the 
life of the Sheldon syndicate expires by 
limitation. Yesterday it was asserted that 
when the last call on the syndicate sub- 
scriptions had been paid, and its final sigh 
breathed, bonds now ‘deposited in consider- 
able quantities with the reorganization 
committee would be withdrawn to be 
thrown into whatever balance appeared the 
best weighted at that moment. 

James Smith, Jr., the receiver for the 
United States Shipbuilding Company, was 
asked yesterday about his personal re- 
sponsibility for the plan put out on Tues- 
day night. He said?- 

“Ever since I have been here I have 
been putting out p'ans. This plan was not 
mine, but I have been trying to get them 
to agree to what was reasonable ever since 
I was made receiver.’’ 


EX-MAYOR LOW SAILS. 


With Mrs. Low He Goes Abroad to Stay 
Until June—Hopes to Speak 
for Roosevelt. 


Ex-Mayor Seth Low, accompanied by Mrs. 
Low, sailed yesterday on the steamship 
Deutschland for the Mediterranean. Mr. 
and Mrs. Low will be gone until June, and 
will make Naples their first stopping place. 

They will remain in Italy till about March 
1, when they will go to Paris to stay for a 
month. From there they will go to London, 
spending a like period of time, touring 
from there as a centre. 

“TI am very happy to be able to get 
away,” said the ex-Mayor yesterday, “as 
it has been fourteen years since I have 
been master of my own time. Of course, 
while I was President of Columbia Uni- 
versity, as well as when I was Mayor, I 
was able to leave the city for short periods, 
but my work always followed me. and it 
has been a long time since I have been able 
to leave without worrying about what is 
going on here, and without being obliged to 
return at any stated time.” 

Mr. Low will be back in time for the ap- 
proaching Presidential campaign, and is ex- 
pected to take the stump for the Repub- 
lican candidate if President Roosevelt be 
nominated.

terrapin stew. It was recalled that at

AIDING CRIPPLED CHILDREN. 


State Hospital at Tarrytown Reports on 
Work Done for Little Sufferers. 


The work accomplished by the New York 
State Hospital for the Care of Crippled and 
Deformed Children at Tarrytown, N. Y., is 
set forth in the third annual report of the 
institution, which also shows that the resi- 
dents of the Hudson Valley have been gen- 
erous in the matter of good things to eat, 
comfortable clothing, toys, and books for 
the little sufferers within the institution. 

r. Newton, M. Shaffer, Surgeon in Chief, 
ymakes an earnest appeal for the names and 
addresses of children who are fit subiects 


for the institution’s care, the age limit be- 
ing between four and sixteen years, while 
hopeless cases and children whose guar- 
dians are able to ‘pay for treatment are 
barred. 

Although the hospital has accommoda- 
tions for only 25 patients, 52 have been re- 
ceived during the thirty-four months in 
which it has been in existence. Of these 
33 suffered from ‘tuberculous diseases of 
the joints. There were 27 discharged, of 
whom 19 were cured, while all were more 
or less improved. There ‘have been 18 sur- 

ical operations on 9 patients, with marked 

nefit in every case. The average time 
of treatment of those discharged has been 
fifteen months and eighteen days. Some of 
the children speratec upon by Dr. Lorenz 
at the Cornell Medical College Clinic in this 
city in December, 1902, were cared for dur- 
ing recovery. 

tatistics for the year ended Sept. 30, 
1908, the period covered by the report, show 
12 patients admitted and the same number 
discharged. Of the 37 in the hospital 24 
were boys. About 1,400 applications fay ad- 
mission were received during the year, em- 
phasizing the need for a new hospital, va- 
rious sites for which are now under con- 
sideration. The Board of Managers, ap- 
pointed by the Governor of the_ State, is 
composed of Bishop Potter, President; 
George Blagden, Jr., Secretary and Treas- 
urer; Dr. Shaffer, Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee; J. Hampden Robb, and J. 
Adriance Bush. 


SMITHSON’S BODY HERE. 


Remains of Founder of the Institute in 
Washington Reach New York. 


The North German Lloyd steamship 
Prinzess Irene arrived here las{ night with 
the body of James Smithson, founder of 
the Smithsonian Institution of Washington, 
aboard. The vessel arrived after nightfall, 
and the ice in tht harbor at that time mak- 
ing navigation dangerous, she anchored in 
Quarantine over night. She will pass up to 
her pier in Hoboken early this morning, 
where the remains will be transferred to 
the dispatch boat Dolphin. The dispatch 
boat will immediately take the body to 
Washington. 

.The Smithsonian Institution was establish- 
ed from the sum of £105,000, which was be- 


queathed to the Government of the United 
States by Mr. Smithson. Prof. Alexander 
Graham Bell first urged the idea of bring- 
ing Mr. Smithson’s remains to this coun- 
try from Genoa for interment. The monu- 
ment which is to be erected above the re- 
mains in Washington will stand near those 
of Dr. Samuel Cross and L. J. M. Daguerre, 
the inventor of photography.

MAY NOT BUY PHIL!PPINE BONDS 


Attorney General Cunneen Decides That 
Savings Banks Are Prohibited 
from That Investment. 


The questioh whether the savings banks 
in New York State may legally invest their 
money in the $7,000,000 Philippine Land 
Purchase bonds has been passed upon by 
Attorney General Cunneen, to whom it was 
referred by F. D. Kilburn, State Superin- 
tendent of Banking, the latter’s views on 
the matter having been sought by Presi- 
dent W. H. S. Wood of the Bowery Savings 
Bank. The Attorney General has decided 
that the New York savings banks cannot 
lawfully invest in these bonds. He says: 

“Section 116 of the Banking Law, Subdi- 
vision 1, authorizes an investment by a 
savings bank as follows: 

‘““1. In the stocks or bonds or interest-bearing 
notes or obligations of the United States, or 
those for which the faith,of the United States 
is pledged to provide for the payment of the in- 
terest and principal, including the bonds of the 
District of Columbia. 

“The bonds in question are issued by the 
Government of the Philippine Islands un- 
der the authority, of Section G4 of the Phil- 
ippine Civil Government Act, passed by 
Congress July 1, 1902. There is no_provis- 
ion in the act of Congress pledging the 
faith of the United States to provide for 
the payment of the interest and principal of 
said bonds. The bonds themselves do not 
state that the faith of the United States is 
so pledged. The opinion of the Attorney 
General, dated Dec. 26, 1908, declares that, 
‘while in the strict and legal sense the 
faith of the United States is not pledged 
as a guaranty for the’ payment of the loan, 
or for the due use of the proceeds or the 
observance of the sinking fund require- 
ments, the entire transaction is to be nego- 
tiated under the auspices of the United 
States and by its recognition and aid.’ 

“The statute authorizes savings banks to 
make investments only in those bonds for 
which, ‘in the strict and legal sense,’ the 
faith of the United States is pledged as a 

uaranty for the payment of the loan. 

avings banks of the State may not, there- 
fore, lawfully invest their moneys in the 
bonds in question.”’

CHILD KILLED BY HORSE CAR. 


Run Over in Presence of Mother, Who 
Had Crossed Street to Protect 
Another Little One.

An elder child, Rebecca, five years old, 
attends a kindergarten, and it has been 
Mrs. Hyman’s custom to meet her every 
afternoon, taking the younger child along. 
Yesterday the woman and her children had 
reached First Avenue on their way home, 
when little Rebecca dashed away from the 
mother and started to cross the car tracks 
alone. Mrs. Hyman, who had been holding 
the younger child’s hand, let go and started 
after Rebecca, fearing that an approach-

ing horse car might run over her, Rebecca 


and her mother reached the other side of 


the avenue, when Mrs. Hyman remem- 
bered little Morris. She turned just in 
time to see the baby struck down by one 
of the horses and the car wheel pass over 
his body. Then she fainted. 

Passing along the avenue was a boy 
about fifteen years old. He saw the acci- 
dent, ran and picked up the maimed body, 
and dashed off in the direction of Flower 
Hospital. Arriving there breathless, he 
gave the child to an attendant, and ran 
out without giving anyone a chance to 
learn his identity, Examination showed 
that the child was dead.

$22,000 FOR HUSBAND’S DEATH. 


Verdict Against City and Contractors 
fer Collapsing of Bridge Sidewalk. 


A jury in the Supreme Court yesterday 
rendered a verdict for $22,000 against the 
city and Joseph G. Miller & Co., contrac- 
tors, and in favor of Mary E. Coolidge for 
the loss of her husband, Edwin L. Coolidge, 
who was killed by the collapse of a tempo- 
rary bridge sidewalk at Fifth Avenue and 
Eighteenth Street, when the Rochambeau 
parade was passing, on May 27, 1902. 

Mr. Coolidge was a newspaper man and 
author of several books. At the time of 
his death he was employed on The New 
York Commercial Advertiser. 

There were twenty-five persons injured 
by the falling of the sidewalk, and twenty 
of them have brought suits to recover dam- 
ages. The Coolidge action was the first 
tried. 

A motion was made by Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel W. J. O'Sullivan for the 
city and Asa §S. Spear for Miller & Co. to 
set aside the verdict as excessive. This was 
opposed by: William B. Waring, counsel for 
the plaintiff. 

Justice Cochrane took the motion under 
consideration, remarking soto voce that it 
“certainly was a big verdict.” 


RELATIONS WHICH MIGHT Bias Aa REF- 
EREE.—That there must be no appearance 
of relations between attorneys in cases and 
referees which might bias the opinions of 
the latter is shown by the decision of Jus- 
tice Andrews of the Supreme Court in the 
case of Emily Cronon against Charles A. 
Avery and others. It appeared that the 
firm of lawyers with which the referee in 
the action was connected brought a pro- 
ceeding on behalf of a company of which 
the referee was President, and consented to 
the appointment of a lawyer for the de- 
fendants in the Cronon vs. Avery action to 
hear the issues raised. Although this law- 
yer was named before the referee rendered 


his report, he did not know of his appoint- 
ment, nor did he begin his hearings until 
after the report was actually made. The 
referee was of the highest integrity, and 
there was not the slightest hint that he was 
in any way influenced because of the fact 
that the defendants’ lawyer had been ap- 

ointed to hear the case in which he was 
nterested. Justice Andrews said in part: 
‘“‘It is not whether the referee had in fact 
been improperly influenced. It is not even 
whether a man of character and standing 
would be likely to be influenced. But it is 
whether, from the relationship of the par- 
ties or the acts of the referee, the fairness 
of his decision can be justly questioned. 
Public policy requires on the part of ref- 
erees the avoidance of even the appearance 
of such relations as might bias the judg- 
ment consciously or unconsciously or 
swerve in the slightest degree their action. 
It has been held in this State that attor- 
neys in different actions may not decide, as 
referee, the cause of the client of the other. 
Where this is done, and upon these facts 
alone appearing, upon the application of 
the opposing party in either action, the 
court should vacate the reference and set 
aside the report if qge has been made. The 
rule is a salutary one, and should be strict- 
ly enforced so as to avoid even the appear- 
ance of evil in the administration of the 
law. So far as this particular case is con- 
cerned it may well be that justice would be 
served by a denial of the motion. But the 
result of such a precedent would be per- 
nicious. For this reason and for this alone 
I shall grant the application.”’ The report 
of the referee was therefore set aside.

GUARDIAN AND WARD.—Infants are wards 
of the court. Their property cannot be sold, 
improved, or interfered with except by a 
Justice’s consent. Justice Rogers of the 
Supreine Court has therefore given a de- 
cision holding that John J. B. Hickey, as 
receiver in supplementary proceedings, can- 
not reach money which Thomas H. Dixon, 
the judgment debtor, expended on his four- 


teen-year-old daughter Margaret's house in 
Syracuse, N. Y. he Justice decides that, 
as Margaret herself, being an infant, could 
not impose an obligation on her property 
without due authorization by the court, no 
one else could. Incidentally, Justice Rog- 
ers reviews the law of guardian and ward. 
He finds that where a guardian’ advances 
money out of his own pocket for the erec- 
tion of a building upon the land of his 
ward, without being authorized so to do by 
a court of equity, he cannot recover back 
the amount. Another interesting case cited 
by Justice Rogers was where a widow, with 
infant children, assigned a lease of prem- 
ises of which her husband was the lessee. 
The assignment was held to be void, and 
that the children were not ‘livested of their 
legal estate. Before the matter came be- 
fire the court, large improvements had 
been’ made by the assignee, and the court
